of the Princes of Europe, lying wholly neglected as it were, untila {mall - 
company of Planters,under the command of Captain George Popham,and 
Captain Gilbert, were fent over at the charge of Sir ohn Popham in the 
year 1605, to begina Colony upon.a Tra¢t of Land about Saga de hoch, .

North-Latitude. . From which Grand and Original Patent, all other . 
Charters and grants of Land:from Pemmaquid to Delaware Bay, along: - 

the Sea-coaft,derive their Linage and Pedigree. Thus was that vaft tra 
of Land, after the year 16 12, cantoned and parcelled out into many lef- 
fer Divifions and parcels, according as Adventurers prefented 5 which: 
{aid Grants being founded upon uncertain, or falfe Defcriptions, and. 
Reports of fome that travelled thither, did many of them interfere one 

upon another, tothe great difturbance of the firft Planters, and preju- 

dice of the Proprietors themfelves,as is too well known by any that have. 
had occafion to ftay never folittleamongft them, many of whom are: 
yet jurviving. For notwithftanding the great charge and vaft expences 


the firft Adventurers were at,the firft Proprietors of the whole Province 


of Mayne and others, (reaching from the head of Ca/coBay North-eaft 
to the mouth of Pafcataqua River about fixty miles Weftward_) and the 
hopes they might have conceived of being the firft Founders of New- 
Colonies, and of enlarging their Eftates and Inheritances by thofe new 
acquired poffeflions and Lordfhips,. there was little profit one from 
thence, 
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thence after the rich fleeces of Beaver were gleaned away norany. great 
improvement made of thofe large, portions.of Lands, fave the erecting 
of fome few Cottages for Fifhermen, and a few inconfiderable Buildings 
for the Planters, which were onthofe occafions drawn over the Séa; to 
fettle upon the moft Northerly parts of New-England, 
But whether it were by the imprudence of the firft Adventurers, or 
the diffolutenefs of the perfons they fent over to manage their Affairs, , 
~ or whither want of faithfulnefs or skill te Manage their trutt,they were 
by degrees in a manner quite deftitute almoft of Laws and Government, 
and lett to fhift for themtelves,by which means at laft they fellunder the 
Jurildidtion of the Naffachufets Colony, not by Ufurpation,as is by-great, 
-miltake uggelted to his AdZaje/ty, but by neceflity, and the carne. defire 
of the Planters themfelves; to accept of whem, thofe of the Ma ffachu- 
sets Colony were the more eafily induced, in that they apprehended the 
bounds of their own Patent, by a favourable Interpretation of the 
“words defcribing the Northern Line [Three miles beyond the moft 
'-Northerly branch of Ad¢erimack River’] do reach fomewhat beyond. - 
Pemmaquid, the moft Northerly place of all New England. 
T his was the firft beginning of things indVew- England, at which time 
they were not unlike the times of cld, when the people of Fudah were 
-faid to be without a Teaching Prieft, and without Law; and no wonder 
things were no more fucceisfully carried on. 
In the Year 1620, a Company belonging to Mr. Robinfons Church at 
Leyden in Holland, although they had been courteoufly entertained by 
the Datch, as Strangers fojourning amongft them, yet forefeeing many 
inconveniences like to increafe, and that they could not fo well provide 
for the good of their Pofterity under the Government of a Forreign 
Nation: they refolved to intreat fo much favour from their own Sove- 
raign Prince, King Fames, as to grant them liberty under the fhelter of 
his Royal Authority, to place themfelves in fome part of New-England, 
and newly difcovered, therefore having obtained fome kind of Patent 
or Grant , for fome place about Hudfon’s River, they fet fail from P4- 
mouth in September for the Southern parts of New-England , but as they 
intended to bend their courfe thitherward, per varios cafus, per tot dif- 
crimina rerum’ they were at laft caft upon a bofom of the South Cape 
of the Maffachufets Bay, called Cape Cod, about the 11th of November, 
from whence the Winter fo faft approaching, they had no opportunity 
to remove; and finding fome incouragement from the hopefulnef of the | 
Soil, and courtefie of the Heathen, they refolved there to make their if 
abode for the future, which they did,laying the foundation ofanewGo- | 
B 2 lony . 
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lony, which from the remembrance of théelaft Town in England they 


failed from, they called New-Plimouth’, containing no very confiderable 


Trad of Land,tcarce extending an hundred miles in length through’the 
whole Cape, and fcarce half fo much in breadth where it is broadeft. 
The firft Founders of that Colony aiming more at Religion than Earthly - 


~Poffeffions, afpiring not to any large dimenfion of Land, in their fetling 


upon thofe Coafts, - : 

At Weymouth alfo was a Plantation begun by Mr. Weffon in the year 
1622, but it came to little. The North and South Border -of the 
Maffachufets Bay being thus planted, the middle part was the more 
eafie to be filled up, whichthus was brought about. Some Gentlemen 
and others, obferving how it fared with thofe of New-Plimouth, were 
defiring upon the like ground to make the fame attempt for themfelves; 
wherefore having by a cofliderable fum of money purchafed of fome 
Gentlemen that had a Grant of the Council of Plimouth, all their ~ 
right and intereft in a Plantation there begun in the A4affachn/ets Bay ; 
and having attained a confirmation thereof by Patent from King Charls 
of famous memory, in the year 1628, they fent over a Governour with~ 
feveral perfons to lay fome foundation of another Colony in the AZaf- 
fachufets Bay: andinthe yeat 1630, more of the perfons- interefted in 
the laid Patent ( thence commonly called Patentees ) with feveral other - 
perfons, intending to venture their lives and all with them, tranfported ~ 
themielves and their Families into the faid AZaffachufets, who did in a 
fhort {pace of time by the acceflion of many hundreds, who every year 
flocked after them, make fuch increafe, thatin the fpace of five or fix 
years, there were twenty conliderable Towns built and peopled, and ma- 
ny of the Towns firft planted, became fo filled with Inhabitants, that 
like Swarms of Bees they were ready to fwarm, not only into new - 
Plantations, but into new Colonies : infomuch that in the year 163 5,a 
new Colony began to be planted upon Connetticur River,partly by com- 
bination among themfelves, removing from fome Towns about the 
Maffachufets Bay, and partly by the intereft of a Patent purchafed of 
that honourable Gentleman’Mr. Fennick., Agent for the Lord Sey, and 
Lord Brook, the Lord Proprietors of thetaid River Conneéticut , at the 
mouth of which River theyshad built a Fort (called after their own 
titles Sey-Brook Fort) commanding the paflage of the faid River. Yea 
fuch was the Confluence of people making over into thofe parts, that in 
the year 1637, a fourth Colony began to be planted, bearing the name 
of Newhaven from the firft Town ere&ted therein, feated near the mid- 
way betwixt Mud/on’s River and that of Connetticut. The Sea-coaft from 
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the pitch of (ape Cod to the mouth of Connetticut River, inhabited by 


f{everal Nations of Indians, Wompanoogs (the firft Authors of the prefent 


Rebellion) Narhaganfits, Pequods, Mohegins, as the more inland part 
ofthe Country by the Nspaers (a generalname for alf inland Indians 
betwixt the Adaffachufets and Conneticut River ), The Sea-coaft South- 
welt from Plimouth,was firft poffleffed by fome difcontented with the Go- 
vernment of the A4affachufers Colony, from which fome being exiled, 
others of their friends accompanying of them, fetled themfelves upon a 


fair Ifland to the South: weftof (ape Cod,now called Road-Ifland; others 


fetled upon the Mayn, at a place called Providence, and to by degrees 


planting toward MNarhaganfet Bay. made another Plantation, called 


Warwick; which places are fince by Patent conferred upon the Inhabi- 
tants of Road Ifland; the reft of the Country from Pequod River tothe 
River of Connecticut, falling within the bounds of Connecticut Colony by 
Patent alfo, fince confirmed to the faid Colony. Things had been very 
profperoufly and fuccefsfuly carried on in all the aforefaid Colonies and 
Jurifdigtions, from the year 1620, to the year 1636, at which time the 


uch Narbaganfet Indians, the moft warlike & fierce of all the Jvdians in that 


- tothe Aobawkes, by whom they were all cutoff that efcaped, or elle 


part of the Country, who had made all the reft of the Jvdians to ftand in 
awe, having committed many barbarous.outrages upon their neighbour 
Indians, both Narbaganfets on the eaft-fide, and AZohegins on the weit 
fide of them: and alfoupon the Eagl{band Durch, as they came occa- 
fionally to traffick with them: andin the year 1634, having barbarout- 
ly murthered Capt. Stone and Capt.2Vorton, as they were trading with 
them. Afterwards one Oldbam coming amongft them upon the like ac- 
count. In like manner, having committed feveral outrages upon the 
Planters about Connecticut River, the Inhabitants of all rhe Colonies, 
unanimoufly fetting upon them in the beginning of the-year 1637, they 
were eafily fuppreffed, about’700 of them deftroyed, the reft either fled 
fheltring themichves under the Narhaganfets and Mobegins their neigh- 
bours, they were by the power of the Englifh all fubjeéted to one of 
thofe two Nations of the Indians. Miantonimeh the chief Sachem or 
Lord ofthe Narhaganfets, expecting to be fole Lord and Ruler over all 
the Indians: after the Pequods were {ubdued, began to quarrel with the 
Mohegins wpon the account of Soveraignty, notwithftanding a firm. A- 


_ greement was made betwixt the Englifh and the faid Naxhaganfets in 


the year 1637, when they had helped to deftroy the Pequods 5 and alfo 


notwithftanding the tripartite League between the faid Narhaganfers, 
the AZohegins end the Englifh at Hartford (the chief Town of Conmett:- 
. : cus 
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cut Colony) made in the year 1638, wherein the faid Judians were {o- 


jemnly engaged not to quarrel either with the A@obegins, or any other 
Indians, until they had tft asked the advice of the Exglé(h, to vvhote 
determination they had likewife obliged themfelves to ftand in all fol-. 


lowing Differences among them. Yet thefe ambitious Varhaganfets 


fpecially their chief Leader Adiantonimoh, bare fuch an inveterate hatred 
again the AZohegins, that they were every year picking quarrels with — 


them. The Adohegins on the other fide though not fo numerous, yet 
amore warlike people andmore politick, always made their recourfe to 
the Exgli(b,complaining of the infolencies of the Narhaganfets,contrary 
to their League, fo as. they would hardly be kept from making open 
War againft them, when they faw all other attemprs to kill and deftroy 


 Uncas the Mobegin Sachem, by Treachery, Poifon and Sorcery, prove 
ineffeQual) . Infomuch, that at laft the malice of A@antoniuzeh and his - 
Narhaganfets grew to that height, that they began.to plot againftthe 

Englifh themielves, for defending of Oncas. But it being difcovered 


by Uncas and fome of his men to the Englifh, Adiantonimeh was fent 
for by the AZaffachufets Court to come to Boffom, when he came there, 
he would have denied thofe things laid to his charge, but was convicted 
by one of his own fellows 3 and inftead of {tanding to his promife,to de- 
liver him to the AZobegin Sachem , whofe Subjeét he was; going home- 
ward he cut off his head, to prevent his telling more tales, And with 
great difcontent as he was going home, faid, He would come no more at 
Boffon. wherein he proved a truer Prophet than he himfelf believed when 
he uttered the words: for inthe end of the fame year 1643, making 
War upon Uncas, he was taken prifoner by him, and foon after by the 
advice of the Commiffioners of the four Colonies ( at that time united 
firmly into a League offenfive and defenfive,on which account they were 
after that time called, The united Colonies of New-England,though fince 
that time they are reduced but to three Colonies; that of New-haver 
and Connefticut, by the laft Patent being conjoined in one ): his head 
was cut off by Uncas, it being juftly feared, that there would never be 
any firm peace, either betwixt the Exglifh and the Narhaganfets, or be- 
twixt the Narhaganfets and the AZohegins, while Adiontonimoh wasleft 
alive 5 however the Narbaganfets have ever fince that time born an im- 
placable malice againft Uacas, and all the AZohegins, and for their fakes 
decretly againft the Exgli(h, fo far as they durft difcover it. 

In the Years 1645, and 1646, they grew fo infolent, that the Com- 
miffioners of the united Colonies were compelled to raife Forces to go 
again{t them: but when they perceived that the Ezglifh were in good 
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éarneft; they began to be afraid, and fued for peace, and fubmitted.to 
pay a tribute, to fatishe for the charge of preparation for the War, but. 
were always very backward to make payment, until the Engii(h were 
forced to demand it by new Forcessfo that it appeared they were unwil- 
lingly willing to hold any friendly correfpondence withthe Evgli{h, yet 
durftthey never makeany open attempt upon them, until the prefent 
Rebellion, wherein that they had.no fmall hand, is too too evident,not- 
withftanding all their pretences to the contrary, as will appearin the {¢- 
— quelofthisHiftory, igs . 

Thus it is apparent upon what Terms the Englifh ftood with the 
Narhaganfets,ever fince the cutting off A@antonimoh, their chief Sachems 
head by Uneas, it being done from the advice and Counfel of the Ev- 
glifh, Anno 164.3. As for the reft of the Indians, ever fince the fuppref- 
fing of the Pequeds im the year 1637, until the year 1675, there vvas 
always in appearance amity and good correfpondence on all fides 2 
{carce an Englifh man was ever known to be affaulted or hurt by any of 
them, until afterthe year 1671, when:the fon of one Matoonas, who 
aswas fuppofed, being vexed in his mind that the defign againft the Ex- 
glifh, intended to begin 1671, did not take place,out of meer malice and 
{pight againft them,flew an Englith man travelling along the Road : the 
faid Adatoonas being a Nipnet-{ndian, which Nipnets were under the 
command of the Sachem-of Afount-hope, the Author of all the prefent 
mifchiefs. Upon adue Enquiry into all preceding tranfactions between 
the Indians and the Englifh, from their firft fetling in thete coafts , there 
will appear no ground of quarrel that any of them had againftthe Ey- 
Slifh,nor any appearance of provocation upon one account or other; for 
when Piimouth Colony was firft planted,within three months after their 
firft landing, AZarch 16, 1620, Maffafoit the chief Sachem of all that 
fide of the Countrey, repaired to the Exglifh at Plimouth, and entred 
into a folemn League upon fundry Articles, printed in NW. E. AZemorial 
1669. p: 24, the words areas followeth: 


hb HAT ntither he, nor any of bis fhouldinjure or do hurt to Arye: 
_ of their people. . 
2. That if any of bis did any hurt to any of theirs, he fhould fend the 
Offendor that they might punith him. | 
3. That if any thing were taken away from any of theirs, he fhould eaufe 
st to be reflored, and they {hould do the like to his: . 
4. That if any did unjustly war againft hin, they fhould aid him, and 
af any did war again{? then, be fhould aid them. | 
5. That

5. That he fuouldfend to his neighbour Confederates, to-certifie them of 
this, that they might not wrong them, but might be likewife comprifed 41

6. That when his Zen came to them upon any occafion, ne fhould leave. 
their Arms (which were then Bows and Arrows ) behind them, 9 
9, Laftly, That fo doing, thecr Soveraign Lord King James would 


efteem him as his Friend and Ally. 


The which League the fame Sachim, Sept. 25. 1630, a little before his 
death,coming wich his eldeft fon,after wards called Alexander did. renew 
with the Exglifh at the Court of Plimouth, tor himfelf and his Son, and 
their Heirs and Succeflors : and after that he came to Mr. Browns, that 
lived not far from AZount-Hope, bringing his two Sons, Alexander and . 
Philip with him, defiring that there might be Love and Amity aftér: his: 
death, between his Sons and them,as there had been betwixt himfelf and 
chem informer times: yet itis very remarkable , that this Aaffa/oit, 
called alfo Woofamequen (how much foever he affected the Englifh, yet) 
was never in the leaft degree any ways well-affeéted to the Religionof 
the Engifh, but would in his laft Treaty with his Neighbours at Pis- 
mouth,when they were with him about purchafing fome Landat Swanzy, 
have had them engaged never to attempt to draw away any of his People 
from their old Pagaa fuperftition,and devilifh Idolatry,to the Chriftian: 
Religion,and did much infift upon tt till he faw the Englifh were refolved 
never to make any Treaty with him more upon that account; which 
when he difcerned, he did not further urge it: but that wasa bad Omen, 
that notwithftanding whatever his humanity were to the Englifh , as 

they were Strangers (for indeed they had repayed his former kindnefs 
to them, by prote@ting him afterwards againft the infolencies of the 
WNarbaganfets) he manifefted no {mall difplacency of fpirit againft them, 
as they were Chriftians: which ftrain was evident more in his Son that 
facceeded him, andallhis People, infomuch that fome difcerning per- 
fons of that Jurifdiation, have feared that that Nation of Indians would 
all be rooted out, as is fince come to pafs. The like may be obferved con- 
cerning the Narhaganfets,who were always more civil and courteous to 
the Englifh than any of the other Indians , yet never as yet received the 
leaft tin@ure of Chriftian Religion, but have in a manner run the fame 
fate with the reft of their Neighbours of A¢ount Hope, there being very 
few of them now left ftanding. Nor is it unworthy the Relation,whata 
- perfon of quality amongft us hath of late affirmed one being much con- 
verfant with the Jndians about ALerimack River, being e4nn0 16605 
| | invited 
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iavited by fome Sagamores or Sachims to'a great Dance (which folemni- 

ties are the times they make ufe of to tell their ftories, and convey-the 

knowledg of forepaft and moft memorable things to Pofterity ). Paffa- 

conaway the great Sachim of that part of the Country, intending at that 
time to make his laft and farewel {peech to his Children and People, that 

were then all gathered together, he addreffed himfelf to them in this 

mAANEr Gt iKle  % | : ? 

Jam now going the way of all flefh,or ready to die and not likely to fee you 
ever met together any more , I will now leave this word of Counfel with you, 
that you take heed how you quarrel with the Englith ; for though you may do 
them much mifchief, yet afjuredly you will all be deftroyed,and rooted off the 

“Earth sf you do: for, laid he, Iwas as much an enemy to the Englith at 
thew firft coming into thefe parts,as any one whatfoevcr,and did try all ways 
and means poffible to have deftroyed them, at least to have prevented them 

_ fitting down here, but I could no way effect it 5 ( it is to be noied that this 

Paflaconaway was the moft noted Pawaw and Sorcerer of all the Country) 

therefore I aavife you never to contend with the Englith, nor make war with 
them. And accordingly his eldeft Son\Wonnalancet by name, as foon as he 
perceived that the Indians were up iz Arms, he withdrew himfelf into fome 
remote place, that he might not be hurt by the Englith, or the Enemies, or be 
in danger by them. 

_ This paffage was thoughtfit to be inferted here , it having fo near an 
agreement with the former , intimating forie fecret awe of God upon 
the hearts of fome of the principal amongit them, that they durft not 
hurt the Englifh, although they bear no good affection to their Reli- 
gion ; wherein they feem not a little to imitate Balaam, who whatever 
he uttered when he was under the awful power of divine illumination, 
yet when left to himfelf, was as bad an Enemy to the Ifrael of God, as 
"ever before. | 

But to return whence there hath been this Digreffion: 

After the death of this Woofamequen or Maffafoit, his eldeft Son 
fucceeded him about twenty years fince, Alexander by name, who *ot- 
withftanding the League he had entred into with the Englith, together 
with his Father, in the year 1630, had neither affection to the Englifh- 
mens perfons, nor yet to their Religion,but had been plotting with the 
Narhaganfets to rile againft the Engliths of which the Governour and 
Gouncil of Plimouth being informed, they prefently fent for him to bring 
him to the Court; the perfon t6 whom that fervice was committed, was 
a prudent and refolute Gentleman, the prefent Governour of the {aid 
Golony, who was neither afraid of Danger, nor yet willing to delay ina 
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10 Narrative of the Troubles 


matter of that moment,he forthwith taking eight or ten ftout men with 


him well armed, intended to have gone tothe faid Alexanders dwelling, — 
diftant at leaft forty miles from the Governours houfe , but by a good 
providence, he found him whom he went to feek atan Hunting-houfe, 
within fix miles of the Englifh Towns,where the faid Alexander with a- 
bout eighty men were newly come in from Hunting, and had left their 
Guns without doors,which Major Win(low with his {mall company wife- 


ly feized,and conveyed away, and then went into the Wigwam, and de-. 


manded Alexander to go along with him before the Governor, at which 
meffage he was much appall’d; but being told by the undaunted Meflen-. * 
ger, that if he ftir’d or refufed to. go, he was a dead man; he wasby one 
of his chief Councellors,in whofe advice he moft confided, perfivaded to. 
go along to the Governors houfe; but fuch was the pride and height of 
his {pirit, that the very furprizal of him, fo raifed his choler and indig- 
nation, that it put him into a Fever, which notwithftanding all poffible 
means that could be ufed, feemed mortal; whereupon entreating thofe 
that held him Prifoner, that he might have liberty to return home, pro- 
mifing to return again if he recovered,and to fend his Son as Hoftage till 


~ hecould fo do; on that confideration he was fairly difmiffed, but died: 


before be got half-way home.- Here fetit be obferved, that although 
fome have taken up falfe Reports, as if the Englith had compelled him to: 
go further or fafter than he was able,and fo fell into a Fever; or as if he 
were not well ufed by the Phyfician that looked to him, while he vvas 
with the Englifh, all which are notorioufly falfe 3, nor is it to be imagi- 
ned that a perfon of fo noble a difpofition as is that Gentleman (at that 
time employed to bring him ) fhould himfelfor fuffer any elfe to be un- 
civil to a perfon allied to them by his own,as well as his Fathers League, 
as the faid Philip alfo was ; nor was.any thing of that nature ever object- 
ed to the Englifh of Plimouth, by the faid e4lexanders Brother, by- 
name Philip,commonly for his ambitious and haughty Spirit nick-named 
King Philip, when he came in the year 1662, in his own perfon with 
Saufaman his Secretary and chief Coucnellor to renew the former league 
that had been between his Predeceffors and the Englith of Plimouth; but 
there was as much correfpondence betwixt them for the next feven years, 
as ever had been in any former times: whatcan be imagined therefore, 
befides the inftigation of Satan, that either envied at the profperity of 
the Church of God here feated ; or elfe fearing Jeft the power of the 
Lord Jelus, that had overthrown. his Kingdom in other parts of the 
World, fhould do the like here, and fo the ftone taken out of the Moun- 
tain without hands, fhould become a great Mountain it felf, and fill the 


whole 
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whole Earth, nocaufe of provocation being given by the Englifhs For 

_ once before this, in the year 1671, the Devil,who wasa Murderer from 
the beginning, had fo filled the heart of this falvage Mifcreant with en- 
vy and malice againft the Englifh, that he was ready to break out into 
open War againft the Inhabitants of Plixouth , pretending fome petite 
injuries done to him in planting Land ; but when the matter of Contro- 
verfie came to be heard before divers of the Maffachufets Colony : yea 
when he himfelf came to Bofton, as it were referring his cale to the Judg- 
ment of that Colony, nothing of that nature could be made to appear ; 

‘Whereupon in way of fubmiffion, he was of neceflity by that evident 
conviction, forced to acknowledg that it was the naughtinefs of his own 
heart that put him upon that Rebellion, and nothing of any: provocati- 
on from the Englith 5 and to a-Confeffion of this nature, witha folemn 
renewal of his Covenant, declaring his defire, that this his Covenant 
might teltifie to the World againft him, if ever he fhould prove unfaith- 
ful to thofe of Plimouth, or any other of the Englifh Colonies therein : 
himfelf with his chief Councellors fubfcribed in the prefence of fome Met- 

- fengers fent on purpofe to hear the difference between Plimouth and. the 
faid Philip. But for: further fatisfaétion of the Reader , the laid Agree- 
ment and tubmiffion fhall be here publifhed.

the Refult of the debate of the Commiffioners of the united Colo- 
nies about the matter of the War, fhall behereinferted. 


At a Meeting of the Commiffioners af the United Colonies hefd at 
Bofton, September oth, 1675. 


W* having received fromthe Commiffioners of Plimouth, 2 Ware- 
¥ vative, fhewing the Rife and feveral fteps of that Colony, as to the 
prefent War with the Indians, which had its beginning there, and its pro- 
grefs into the Maflachutets, by their infolencies and outrages, murthering 
many perfons, and burning their Houfes in fundry Plantations in both Co- 
lomes. And having only confidered the fame, do declare, that the wfaid 
War doth appear to be both juft andneceffary, and its firft Rife only ade- 
fenfiveWar, And therefore we do-agree and conclude, That it ought to be 
jointly profecuted by all the united Colomes, and theCharges thereof tobe _ 


born and paid, asis agreed in the Articles of Confederation.

Yet whatever his fubmiflion was-before,or his fubje&ting himfelf and his . 
people to our King, or his engagement to pay afum of money in part’ 
of the Charges then occafioned by him ( nor have the Englifh in or 
about Plimouth, fince, or before that time been any ways injurious un- — 
to him, or any. of his people) all which are fully declared in a Narra * 
tive given by the Commiffioners of the Colony of Pliwouth , wherein’ - 
they allo fignifie that the fettlement and. iffue of the former masa : 
ie 
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~ fiebétween Philip and them;was obtained and made (principally ) by the 
thédiation,. and interpofed advice anc’countel of the other two confede- 
rate Colonies, and alfo ina Letter under the Governors hand, in thefe 
words,---J think Icanclearly*[ay, that before thefe prefent troubles broke 
out, the Englifh did not poffe|s one foot of Land in this Colony. but what was 
fairly obtained by honeft purchafe of the Indian Proprietors, Nay, becanfe 
fome of our people are of a covetous difpofition, and the Indians are in 
frreights eafily prevailed with to part with their Lands, we firf? made a 
Law, that none {hould purchafe ov receive of gift any Land of the Indians 
without the knowledg and allowance of our Court, and penalty of a Fine, 
five pound per Acre, for all that (hould be fo bought or obtained. And left 
- yet they fhould be frreightned, we Ordered that Mount-Hope,Pocaflet and 
feveral other Necks of the bet land inthe Colony ( becaufe mofl fuitable and 
convement for them.{hould never be bought out of their hands, or elfe the 
would have fold them long fince. And our neighbours at Rehoboth, and 
Swanzy, although they bought their Lands fairly of this Philip and his Fa~ 
ther and Brother, yet becaufe of their vicinity, that they might not tre[pa/s 
upon the Indians, did at their own coft fet up a very {ubjfiantial Fence quite | 
crofs that great Neck between the Englifh andthe Indians, and payed due. 
damage tf at any time any unruly Forfe or otber beaji's brake in and tre[paf- 
fed. Aud for divers years laft paft (that all occafions of offence in that re- 
{pect might be prevented ); the Englifh agreed with Philip and his,for a cer- 
tain [um yearly to maintain the [aid Fence,and fecure themfelves. And if 
at any time they have brought Complaints before ws, they have had Fuftice 
impartial and [peedily 5 fo that our own people have frequently complainedy 
that we erred on the other handin {hewing them overmuch favour.

Yet did this treacherous and perfidious Caitiff fill harbour the fame” 
or more mifchievous thoughts againft the Englifh than ever before, and 
hath been fince that time plotting with all the Izdians round about to’ 
make a general infurreétion againft the Englifh in all the Colonies; 
which as fome prifoners lately brought in have confeffed, fhould have ' 
been put in execution at once, by all the Indians rifing as one man, a= 
gainft all thofe plantations of Englifh which were next them. The Narha- - 
ganfers having promifed, as was confeffed, to rife with 4 thoufand fight- 
ing men in the Spring of this prefent year 1676. But by the occafion © 
hereafter to be mentioned about Saufaman, Philip was neceffitated for ” 
par the...

the fafety of his own life to begin his Rebellion the year before,whenthe 
Defign was not fully ripe. Yet fome are ready to think, that ifhisown 
life had not now been in jeopardy by the guilt of the forefaid Murther 
of Saufaman, his heart might have failed him, whenit fhould have come 
to be put in execution,asit did before in the year 1671, which made one 
of his Captains, of far better Courage and refolution than himfelf, when 
hefaw his cowardly temper and difpofition, fling down his Arms, calling 
him white- Liver’d Cur, or to that purpofe, and faying, That he would 
never own him again, or fight under him, and from that time hath 
turned to the Englifh, and hathcontinued to this day a faithful and re- 
folute Soldier in their quarrel. : : 
That the Jadians had a Confpiracy amongft themfelves to rife againft 
the Englifh, is confirmed by fome of the Indians about Hadly, although 
the plot was not come te maturity when Phlep began, the fpecial pro- 
vidence of God therein over-ruling the Contrivers: For when the be- 
ginning of the Troubles firft was reported from AZount-Hope, many of 
the Indians were ina kind of Maze, not knowing well what to dos 
fometimes ready to ftand for the Englifh, as formerly they had been 
wont todo; fometimes inclining to firike in with Phikp ( which at the 
laft they generally did) which if it had-been forefeen, much of that mit. 
chief might have been prevented that fell out.in feveral places, more by 
perfidious and treacherous dealing than any other ways: the Englifh 
never imagining that after fo many obliging kindneffes. received from 
them by the Izdians,befides their many Engagements and Proteftations 
of Friendfhip, as formerly, they would have been fo ungrateful, perfidi- 
dufly falfe and cruel as they have fince proved, , is on 5 asa 
The occafion of Philsps fo fudden taking up Arms the laft year, was 
this: There was one John Sanfaman avery cunning and plaufible Indian, 
well skilled in the Englifh Language, and bred up in the profeffion of 
Chriftian Religion, imployed asa Schoolmafter at Natick, the Indian 
Town, who upon fome mifdemeanour fled from his place to Philip, by 
whom he was entertained in the room:and office of.a Secretary, and-his 
chief Councellor,. whom he trufted:with all his affairs and fecret coun- 
fels: But afterwards, whether upon the fting of his own.Confcience, 
or bythe frequent Sollicitations of Mr. Eliot, that had known him from 
achild, and inftruéted. him in the principles of our Religion, who was. 
often laying before him the heinous fin of his Apoftacy, and returning 
back to his old vomit, he was at laft prevailed with, to forfake Philip, 
and return back to the Chriftian Indians at Natick, where he was bap-. 
tized, manifefted publick Repentance. for all his former OHENCSF . 
3 | an 
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and made a ferious profeffion of the Chriftian Religion : ‘and did apply 
himfelf to preach to the Indians, wherein he was better gifted than any 
other of the Indian Nation; fo ashe was obferved to conform more to 
the Englifh manners than any other Indian: yet having occafion to 
0 up with fome others of his Country men to Namasket , whether for 
the advantage of Fifhing, or fome fuch occafion, it matters not ; being 
there not far from Philsps Country, he had-occafion to be much in the 
company of Philips Indians, and of Philip himfelf : by which means he 
difcerned by feveral circumftances, that the Indians were plotting a- 
new again{t us ; the which out of faithfulnefs to the Englifh, the {aid 
Saufaman informed the Governout of; adding alfo, thatif it were 
known that he revealed it, he knew they would prefently kill him. 
There appearing fo many concurrent teftimonies from others, making 
it the more probable, that there wasa certain truth in the imformation; 
fome inquiry was made into the butinefs,by examining Phslip himfelfjand 
feveral of his Indians, who although they could do nothing, yet could 
not free themtelves from juft fufpition ; Philip therefore foon after con- 
trived the faid Saufamans death, which was ftrangely difcovered ; not- 
withftanding it was fo cunningly effeéted, for they that murdered him ; 
met him upon the Ice on a great Pond , and prefently after they had 
knocked him down, put him under the Ice, yet leaving his Gun and his 
Hat upon the Ice,that it might be thought he fell in accidentally through 
the Ice, and was drowned: but being miffed by his Friends,who finding 
his Hat and his Gun,they were thereby led to the place,where his body 
was found under the Ice: when .they took it up to bury him, fome of 
his Friends, {pecially one David, oblerved fome bruifes about his Head, 
which made them fufpe® he was firft knocked down, before he was put 
into the water : however, they buried him near about the place where 
ne was found, without making any further inquiry at prefent: never- 
helels David his friend,reported thefe things to fome Enolith at Taun- 
on (a Townnot far from Namasket), it occafioned the Governour to 
nquire further into the bufinefs, witely confidering, that as Sanfaman 
iad told him, If it vvere known that he had revealed any of their 
lots, they would murder him for his pains : wherefore by fpecial War- 
ant the body of Sazfaman being digged again out of his Grave, it vvas 
ery apparent that he had been killed, and notdrowned. And by a 

range providence, an Indian yvas found , that by accident ftanding un- 
“en upon'a Hill, had feen them murther the faid Saufaman, but durft 
ever reveal it for fear of lofing his own life likewife, until he was called 
ythe Courtat Plimouth, or before the Governour, vvherehe plainly 
con- 
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i -op, an amicable Letter was fent from the Council of Bhmanth to Philips 
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confeffed vvhat he -had feen.. The Murderers being apprehended, were 
conviéted by his undeniable Teftimony,. and, other re farkable :circum- 
ftances,and fo were all put to death, being but threein number ; the laft 
of them confeffed immediately before his death, That his Father (one of 
the Councellors and fpecial F riends of Philip) was one of the two that 
murdered Saufaman, himfelf only looking on, This was done at Ph= 
mouth-Court, held in Fuse 1675. Infomuch,that Phil’p apprehending the 
danger his own head was in next,’ never ufed any further means to cleat 
himielf from what was like to be laid to his charge,either about his plot- 
ting again& the Englifh nor yet about Saufamans death: but by keeping 
his men continually about him in Arms, and gathering what Strangers 
he could to join withhim, marching up and down conftantly in Arms, 
both all the while the Court fat, as vvell as afterwards; the Englifh of 
Plimouth hesting of all this, yet took no further notice,than only to or- 
dera Militia Watch in all the adjacent Towns, hoping that Philp find- 
ing himfelf not likely to be Arraigned by order of the faid Court, the 
prefent Cloud might blow over, as fome others of like nature had done 
before ; butin conclufion, the matter proved otherwile; for Philip find- 
ing his Strength-daily increafing, by the flocking of Neighbour-Indians 
unto him,and fending over their Waves and Children to the Narhagaz- 
fets for fecurity (as they ufe to do vvhen they intend War with any of 
their Enemies );Immediately they began to Alarm the Englifh at Swanzy 
(the next Town to Philips Country) as it were daring the Englifh to be- 
gin; at laft their infolencies grew to fuch an height,that they began not 
only toufe threatning words to the Englith, but alfo to kill their Cattel 
and rifle their Houfes; vvhereat an Englifh-man was fo provoked, that 
| he let fly a Gun at an Jndiaa, but did only wound, not kill him , where- 
all upon the Jadians immediately began to kill all the Englith they could, fo 
ason the 24th of Fune 1675, vvas the Alarm of War firft founded. in 
H Plimouth-Colony, vwhen eight or nine of the Englifh were flain in and a- 
: bout Swanzy: They firftmakioga fhot at a Company of Englifh as they 
| returned from the, Affembly where they were met in way of humiliation 
that day, vvhereby they killed one and wounded others: and then like- 
wife at the fame time, they flew two men on the High-way,fent to-calla 
Surgeon, and barbaroufly the fame day murdered fix men inand abouta 
dwelling-Houfe in another part of the Town: all which outrages were 
committed fo fuddenly, that the Englith had no time.to make any refift- 
ance. For-on the 14th of the fame Month, befides endeavours uled by: 
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fhewing their diflike of this pra@tifes, and advifing him to difmifs his 
firange Jndians, and not fuffer himfelf to be abufed by falfe reports con- 
cerning them that intended him no hurt: but no antwer could be obtain- 
ed, otherwife than threatning of War, which it was hoped might have 
been prevented, asheretofore it had been, when things feemed to look 
with as‘bad face as then they did. “ However the Governor and Coun- 
cil of Plimouth,underftanding that Philip continued in his refolution,and. 
manifeftedino inclination to péace,they immediately fent up whatForces 
they could'to fecure the Towns thereabouts, and make refiftance as oc- 
cafion might be ; and alfo difpatched away Meffengers to the AZa/fz- 
chufers Governour and Council, letting them know the ftate of things 
about Mount-bope » and ‘defiring their {peedy affiftance : upon which, 
care was immediately taken with all expedition, to fend {uch fupplies as 
were defired :’ But in the mean'time two Meffengers were dilpatched to 
Philip; to try whether he could'not be diverted from his bloody enter~ 
‘prize, fo to have prevented the mifchief fince fallen out, hoping, that as 
once before, viz. Anno 1671, by their mediation, a ftop was put to 
“the. like Tragedy 5 fo the prefent War might by the fame means have 
‘been now turned afide. * For in the faid year, Philip had firmly engaged 
himfelf, whenhe was at Boffow; not to quarrel with Plimouth until he 
‘had firft addreffed himfelf to the AZaffachu/ets for advice and approba- 
‘tion: But the two Meffengers aforetaid, finding the men flain in the 
Road, Fune 24, as they were going for the Chyrurgeon,apprehended it 
not fafeto proceed any further, confidering alfo, that a peace now 
‘could‘not honourably be concluded after fuch barbarous outrages com- 
‘mitted upon fome of the neighbour Colony : Wherefore, returning 
‘with all {peed to Boffon, the A4a/fachufet Forces were d{patched away 
“with all imaginable hafte, as the exigent of the matter did requite, fome 
of them being then upon, or ready for their March, the reft were or- 
“dered:to follow after; as they could be raifed.. The fending forth of 
which, ‘becaufe it was the firft engagement in any warlike preparations 
-againft the Jdians, fhall be more particularly declared, 
~-2'On the'26th of Funea Foot-Company under Capt. Daniel Henchman, 
with a Troopunder Capt. Thomas Prentice, were fent out of Bofton to- 
eward Afount Hope + it being late in the afternoon before they began to 
“March, the central Eclipfe of the Moon in (apric. hapnedin the even- 
ung before they came up to Napon[er River, about twenty miles from 
“Bofton, which occafionéd them to make an halt, fora little repaft, till 
“the moon recovered her light again. ‘Some melancholy Fanciers would 
“not be perfwaded,but that the Eclipfe falling out at that inftant of time |

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‘was ominous, conceiving alfo that in thecentre of the Moon they dif- 


cerned an unufual black fpot, nota little refembling thefcalp of an Jz- 
dian: Asfome others not long before, imagined they faw the form of 
an Indian Bow, accounting that likewile ominous ( although the mif- 
chief following was done by Guns, not by Bows ) both the one and the 
other, might rather,have thought of what A@arcus Craffus, the Romaz 
General, going forth with an Army againft the Parthians, once wildly 
‘replied to a private Souldier,that would have diffwaded him from mar- © 


_ ching that time, becaufe of an Eclipfe of the Moon in Capricorn [That 


he was more afraid of Sagitarius than of Capricornus | meaning the Ar- 
rows of the Parthians ( accounted very good Archers )- from whom, 
as things then fell out, was his greateft danger. But after the Moon 
had waded through the dark fhadow of the Earth, and borrowed her 
Light again, by the help thereof the two Companies marched on to- 
ward Woodcocks Houfe,thirty miles from Bo/fon,where they arrived néxt 
morning; and there retarded their motion till the afternoon, in hope of 
being overtaken by a company of Voluntiers, under the Command of 
Captain Samuel Mofely, which accordingly came to pafs fo as.on Fane 
28 they all arrived at: Swanzy, where by the advice of Captain Cud- 
worth the Commander in chiet of PliwouthForces, they were removed 
to the Head- Quarters; which for that time were appointed at Mr. 24les 
his houfe, the Minifter of Swanzy,. within a quarter, of a mile of the 
Bridg leading into Philips Lands. They arriving there fome little time 


before night, twelve of the Troopers unwilling to loofe time,paffed over | 


the Bridg, for difcovery into the Enemies Territories, where they. 
found the rude welcome of eight or ten Indians firing upon them out of 
the Bufhes, killing one Wiliaze Hammond, wounding Corporal Belcher, 
his Horfe being allo fhot down under him; the reft of the faid Troopers 
having difcharged upon thofe Jadians that ran away after their firft 
fot, carried off their two dead and wounded Companions, and fo reti- 
‘red to the main Guard for that night,pitching.in a Barricado about Mr. 
Miles hishoufe. The Enemy thought to have braved it out byia bold 
affault or two at the firft; but their hearts foon began to fail them when 
they perceived the Alaffachufets&P limouth-Forces both engaged againft 
them: for the next morning they fhouted twice or thrice,at half a miles 
diftance, and nine.or ten. of them fhewing themfelves.on this fide the 
Bridg : our Horfemen with the whole body. of the Privateers under 
Captain Afa/ely, not at all daunted by fuch kind of Alarms, nor willing 
fo to lofe the Bridg, ran violently down upon them, over the faid 
Bridg, purfuing them a mile and quarter onthe other fide; Enfign 
‘ . r Savage. 
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Savage, that young Martial Spark, fcarce twenty years of age; had at. 
that time one bullet lodged in his Thigh,another thot through the brim 
~ of his Hat, by tenor twelve of the Enemy difcharging upon him toge- 
ther, while he bodly held up his Colours in the Front of his Company : 
but the weather not fuffering any further action at that time, thole that 
were thus far advanced, ygere compelled to.retreat back to the main 
Guard, having firft made a fhot upon the Indians as they ran away into 
‘a Swamp near by,whereby they killed five or fix of them,as was under- 
ftood foon after at Narhaganfct: Whis relolute charge of the Englifh- 
Forces upon the Enemy made them quit their place on A@ount-hope that 
very night, where P/ilip was never ieenafter, tillthenext year, when 
he was by a divine Mandate fent back, there to receive the reward of his 
wickednels where he firft began his milchief. The next day Major Savage 
(that was to command in chief over the AZaffachufer Forces, being: come 
up with other Supplies about fix a clock overnight) the whole Body in- 
tended to march into AZouyt Hope,and there beat up the Enemies quar- 
~ ters, or give him Battel, if he durft abide it: but the weather being 
doubrful, our Forces did not march till near noon, about which time. 
they fet out, with a Troop of Horfe in cach wing, to prevent the danger 
of the Enemies Ambutcadoes 5 after they had marched about a mile and 
half, they paffed by fome Houfes newly burned: not far off one of them 
they found a Bible newly torn, and thedeaves feattered about by the 
Enemy, in hatred of our Religion therein revealed, two or three miles 
further they came up with fome Heads, Scalps, and Hands cut off from 
the bodies of fome of the Englifh, and ftuck upon Poles near the High- 
way, in that barbarous and inhumane manner bidding us Defiance 5. the 
Commander in chief giving Order that thofe monuments of the Enemies 
cruelty fhould be taken down, and buried: the whole body of the For- 
ces ftill marched on, two miles further, where they found divers Wig- 
wams of the Enemy, among{t which were many things fcattered up and 
down, arguing the hafty flight of the Owners; halfa mile further, as 
they pafled through many Fields of ftately Corn,. they found Philips 
own Wigwam; every place giving them to perceive the Enemies hafty 
departure from thence, after they had marched two miles further they 
came to the Sea fide, yet in all this time meeting with no Jidiams, nor 
any fign of them, unlefs of their flight to fome other places. The fea- 
fon like to prove very tempeftuous, and rainy, Captain Cudworth with 
fome of the men of _Plimonth paffed over to Road-Lfland. The Forces 
under Major Savage were forced to abide all night in the open Field, 
without any fhelter, notwithftanding the abundance of rain that

fell, and in the morning,defpairing to meet with any Enemy on Adsunt- 
Flope, they retreated back to their Quarters at Swanzy, in the way . 
meeting with many Jzdian dogs,that feemed to have loft their Mafters. 


That night Captain Prentice his Troop for conveniency of Quarters, as 


alfo for difcovery, was difmifled to lodg at Seaconke or Rehoboth, a 
Town within fix mile of Swanzy, As the¥'returned back in the mor-. 
ning, Captain Prentice divided his Troop, delivering one half to Lieute- 
nant Ozkes,and keeping the other himfelf,who as they rode along,efpy-_ 
ed acompany of Jvdians burning anhoufe; but could not purfue them 


by reafon offeveral Fences, that they could not go over till the Zvdians 


had efcaped intoa Swamp. Thofe ‘with Lieutenant Ozks had the like 
difcovery, but with better fuccefs, as to the mat of the ground, 


fo as purfuing of them upona plain, they flew four or five of them in the 
Chafe, whereof one was known to be Thebe, a Sachem of Mount- Hope, 
another of them was a chief Councellor of Philips, yet in this attempt 
the Lieutenant loft one of hiscompany, Yohn Druce by name, who was. 
mortally wounded in his bowels, whereof he foon after died, to the 
great grief of his companions. After the faid Troop came up to the 
Head- Quarters at Swanzy,they underftood from Captain Cudworth that 
the Enemy were difcovered upon Pocaffer, another neck of Land lying 
over an Arm of the Sea, more towards Cape Cod: However, it was 
refolved that a more narrow fearch fhould be made after them, both 
upon A4ount-Hope, and upon the ground between Swanzy and Rehoborh 
to fcour the fwamps, and affault them, if they could find where they 
were entrenched. Captain Henchman, and Captain Prentice, were or- 
dered tofearch the Swamps; while Captain Mofely, and Captain Page 
with his Dragoons attending on Major Savage, fhould return back into 
Mount- ope, that they might be fure to leave none of the Enemy be- 
hind them, when they fhould remove to purfue themelfewhere. 
About ten a clock the next Morning, Fuly 4, Captain Henchman after 
along and tedious March, came to the ead-Quarters, and informed. 
that he came upon a place where the Enemy had newly been that night, 
but were efcaped out of his reach: But that night before they were de- 
termined of any other motion, Captain Hutchin/on came up from Boffoz 
with new Orders for them to pafs into Narhaganfet , to treat with the 
Sachems there, and ifit might be, to prevent their joyning with Philip, 
Capt.Cudworth, by this time was come up to the Head-Quarters,having 
left a Garifon of forty. men upon Mouat-hope Neck. The next mor-, 
ning was fpentin confultation how to carry on the Treaty; it was then, 
refolyed that they fhould go to make a peace with a Sword in their 
: | hands 
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hands, having no fmall ground of fufpicion that the faid Narbaganfers 
might joyn with the Enemy 5 wherefore, they thought it neceflary to 
carry-all the Adaffachufet Forces over into the Marhaganfet Country,to 
ficht them, if there fhould be need 5 Captain Adofely paffed over by wa- 
ter to attend Captain Hutchin/fon in his difpatch; the other Companies 
with the Troopers riding round about; as they pafled, they found the 
Indians in Pophams Country (next adjoyning to Phslips Borders ) all 
fled, and their Wigwams without any people in them. | 

After they came to the Narhaganfet Sachems, three or four days 
were {pentin a treaty,after which a peace was.concluded on fundry Ar- 
ticles between the Meffengers of Commetticur Colony (who were order- 
ed to meet with thofe of the AZaffachu/fets) and the Commanders of the 
Forces fent againft Philip: Hoftages were alfo given by the faid Narha- 
ganfets for the performance of the agreement. A Copy of the faid A- 
greement, and the Articles on which a Peace was concluded, here fol- 
low. It being always underftood, that Plimouth Colony was included in 
the faid Agreement, although their Forces were not then prefent, but 
remained at home near the Enemies Borders, to fecure their Towns,and 
oppofe Philip as there might be occafion, if he offered to make any new 
attempt in the mean time. "

V., In token of the abovefaid Sachims reality in this Treaty and Corelu- 
fion, and for the fecurity of the feveral Englith Governments and Subjects, 
they c'o freely deliver unto the abovefaid Gentlemen, in the behalf of the a- 
bovefaid (olomies, John Wobequob, Weowthim, Pewkes, Weenew,four 
of their near Kin{men and choice Friends, to be and remain as Hoftages in 
feveral places of the Englifn Jurifdillions, at the appointment of the Ho- 
ourable Governours of the abovefaid (colonies, there to be civilly treated, 
-not-as Prifoners, but otherwife at their Honours Difcretion, until the above- 
faid Articles are fully accomplifhed. tothe fatisfattion of the feveral Go- 
vernments, the departure of any. of theminthe mean time to be accounted 
breach of the Peace, and thefe-prefent eA rticles. 

VI. The faid Gentlemen inthe behalf of the Governments to which they do 
belong,do engage to every the [aid Sachims and their Subjetts.that if they or 
any of them {hall feize and bring into either the abovefaid Knglifh Goveru- 
ments, or to fr.

- During this Treaty of peace with the Narhaganfers, Captain Cuds 
worth, with the Forces of Pliweuth under. his Command, found fome- 
thing to do nearer home, though of another nature as it proved, /c. to. 
“make War whilft the other were (as they thought.) making peace: in 
the firft place therefore he difpatched Captain Fuller (joyning Lieute- 
nant Church together with him in Commiffion ) with fifty in hisCom- 
pany to Pocaffer, on the fame account, as the other went to Narhaganfety 
either to conclude a Peace with them, if they would continue Friends, 
and give Hoftages for. the confirmation thereof, or fight them if they 
fhould: declare themfelves Enemies, and: join with Philip, himfelf in-. 
, tending to:draw down his Forces to Rehoboth, to be ready for adpeedy 
March to Tauaton, and fo down into the other fide of the Country s. 
upon the news that fome of the Enemy were burning. and {poiling of 
Middleburrough and Dartmouth, two {mall Villages lying in the vvay 
(OS 2 betwixt. 
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-asoccafion might ferve, to treat with thofe Indians at Pocaffet, vvith

betwixt Pocuffet and Plimouth. Upon Thurfday Zaly 7, Captain Faller’ 
with Captain Church went into P ocaffet to feek after the Enemy; or elfe 


whom Mr. Church was very well acquainted, always holding good cor- 
refpondence with thems After they had fpent that day and moft of the 


night, in traverfing the faid Pocaffet Neck,, and Watching all night in 


an Houfe which they found there, yet could hear no tidings of any Jz: : 


-dians , iefomuch that Captain Fuller began to be weary of hisdefigné 


Mr Church in the mean while affuring him,that they fhould find Judians 


before it were long: yet for greater expedition they divided theircom- 


pany, Captain Fuller taking down toward the Sea-lide, where it feems 
after fome little skirmifhing with them, whereinone man only received - 
a fmall Wound, he either faw or heard too many Jndtans for himfelf and 
his Company todeal with, which made -him.and them betake themfelves 
to an Houfe near the Water-fide, from whence they were fetched off by 
a Sloop before night to Road-Ifland. Captain Church (for fo may he 
well be ftiled after this time ) marched further into the Neck, imagin- 
ing that ifthere were Indians inthe Neck, they fhould find them about 
a peas-field not far off; as foon as ever they came near the faid Field, 
he efpied two Indians in the peafe, who alfo had at the fame time efpied 
him, and prefently making fome kind of fhout, a great number of Jzdz- 
ans came about the Field, purfuing the faid Capt.Church and his men in 
ereat numbers to the fea-fide : there being not above fifteen with Church, 
vet feven or eight feore of the /vdians purfuing after them. Now-was _ 
a fit time for this young Captain and his fmall company to handtel their 
valour upon this great rout of Indians, juft ready to devour them : But 
Vidtory ftands no more in the number of Soldiers, than Verity in the 
plurality of voices: And although fome of thefe fifteen had fcarce:cou- 
rage enough for themfelves, yet their Captain had enough for himfelf, 
and fome to {pare for his Friends, which he there had an opportunity of 
improving to the full. . When he faw the hearts of any of his follow- 


‘ers to fail, he would bid them be of good courage and fight ftoutly, — 


‘and (poffibly by fome divine impreffion uponhis heart ) affured them 
not a bullet of the Enemy fhould hurt any one of them; which one of the 
Company, more difmayed than the feft, could hardly believe, till he 
faw the proof of it in his own perfon;for the Captain perceiving the man 
was not able to fight, made him gather’Rocks together fora kind: of 
fhelter and Baricado for the reft, that muft either of neceflity fight or 
fall by the Enemies; It chanced as this faint-hearted ‘Soldier had a flat 
ftone in his arms, and was-carrying it to the fhelter that he was making” 
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with the Indians ta New-England. _ 25 
" upon the Bank, a bullet of the Enemy was thus warded from his, Bedy, 
by which he muft elfe have perifhed, which experience put new life into 
him, fo as he followed his bufinefS very manfully afterward 5 infomuch 
that they defended themfelves undera {mall fhelf haftily made tip all 
that afternoon, not one being either flain or wounded, yet it was cer- 
tainly known that they killed at leaft fifteen of their Enemies: and at the 
laft, when they had fpent all their Ammunition,and made their Guns un. 
{eryiceable by often firing, they were fetched all off by Capt. Goldings 
Sloop, and carried fafe te Road-Ifland in defpight of all their Enemies ; 
yea, fuch was the bold and undaunted courage of this Champion Capt. 
(harch, that he was not willing to leave any token behind of their flying 
for want of courage, that in the face of his Enemies he went back to 
fetch his Hat, which he had left at aSpring , whither the extream heat 
of the vveather, and his labour in fighting had caufed him to repair 
for the quenching of his thirft an hour or two before. — It feemsin the 
former part of the fame day, five men coming from Road-Ifland, to look 
up their Cattel upon Pocaffer Neck, were affaulted by the fame Ivdj- 
aus, and one of the five was Capt. Churches Servant, vvho had his Leg 
broke in the Skirmifh,the reft hardly efcaping with their lives : this was 
the firft time that ever any mifchief was done by the Judians upon-Pocaf- 
Set-Neck, Thofe of Road-I/land were hereby Alarmed to look to them: 
‘telyes, as well as the reft of the Englith of Plimauth, or the Maffachn- 
fets-Colony. : 

This A ‘fault rather heightned and increafed,than daunted the courage 
of Capt. Church ; for not making a cowardly flight, but a fair retreat, 
which providence offered him by the Sloop aforefaid, after his Ammuni- 
tion was fpent,he did not ftay long at Road-I/land, but hafted over to the 
Maffachufet Forces, and borrowing three files of Men of Capt. Hench- 
war With his Lieutenant, Mr.Church and he returned again to Pocaffer, 
where they had another skirmifh with the Enemy, wherein fome few of 
them, fourteen or fifteen were flain, which ftruck fuch a terror into Phi- 
lip, that he betook himfelfto the Swamps about Pocaffet, where he lay 
hid till the return of the reft of the Forces from the Narhaganfets,likea 
wild Boar kept at a Bay by this {mall party, till more hands came up. 

Thus were the Plimouth Forces buficd, during the time of the Treaty 
with the Narhaganfets, which being iffued as it was, : 

On Friday July 15, Our Forces marched for,and arrived at Rehoboth, 
where having no intelligence of the Enemy nearer than a great Swamp 
on Locaffer,cighteen miles from Taunton; they marched next day twelve 
miles to an Houle at Matapoifer (a {mall Neck of Land in the bottom 
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26 A Narrative of the Troubles. 
of Taunton-Bay,in the mid-way between Adonnt-hope and Pocaffet- Neck) 
from whence they. marched for Taunton, Fuly 17, whither after a te- 
dious March of twenty miles they camein the evening, and found. the 
People generally gathered into eight Garifon-Houfes « ie 2ant 
On.Monday Fuly 18, they marched eighteen miles before they could 
reach the Swamp where the Enemy waslodged : as foon as ever they 
came to the place, Plimouth Forces being now joined with them, our 
Soldiers refolutely entred in amongft the Enemies,who took the advan- 
tage of the thick under-wood, to make a fhot at them that firft entred, 
whereby five were killed outright, feven more wounded, fome of whofe 
wounds proved mortal: After the firft fhot, the Enemy prefently re- 
tired deeper into the Swamp, deferting their Wigwams (about an hun- 
dred in all) newly made of green Barks,fo as they would not burn: in 
one of themthey found an old man, who confeffed that Philip had been 
lately there: having {pent fome time in fearcing the Swamp, and tired 
themfelves to no.purpofe(yet it was faid,one half hour more would have 
at that time utterly fubdued Philip and all his power), the Commander 
in chief (night drawing on apace) not thinking it fafe to tarry longer in 
fo dangerous a place (where every one was in as much danger of his fel- 
lows as of his foes, being ready to fire upon every Bufh they fee move 
( fuppofing Indians were there ) ordered a Retreat to be founded, that 


they might have time.to difpofe of their dead and wounded men, which | 


accordingly was attended : Plimoth Forces who had entred the rear, 
retreating in the front. It wasjudged, that the Enemy being by this 
means brought into a Pound, it would beno hard matter to deal with 
them, and that it would be needlefs charge to keep fo many Companies 
of Soldiers together to waitupon fuch aninconfiderable Enemy, now 
almoft as good as taken ; whereupon moft of the Companies belonging 
tothe Maffachufets were drawn off, only Capt. Henchman with an hun- 


dred Foot being left there, together with Plimouth Forces,to attend the © 


Enemies motion, being judged fufficient for that end. Major Savage, 
Capt.Paige,with Capt.AZofely and their Companies,returned to Bojfon = 


Capt. Prentice with his, Froop were ordered toward AZendham, where » 


it feems, about the middle of fuly, fome Indians, withing well to Philips 


defign, had. made an affault upon fome of the Inhabitants, as they were | 
at their labour in the Field, killing five or fix of them: as foonas they § 
had done, flying away into the Woods,fo as they could not eafily be pur- | 
fued: The Inhabitants of the fame Village, lying fo in the heart of the © 
Enemies Country, began to bedifcouraged, fo as within a little time 
after they forfook the place, abandoning their Houfes to the fury of © 
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the Enemy, which by them were foon after turned into afhes. But te 
return to King Philip, who wasnow lodged in the sreat Swamp upon 
Pocaffet-Neck of feven mileslong : Capt. Henchman and the Plinouth 
Forces kept a diligent eye upon the Enemy, but were not willing to 
run into the mire and dirt after them in a dark Swamp, being taught by 
fate experience how dangerous it is to fight in fuch difmal W oods, when, 
their eyes were muffled with theleaves, and their arms pinioned with 
the thick boughs of the trees, as their feet were continually fhackled. 
with the roots {preading every vvay in thofebogsy Woods. It is ill 
fighting wvith a wild Beat in his own den, They refolved therefore to 
" ftarve them out of the Swamp, vvhere they knew full well they could 
not long fubfift. To that end they began to build a Fort,as it vvere to be- 
leaguer the Enemy, and prevent his cfcape out of the place, vvhere they 
thought they had him faft enough. Philip in the mean time wvas not ige 
norant of vvhat vvas doing without, and vvas ready therein to read his 
own doom, fo as if he tarried much longer there, he knew he fhould fall 
into their hands, fromrvyhom he could expeét ho mercy : The cafe. be- 
ing therefore defperate, he refolved with an hundred or two of his bett 
fighting men to make an efcape by the Water, all paflages by the Land 
being tufficiently guarded by the Englifh Forces. The Swamp vvhere 
they vvere lodged being not far from an arm of the Sea, coming up to 
Taunton, they taking the advantage of a low tide, either waded over 
one night in the end of Fuly, or elle wafted themfelves over upon finall 
Rafts of Timber very early before break of day, by which means the 
greateft part of the Company efcaped away into the woods,leading into 
the Népmuck Country , altogether unknown to the Englifh Forces that 
lay encamped on the other fide of the Swamp; About an hundred or more 
of the Women and Children, yvhich wvere like to be rather burdenfom 
than ferviceable,were left behind,vvho foon after refigned up themfelves 
to the mercy of the Englifh.. Philips efcape thus from Pocaffet could 
not long be concealed after the day appeared, there being much cham- 
paign Land through which he was to-pafs, fo as being difcovered to 
{ome of Rehoboth, the Inhabitants prefently followed him,together with 
a party of the Afohegins ( that.a little before came to Bojton , offering 
theirfervice again Philp, and were fent up into thofe parts to.be or- 
dered by Capt, Henchman, but before they came to him were eefily per- 
{waded to go along with any of the Englifh that were. engagedin the 
purfuit of Philip ). News alfo thereof was carried to Capt. Henchman, 
who asfoonas he could get over with fix files of men. ( rowing hard all 
or moft part of the day to get to Providence) followed after the NY, 
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23 A Narrative of the Ti FORO ER a 
The Afohegins with the men of Rehoboth, and fome of Providence, came 
upon their Reer over night, flew about thrty of them, took much plun-. 
der from them, without any confiderablelofs to the Englifh. Captain 


Henchman came not up to them (purfuing them only by the Tract ) till” 


the Skirmifh was over; and having marched twenty two miles that day,. 
was not well able to go any further that night; on the other hand, the 
Forces that’came from Rehoboth, and that belonged to Plimouth, having. 
left their Horfes.three miles off, could not go back to fetch them with- 
out much lofsof time ; and therefore looking at it altogether bootlefs to. 
go after them in the morning, returned back the next day leaving Capt. 
Henchman with his fix Files, and the Afobegins to purfue the Chale to 
Nipfachet, which he did the next morning. Captain Henchman, that he. 
might the better engage the Adohegins to march with him thirty miles, 
gave them half his provifion,and was himfelf recruited again by the care 
of Capt. Edsunds of Providence, and Lieutenant Browz, who brought 
provifion after him to the Nipmuck Forts. Mr. Newman the Minilter 
of Rehoboth deferved not a little commendation for exciting his neigh- 
bours and friends to purfue thus far after Philip, animating of them by. 
his own example and prefence : But what the reafon was vvhy Phelzp was. 
followed no further, it is betterto fufpend, than too critically to en- 
quire, This isnow the third time when a good opportunity of fuppref- 
{ing the Rebellion of the Jzdians, was put into the hands of the Engliffi ; 
but time and chance hapneth to all men, fo that the moft likely means 
are often fruftrated of their defired end. All humane endeavours fhall 
arrive atno other fuccefs, than the Counfel of God hath preordained, 
that no flefh might glory in their own Wifdom, but give unto God the 


praife of all their Succeffes, and quietly bear whatever mifcarriages 


he hath ordered to befall them.. It appears by the iffue of thefe things, 
that although this wound was not incurable, yet much more blood muft 
be taken away before it could be healed. But by this means Philip efca- 
ped away to the Weftward,kindling the flame of Wat in all the Weftern 
Plantations of the A4a/fuchufers Colony wherever he came; fo that:by 
this fatal accident, the fire that was ina likely way to be extinguifhed,as 


foon almoft as-it began, did on the fudden break out through the whole 


Jurifdi@ion of the AZa/fachufets, both E aftward and Weftward, endan- 
gering alfo the neighbour Colony of.Connetticut , which hath alfo fuf- 


_ fered fomewhat by the fury of this Flame, though not confiderable to 


what the other Colonies have undergone. 


While things after this manner proceeded in and about the Colony 


of Plimouth, and Commiffioners of the reftof the Colonies. yvere con- 
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fulting and advifing what was to be done for preventing the mifchief 

threatned from {preading any further, fearing (as indeed there was too 

much caufe ) that although Philp only appeared to make the fir { at- 

tempt, yet more either already were, or foon might be perfwaded to 

joyn with him in aéting this bloody Tragedy. ass 

Irhath been already declared what hath been done for thefecuring of 

the Narhaganfets : thofe that were fent'as Meffengers on that errand, 

always reported that the elder people were in appeatanceynot only in-. 

clinable to peace, but feemed very defirous thereof,infomuch as theirtwo 

eldeft Sachems expreffed much joy when it was concluded 5 but as fince 

hath appeared, all this was but to gain time,and cover their treacherous 

intents and purpofes, that they might,in the next Spring fall upon the 

Englifh Plantations all at.once, asfome prifoners lately brought in hath 

owned and confefled; nor have any of thofe vdians with whom the pre- 

fent War hath been, ever regarded any agreements of peace made with 

the Englifh, further than out of neceflity and flavith fear they were com- 

pelled thereunto, as may be teen by the Records of the united Colonies 

from the year 1643, to the prefent time, notwithftanding all their fair 

pretences; for Nimigret,the old Sachem of the Narhaganfets,who alone 

of all the reft of that Country-Sachem’s difowned the prefent'‘War, and . 

refufed to have any hand therein, yet was it proved to his face before 

the Commiffioners, in the year 1646 and 1647, that he had threatned | 
they would carry on the War again the Adohegins, whatever were the if 
mind of the Commiffioners, and that they would kill the Englifh Cat- iF 
tel, and heap them up as high as their Wigwams, and. that an Englifh 
man fhould not ftir out of his doors to pifs,but they would killhim; all . 
which they could not deny; yet did this old Fox make many promifes 
of peace, when the dread of the Englifh ever fince the Pequod-War mo- 
yed them thereunto; forefeeing,as heis faid to have told his neighbours, . 
that they would all be ruined if they made War with the Englifh, as is 
fince come to pafs. However the good hand of God was feen info or- 
dering things, that the Warbaganfets were for the prefent reftrained 
from breaking out into open Hoftility againft the Englifh, at that time 
when Philip began: whichif they had then done, according to the eye 
of reafon, it would have been very difficult, if poflible,for the Englifh to 
have faved any of their inland plantations for being utterly deftroyed. 
Thus hath God in his Wifdom fuffered fo much of the rage of the Hea- 
then to be let loofe againft his people-here, as to become a fcourge unto 
them, that by the wrath of men, praife might be yielded to his holy 
Name, yet hath hein his abundant goodnefs reftrained the remainder 
thatitfhouldnotconfume. = ti—(iti‘“‘ CSCO.

The next thing in order to be related, is the calamity that befel the 
Village of Brooke fied which notwithftanding all the care that was taken, 
fell into the hanas of the perfidious Wipnet Indians, as {hall herein the 
next place be declared ; only as we pats along to remind the Reader. in 
a few words, what was the iffue of Captain Henchmans purluit of Phi- 
lip: the Plimouth Forces being returned home, as was faid before, Cap- 
tain Henchman with his fix Filesof men, and the AZohegin Indians, ha- 
ving continued in the purfuit of Philip till they had fpent all their provi- 
fion, and tired themfelves, yet never coming within fight of Philip; the 
Mobegin Indians in their company, direéted them to AZendam,sand then 
leaving them, returned alfo to their own County. Captain Henchmaz 
in his march toward ALenbam, or at Mendham, met with Captain Mofely 
coming up to bring him Provifion, and advertifing him of what fuccefs 
he had met withall in the purfuit , they altered their courfe,for Captain 
Henchman was fent down to the Governour and Council,to know what 
they fhould do: they prefently remanded him to Pocaffet, and ordered 
him to ftay there if there were need, or elfe to draw off, furrendring the 
the Fort he had been building, to Pliwsouth Forces which laft was chofen 
by thofe of Plimouth , whereupon Cap.Henchman returning to Bofton, 
was ordered to disband his men. Capt. Ado/ely was ordered to march to 
Quabaog or Brook field; where he continued a while, the other Captains 
{ent up for the relief of the People there, and to feek after the Enemy in 
_thofe Woods, and after fome time {pent in ranging the Country there- 
abouts, and not meeting with any of the Infidels, he with his Company 
came d ownwards,fearching the Woods betwit Lancaffer (where a Man 
and his Wife with two-Children were flain on the Lords-day, Aug.22.) 
and Afalbrough, where alfo a Lad keeping Sheep, was fhot at by and J- 
dian that worea fign, asifhehad been a Friend : the Jzdian was fuppo- 
ted to belong to the Haffanemefit Indians, at that time confined to Aal- 
berough, where they had liberty to dwellina kind of Fort: The next 
day the Inhabitants fent to demand their Guns 5 Captain’ A4Zofély ac- 
quainted therewith, marched to the Fort, and found much fufpicion-a- 
gainft elevenof them, for finging and dancing, and having Bullets and 
Slugs, and much Powder hidin their Baskets; infomuch that eleven of | 
them were fent down Prifoners to Boffox upon fufpicion that they had 
an hand in killing the four at Lancafter, and fhooting at the AZalberough 
Shepherd: But upon Tryal, the faid Prifoners were all of them quitted 
from the Fact, and were either releafed,or elfe were with others of that 
fort, tent for better fecurity, and for preventing future trouble in the 
like kind to fome of the Iflands below Bo/fon towards Wanrasket. ou ae 
a ani | About | 
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) vinftbout this time Capt, AZofely was fent with a Company of Soldiers 


tofome (dian Plantations up Merrimack River, as high as Penny-cook, 
but they tound no Jvdians there; thofe that belonged to.the place hay- 
ing withdrawn themlelves from their Native place, that they might not 
meddle in the prefent quarrel, as is confidently believed, that Woonalar- 
fet the Sachim of that Country had refolved. That Coaft being clear of 
the Enemies, Capt. Ado/ely foon after was fent up with his Men ta the 
Towns Weftward about Hadly, if it might be, to fubdue the Enemy: 
who a little before, and at that time, was doing all the mifchief he could 
in thofe Weftern Plantations, both by Fire and Sword. 

But to return and purfue the Rebellious Indians, and keep pace with 
them in our Hiftory, though our Forces as yet could. never overtake 
them inthe Woods. The Governour and Council of the Maffachufers. 


-were fenfible of as much danger from the Nipnet-Indians, as from the 


former: they being the Inland part of the Country betwixt the Sea- 
coalt and: Connetticut River Weltward, and the Towns about the Maf> 
Sachufets Bay Eaktward whereupon fome perfons that ufed to Trade 
with the faid Wipuets; were fent to found them, and find how they ftood 


_ affe@ted, for vvhich alfo there was the more reafon, becaute they were 


always in {ubjeétion to the Sachim of Mount Fope,and {o were the more 


_ like to engage in the prefent quarrel, of which there had been fufficient 


proof already: When on the 14th of fuly, tome of the Nipnet- Indians 
next bordering on Philsps Country, fet upon fome of Afendham Ca 
Fown fcituate Northward from Aount-Hope, within 36 Miles from Bo- 
fton), where they killed four or five perfons, which was the firt mifchief 
done upon any of the Inhabitants within the Jurifdiction of the Maffa- 
chufets, acted as was {aid by one AZatoonas, who was Father to him that 
had committed a murderfoonafter Philips firft Rebellion, Av. 1671. The 
Meflenger that was fent thither, brought word back that they found 
the faid Judians wavering 5 the young men very furly and infolent, the 
elder ones fhewing fome inclination to maintain the wonted peace: 
Soon after, Fuly 28, 1675, Capt. Wheeler was {ent to affift, Capt. Aut: 
chinfon,with a party of twenty Horfe to treat further about the Peace ; 
who going firft to Quabaog or Brook field,a Town {cituate about lixty or 
feventy miles from Boffon,in the Road of Connecticut, lying about 25 
miles from the faid River, and not far diftant from the chief feat of the 
Nipnet Indians, the Inhabitants of the faid Brookfield had been fo de- 
luded by thofe treacherous Villains,that they fearing no danger, firtt ob- 
tained of thofe Nipzets,the promife of a Treaty upon the fecond of Au- 
guft, whereupon {ome of the chief of the Town riding along sant

Town,never fufpeéting the leaft danger, but w | 
Give miles that way, they fell into an Ambuth of two or three hundred 


Indians, \aid in fuch a narrow paflage, betwixt a fteep Hill on the one — 
haftd, and an hideous Swamp on the other, that dt was {carce poffible for 
any of them to efcape, eight of them being {hot down upon the place 
(whereof three were of Brook field) and three mortally wounded,where- 
of Capt. Hutchin/on was one, Capt. Wheeler was alfo near lofing his life, 
whofe Horfe was fhot down under him, and himfelf fhot through the 
body, fo that all manner of hopes to efcape had been removed from him, 
had itnot been for his Son, who was (by Gods good providence ) near 
or next unto him, being 4 man of undaunted courage (notwithftanding 
his own Atm was broken witha Bullet, yet ) with great nimblenefs and. 
agility of body difmounting himfelf, {peedily mounted his Father up- 
on his own Horfe, himfelf getting upon another, whofe Mafter vvas 
killed, by vvhich means they both efcaped, and were afterwards cured. 
Much ado had thofe that were left alive to recover Brookefield, which 
jn all probability they had never done ( the common Road being vvay- 
laid vvith Indians on every fide, as was afterwards known ), hadit-not 
been for one vvell acquainted vvith thote Woods, vvho led them in a _ 
by-path, by which means they got thither a little before the Indians, 
who quickly came flocking into the Town, with full intent to deftroy it 
with Fire and Sword. But by fpecial providence the Inhabitants were 
all gathered to the principal Houfe of the Village ( there being fearce 
twenty.in the Town ) before the barbarous Mifcreants came upon 
them, immediately fetting fire upon all the dwelling Houfes, with 
mot of the other Buildings in the Town, {ave that one into which 
the Inhabitants were retired, the which they {everal times attempt- 
ed to burn, but were almoft miraculoufly defeated of their purpofe 
by the immediate hand of God. In the Mount of the Lordit fhall be 
feen. For when they hadfor two days affaulted that poor handful of 
helplefs people, both night and day pouring in fhot upon them in- 
ceflantly with Guns, and alfo thrufting poles with Fire-brands, and | 
rags dip’d in brimftone tied to theends of them to fire the Houle 5 ~ 
at laft they ufed this devillifh Stratagem , to filla Cart with Hemp, 
Flax,and other combuttible matter,and fo thruft it backward with poles — 
together foliced a great length, after’ they had kindled it, But as foon — 
as it had begunto take fire, a itorm of ‘rain unexpectedly falling , put 
: out . 
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with the Indians iz New-Englana: 
out the Fire, or elfe all the poor people, about feventy fouls,would either. 
have been confumed by mercilets flames, or elfe have fallen into the 
hands of their crue] enemies,like Wolves continually yelling and gaping 
for their prey. . 

Thus was that diftrefled Company ftrangely delivered, who have for 
ever caufe to fay with the Plalmilt, Bleffed be the Lord, who hath not gi- 
ven us a prey to their teeth-our foul is efcaped as a bird out of the Snare of the 
fowlers, the [nare is broken, and we are efcaped. For the next night 
Major Willard, by accident hearing of the danger the People 
were in, came with Forty eight Dragoons to their relief. The 
occafion which brought Major Willard and Capt. Parker of Groton with 
Forty fix more fo timely to their relief, was this: Major Willard in pur- 
fuance of his Commiiiion from the Governour and Council, was upon 
Wednefday, e4uguft the ath in the Morning, marching out after fome 
Indians to the Weftward, to fecure them : juft as they were fetting 
forth, fome of A¢alberough, who had intelligence by thofe that were 
Soing to Connelticur, and forced to return » what diftrefs Brookfield was 
in, and knowing of Major Willard’s purpofe to go out that Mornin 
from Lancafler, fenta Pott to acquaint him therewith, which though it 
did not find him in the Town, yet overtook him before he had gone a- 
bove four or five miles from the place: whereupon, conceiving it more 
neediul to fuccour Broo’ field in {o eminent danger, than to proceed fur- 
ther upon his intended defign; he altered hiscourfe, and marched di- 
rectly thither, being about thirty miles diftant when the tidings were 
brought him; fo he arrived there that night very feafonably, aboutan 
hour after it was dark,or elfe in probability they had all perifhed before 
the relief fent up from Boftoz could have reached them, which was nor 
till three days after, The providence of God likewife in bringing in 
the faid Major fo fafely, as well as feafonably to their relief, was ver 
Femarkable, For the Ivdians had fubtilly contrived to cut off all relief 
fent, beforeit could come at them, by laying Ambuthes, and placing 
their Scouts, at two or three miles diftance round the Town: About an 
Hundred of them were lodged at an houfe not far offin the way toward 
Bofton, to cut off any Succour that might come from thence: but itis 
luppofed they were {fo intenfe upon the Projeét they were about for 
firing the Houfe, concluding it would without fail take place, that either 
they did not mind their. bufinefs of watching, or making fuch a noife 
for joy thereof, that they did not hear their Sentinels when they fhot off 
their Guns, at two milesdiftance. It is faid that another party of the 
Indians, \et the Major and his ompany purpoiely pafs by them, with- 
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34 ‘e A Narative of the Troubles ne 


out any oppofition, waiting for the blow to be given at their fir ‘ap- 


proach near the Houfe, then to have themfelves fallen upon their Rear, . 
and fo to have cut them all off, before the belieged underftood any thing 
thereof, But it pleafed God fo to order thingsin providence, ‘that no 
notice was taken of them by the Beftegers,nor were th-y at all ditcerned 
by them, till they had made themfelves known to their Friends, and were 
admitted within the Court of Guard 5 which when the Enemy had no- 
tice of, they poured in their fhot abundantly upon them, but they- 
were now fheltered from the danger thereof: only it feems their Hor- 
fes were expofed to their fury, fo as many of them were maimed and 
killed, as were moft of the Cattel belonging to the Inhabitants of the 
place foon after. This Honoured Perfon Major Willard, continued at 
Brook field after this famous exploit for the prefervation of the poor be- 
fieged at Brookfield, divers weeks, to order fuch Companies as were fent 
up that way for the fecuring of the Plantations on that fide of the 
‘Country ; and not long after he went himfelf alfo to Hadly upon the 
like fervice of the Country in the prefent War. But after fome time 
{pent inthofe parts, he returned back to his own place, to order the af- 
fairs of his own Regiment, much needing his prefence, and leaving the 
Forces about Aadly under the command of the Major of that Regi- 
ment. 
But to return to what was in hand before, after the Ivdians under- 
flood that fuccours were come in to the befieged, they fired all that 
they had left ftanding for their own fhelter while they had befieged the 
place before mentioned, ran all away into their own dens, in the neigh- . 
bouring Woods; however it was confeffed by one of themfelves, that 
the enemy had Eighty of their men killed and wounded in this bufinefs. 
But ere we pafs any further in purfuit of the Hiftory of thefe matters, 
it willnot be amifs to let the Reader underftand the horrible perfidi- 
ous and treacherous dealing of thefe Nipset Indians, who of all other 
had the leaft reafon as to any pretence of injury, yet did moft deceit- 
fully and. barbaroufly joyn with Philip and his Indians, after they had 
been feveral times fent unto by the Governour and Council of the 
Maffachufers, by the advice of Plimouth, to have prevented their Rifing. 
ag well as the rifing of the Narhaganfets, and alfo had faithfully promi- 
fed not to meddle in the quarrel, as may more fully appgar’ by the 
Engagement under the hands of their Sachims; fome time before Capt. 
Hutchinfon and Capt. Wheeler ‘were tent up to them, which byreafon © 
of the hatte and unskilfulnefs of the Meflengers on that behalf fent, is a 


not fo fit for publick-view: but the account of it from their return, — 
»* 
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under their hand and oath, Fuly 24.75, when Lieut. Ephraim Curtice 
{pake with Five of the Nipner Sachims, tour too many to govern fo {mall 
a people: but lying upon the head of the principal J7dian Territories, 


_they were divided into fo many final parties, two of whom, viz. Sam 


Sachim of Wefhacum, and Netaump, were executed together afterward 
at Bofton. All of them did at that time folemnly renew their Covenant 
and promife under their hands to come to Bofton to {peak further with 
the Governor, inftead of which,what they perfidioufly did againft Capt. 
Hutchinfon and others, hath already been declared. ere 
Upon the report of this fad Difafter that befel the Inhabitants of 
Brook field, Forces were {ent up under the Command of Capt. Lothrop 
and others, to putfue after thofe Indians harbouring about thofe pla- 
ces, andif itmight be, to prevent them from joyning with the Indians 
upon (onnetticur River, who as yet had not difcovered themfelves-as 
willing to efpoufe Philips intereft, but rather made fome femblance to 
the contrary. There was much time {pent by Major Willard, and fe- 
veral Companies of Soldiers left under his command, about the Nip- 
aet Country, but all to no purpofe ; for partly by the treachery of fome 
of the Indians that came to their affiftance, that feemed to favour the 
Englifh, but rather aéted in behalf of the enemy, partly by the fubtil- 
ties of the enemies themfelves, who could eafily by their Scouts difcern 
the approach of our Soldiers, and by the nimblenefs of their feet, efcape 
them: Our Soldiers could never meet with any of them, but only by 
that means driving them further Weftward , they gathered all the Inde- 
ans they could to their party about Pecomptuck, alias Dearfield, Swam{= 
eoty, and Squakeag, where were fome Plantations of the Englifh newly 
began, whom they affaulted in the next place, and did What mifchief 
they could upon them. 7 
Itis here to be noted, that although that worthy Patriot, and experi- 
enced Soldier Major Willard hearing of the diftrefs of Brook field by 
{ome that were travelling to (onnetlicur, was the firft that relieved the 
diftrefled people of Quabaog or Brook field, yet Major Pinchon. of 
Spring field alfo by accident hearing of their Calamity, had not only fent 
word thereof to Hartford (from whom he received fupply of five and 
‘twenty or thirty Soldiers under Capt. Wats) but did alfo fend a Band. 
#f men under Lieut. (ooper ( who was afterwards villanoufly flain by 
Spring field Indians) who with thofe {ent from Hartford, and tome Inds- 
ans belonging to Springfield (feemingly forward to help the Englith ) 
made up fourfcore or thereabouts 5 thefe marched down to Brook field 
tite fame day that Capt, Lothrop and Capt, Beers came up from the 
F2 Maffa-

| Maffachnfets, who having {pent fome time in fearching the Woods a 


bout Springfield, and finding none of the Indians,did the next day march 
up toa place called Afeminimiffer by the Indians, where Capt. Hutchin- 
fonand Capt. Wheeler were aflaulted, and finding no fign of any Indians 
amongft thefe Woods and Swamps » the Company that came from 
Springfield, \eft the other Soldiers (who returned to their Quarters at 
Broo: field) and went up themfelves further northward, at leaft twenty 
miles from the faid Brook field, and finding no track of Indians in all 
thofe Woods, they returned back to Springfield, leaving enough to de- 
fend the people of Brookefield, and the Gariton there. 

By this it appears, that the Indians by this occafion were driven more 
weftward into the Woods between Hadly and Squakeag, where they 
foon effected their defign, viz. ‘to leaven the Jadians on that fide the 
Country with the fame prejudice and malice againft the Englifh, with 
which they themfelves were (though without caufe) imbittered 5 for 
in a few days, thedevice took place amongf{t Hadly and Dearfield In- 
dians, and was prefently put in execution by the faid Indians, with- 
drawing from the Englifh, and aflifting Philip and the Népzets, to fpoil 
and deftroy all the Towns weftward, as foon after came to pafs: yet 
at the firft, fome of the Madly Indians pretended real friendfhip to 
the Englifh, and offered themfelves to fight again Philip; but the 
Mohegin Indians that came afterward from Hartford, began to fufpeét 
the Treachery of the other, and told the Englifh plainly, thatno good 
would be done, while any of that Company went along with them in 
purfuit of the Enemy ; for as was faid, they would always give fome 
{hout when they came near the Enemy, asif they thould thereby wifh 
them to look to themfelves; infomuch that the faid Hadly Indians fell 

into great fufpicion with the Englifh, and fora proof of their Fidelity, 
they were required to bring in their Arms to the Englifh, but upon that 
motion they delayed alittle, but that very night they fled away from 
their dwellings, which was in a Wooden Fortification, within a mile of 
Flatfield,whereby they plainly difcovered that they had fecretly plotted: 
to joyn with Philip’s Party,as far as they had an opportunity to do them 
any eminent fervice : fome think the Englifh failed in point of prudence, 
not managing that bufinefs fo warily as they might, which if they had 
done, their defe@tion had been prevented; but it is moft probable that 
Philip had hired them to own his quarrel, by fending them gifts in the 

Spring; and that the body of the faid Indians were moft readily inclined — 

thereunto: But the Sachims andthe elder ones of them, feemed loth 

at firft-to engage againftthe Englifh. Inconclufion,. when they a Ph 
| pt ‘ falfly 
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falfly left their Dwellings, and were running after Philip and the 2ip- 
net Indians (at that time harboured in thofe Woods) the Englith were 
fo provoked, that were under Capt. Lothrop and Capt. Bgers, that they 
purfued after them very early the next morning, and oar ck them a- 
bout ten miles above Hatfield, at a place called Sugar-loaf Hill, and hada 
{mall skirmifh with them, wherein there were nine or ten of the Englith 
lain, and about twenty fix Indians : yet the reftefcaped, and fo joyned 
with Pbilip and his Company; prefently after which accident, they were 
fo emboldned, that upon the firft of September, about feven days after, 
they fet upon Dearfield, killed one Man, and laid moft of the Houfesin 
athes. About two or three days after they fell upon Squakeag, another 
new Plantation, fifteen miles higher up the River, above Dearfield, 
where they killed nine or ten of the People, the reft hardly efcaped into 
the Garifon houfe. . 

The next day, this difater not being known, Captain Beers, for 
‘fear of the worft, with Thirty fix men, was fent up to the faid Squakeag, 
with {upplies both of men and provifion to fecure the {mall Garifon 

there; but before they came very near to the Town, they were fet upon 
by many hundreds of the Jzdiams out of the Buthes by a Swamp-fide, of 
whom Capt. Beers (who wasknown to fight valiantly to the very laft) 
with about Twenty of his men, were by this fudden furprifal there flain, 
the reft flying back to Hadly, Here the Barbarous Villains fhewed 
their infolent rage and cruelty, more than ever before, cutting off the. 
heads of fome of the flain, and fixing them upon Poles near the High: 
way; andnot only fo, butone (if notmore) was found witha Chain. 
hooked into his under jaw, and fo hung up on the Bow of a-Tree, (tis 
feared he was hung up alive ) by which means they thought to daunt: 
and difcourage any that might come to their relief, and alfo to terrifie 
thofe that fhould be Speétators with the beholding fo fad an obje@: ine 
fomuch that Major Treat with his Company, going up two days after, 
to fetch off the refidue of the Garifon, were folemnly affected with that. 
doleful fight, which made them make the more hafte to bring down the 
Garifon, not waiting for any opportunity to take revenge upon the Ene- 
my, having but an Hundred with him, too few for fuch a purpofe. Cape 
tain Appleton going up after him, met him coming down, and would’ 
willingly have perfwaded them, to have turned back, to fee if they could 
havemade any fpoil upon the Enemy; but the greateft part advifed to: 
the contrary, fo that they were all forced toreturn with what they 
could carry away, leaving the reft for a booty to the Enemy, who fhall 
ere long pay a fad reckoning for their Robberies and Cruelties, in the 
. time 
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‘time appointed : but the fufferings of the Englifh were not as yet come 
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to their height: for after they were come to Hadly, the Commander in 
chief taking Countel with the Officers of the Soldiers, ordered them 
that were then prefent to Garifon the Towns about ; fome to be at 
Northhampton, Hatfield, Dearfield, and {ome to remain at Hadley where 
were the Head-quarters of the Englifh. But perceiving that little good 
was to be done upon the Enemy in thofe parts, 1t was agreed that what 
Cornwasleft at Dearfield, being threfhed out as well as they could in 
thofe tumults (about Three thoufand Buthels was fuppofed to be there 
standing in ftacks) fhould be brought to Hadly, and wait further time to 
fisht the Enemy. It came to C. Lothrops turn, or rather it was his choice 
with about Eighty men to guard feveral Carts laden with Corn,& other 
Goods; the Company under Capt. AZofely then quartering at Dearfield 
intended that day to purfue after the Enemy.But upon September 18, that 
moft fatal day, the faddeft that ever befel New-England, as the Compa- 
ny were marching along with the Carts (it may be too fecurely) never 
apprehending danger fo near, were fuddenly fet upon, and almoft all 
cut off ¢ not above feven or eight efcaping \; which great défeat came 
‘to pafs by the unadvifed proceeding of the Captain (who was himfelf 
flain inthe firta@ault ) although he wanted neither courage nor skill, - 
to lead his Souldiers ; -but having taken up a wrong notion about the 
beft way and manner of fighting with the Indians (which he was always 
wont toargucfor) viz. that it were belt to deal with the Indians in 
‘their own way, fc. by skulking behind Trees, and taking their aim at 
fingle jperfons, which 1s the ulual manner of the’ Jzdians fighting one 
with another : but herein was his great miftake, in not confidering the 
great difadvantage a fmaller Company would have in dealing that way 
witha greater multitude 5 for if five have to deal with one, theymay — 
{urround him, and every-one to take his aim at him,while he can level but 
at one of his Enemies at a time :*which grofs miftake of his, was the 
ruine ofa choice Company of young men, the very flower of the Coun- 
ty of Effex, all culled out of the Towns belonging to'that County, none 
Gf which were athamed to fpeak with the Enemy in the gate: their dear 
Relations at home mourning for'them, like Rachel for her children, and 
would not be comforted, not only becaufe they were not, but becaufe 
they were fo miferably loft.’ ¢ The like miftake was conceived to be the 
realon of the dofs of the former perfons, flain’ with the faid Lothrop, 
purfuing "the Yvdiaas that ran away from Hadley, ‘and of the Twenty 
‘lain with Capt. Beers men,who betook themfelves at firft to their Trees, 
and atthe laft-a few ‘got to-their Horfes foon after their Captain was 
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fhot down). For hadvhe' ordered his men to march in a Body; as fome 
of his fellow-Gommanders advifed, either; backward, or forward 5: in 
teafon they had notlofta quarter of the number of them that fell that 
- day by theedg of the Sword. For the /ndiaus, notwithftanding their 
fubtilty and cruelty, durft not look an Englishman in the face in the open 
field, nor ever yet were known to kill any man with their Guns, unlefs 
‘when they could lie in wait for him in an ambufh, or behind fome fhel- - 
‘ter, taking aim undifcovered ; fo,that although it was judged by thofe 
that efeaped, that there was feven or eight hundred Jndians atleaft that 
encountred that Company of eighty of Englifh; yetif they had kept 
together ina Body, and fought Marching, they might have efcaped the 
numbers of the Enemy, with little lofsin comparifon of what they fu- 
ftained. For thevaliant and. fuccefsful Captain Adofely, and his Lieute- 
nant, coming ( though too late )to their refcue, marched through and - 
through that. great body of Jndzans, and yet came off with little or no 
Aofs in comparifon of the other. And having fought-all thofe Indians 
for five or fix hours upon a march, loft not above two men all that while, 
nor received other damage befides eight or nine that were vyounded,. 
which yet were carried to their Quarters at night at Hatfield, whereas 
if thefe had proceeded in the fame vvay of fighting as Capt. Lothrop 
did in the morning, they might have been furrounded, and fo have been 
ferved asthe former were: but God had otherwife determined in his 
--fecret Counfel, and therefore that. was hid from the one, which wasa 
means to preferve the other-Gompany. A 
Other relief alfo was feafonably-fent in, azz. a Company. of Englifh, 
and Adohegin or Pequod-Indians under the Command of Major Treat, 
who was in the morning marching another way, wz. up. toward 
 Squakeag to teek after the Enemy that. way, with aboutan hundred 
Soldiers, Jzdtans and Englifh; upon whole approach the Enemy, pretty 
well acquainted by this laft Encounter with the valour of the Englifh, 
immediately went clear away, giving Major Treat and Captain AZofely, 
who returned to Dearfield that night, an opportunity to bury the flain 
the next day. As Captain Ado/ely came upon the Indians in the morning, 
he found them ftripping of the flain, amongft whom was.one Robert 
Dutch of Ipfwich, haying been forely wounded by a Bullet that rafed to 
his skull, and then mauled by the Indian Hatchets, left for dead by the 
Salvages, and ftript by them of all but his skin 5. yet when Capt. A@ofély 
came near, he almoft miraculoufly as one raifed from the dead, came 
towards the Enghfh, to-their no {mall amazement, by vvhom being 
received and cloathed, he was carried offto the next Garifon, and js 
| living 
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‘living and in perfeét health at this day-May he be to the Friends and Re- 


? 


lations of the reft of the flain, an emblem of their more perfect Refurre- 
Aion at the laft day,to receive their Crowns among the reft of the Mar- 
tyrs that have laid down, or ventured their lives as a teftimony to the > 


truth of their Religion, as well as love to their Country. 
This fore defeat of Capt. Lothrop and his men, was the more to be la- 
mented, in that ( falling out fo foon after two other of the like nature ) 
it fo emboldned the Enemy, that they durft foon after adventure upon 
confiderable Towns, though well garifoned with Soldiers, and gave: 
them occafion of moft infolent Braving the Garifon at Dearfield the 
next day, hanging up the garments of the Englifh in fight of the Soldi- 
ers, yet on the other fide of the River. -However it pleated God, who is 
always wont to remember his people in their low eftate, to put fuch a 
reftraint upon them, thatwhen they paffed very near the Garifon-houfe 
at Dearfield( wherein were not left above twenty feven Soldiers) their 
Captain ufing this ftratagem, to caufe his Trumpet to found as if he had 
another Troop near by to be called together; they turned another way, 
and made no attempt upon the Houfe where that {mall number was; 
which if they had done with any ordinary refolution, fo fmall an hand- 
ful of men could hardly have withftood the force of fo many hundreds 
as were then gathered together. ' 
What lof the Enemy fuftained by the refiftance of Capt..Lothrop and 
his men ( who no doubt being all refolute young men , and feeing they 
fhould be forced by the hard law of the Sword to forgo their lives, 
held them atas high a rate as they could) is not certainly known. It 
hath fince been confeffed by fome of the Indians themfelves, that they 


loft ninety fix of their men that day. Capt. A¢ofely’s men coming fud- . 


denly upon them when they were pillaging of the dead, fell upon them 
with fuchafmart affault, that they drove them prefently into a fwamp, 
following them fo clofe, that for feven miles together they fought them 
upona march, charging them through and through. Perez Savage and 
Lieutenant Pickering, his Lieutenants, deferving no little part of the ho- 
nour of that days Service, being fometimes called to lead the Company 
in the Front, while Capt. AZo/ely took a little breath, who was almoft 


melted with labouring, commanding, and leading hismen through the 


mid{t of the Enemy. | 
The Indians gathered together in thofe parts, appearing fo nume- 
rous: and, as might juftly be fuppofed, growing more confident by 
fome of their laft fucceffes, and the number of our men being after 
-this fad rate diminifhed ; Recruits alfo not being fuddenly to be 46 
pecte 
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pected, at fo great a diftance‘as/an’ hundred miles from all fupplies, the 
Commander in chief vvith the Officers, fawaneceffity of flighting that 
Garifon at Dearfield,imploying the forces they had to fecure and ftreng- 
thenthe three next Towns below upon Conneéticut-River. And it was 
well that counfel was thought upon} for now thofe wretched Cuitiffs 
begin to talk of great matters, hoping that by degrees they might de- 
{troy all the Towns thereabouts as they had already begun: Their 
hopes nodoubt, vvere not a little heightned by the acceflion of Spring- 
_field- Indians to their party, who had in appearance all this time ftood 
the firmeft to the intereft of the Englith, of all the reftin thofe parts : 
But they all hanging together, like Serpents eggs, were eafily perfwaded 
to join with thote of Hadly ( there being fo near alliance between them 
for the-Sachim of Spring field Indians, was the Father of Hadly Sachim) 
not only by the fuccefs of their treacherous and blood-thirfty compa- 
nions, but by the fame inbred malice and antipathy againft the Englifh 
manners and Religion. ee A se 
The Inhabitants of Springfield-vvere not unfenfible of their danger, 
and ‘therefore had, upon the firft breaking forth of thefe troubles, been 
treating with their Jndians, and had received from them the firmeft af. 
{urance and pledges of their faithfulnef¥and friendfhip, that could be 
imagined or defired, both by Covenant, Promifés and Hoftages. given 
for fecurity > fo as no doubt was left in any of their minds: Yet did 
thefe faithlefs and ungrateful Monfters plot with Philips Indians to 
burn and deftroy all Springfield, as they had done Brook field before : 
to thatend they fent cunningly, and inticed away the Hoftages from 
Hartford, where they were perhaps too fecurely watched over, a day 
or two before : then receiving above three hundred of Philips Indians 
into their Fort, privately in the night-time, fo as they were neither dif 
cerned nor fufpeéted : yea, fo confident were fuch of the Inhabitants as 
were moit converfant vvith the Indians at their Fort, that they would 
not believe there was any {uch plot in hand, when it was ftrangely re- 
vealed by one Toto an Indian at Wind/or, better afleded to the Enslifh, 
(about eighteen or twenty miles below Springfield, upon the fame River) 
and fo by Poft, tidirigs thereof brought to Springfield the night before; 
infomuch that the Lieutenant of the Town, Cooper by name, vvas fo far 
from believing the Stratagem, that in the morning himfelf with ano- 
ther.would venture to ride up to the Fort, to fee whether things were 
foornd. + The Fort wvas about amilefrom the Town ; vvhen hecame . 
vvithin a little thereof,he met with thefe bloody and deceitful Montters, 
newly:iffued out of their Equnk Trojanns toa their intended mifchiefs 
Sy tae G they 
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they prefently fired upon him divers of them , and fhot him in feveral 
places through the body, yet being a man ofa {tout courage, he kept his 
Horte, till he recovered the next Garifon-houfe , his companion they 
fhot dead upon the place; by this means giving a fad alarm to the Town 
of their intended mifchief, vvhich vvas inftantly fired in all places 
where there were no Garifons. The poor people having never an Of- 
ficer to lead them, being like fheep ready for the flaughter, and no doubt 
the whole Town had been totally deftroyed, but that a report of the 
Plot being carried about over night, Major Treat came from Weftfield 
time enoughin a manner for the refcue 5 but vvanting Boatsto tranf- 
port his men, could not do fo much good as he defired. Major Pynchon 


coming from Hadly with Capt. Appleton, and what Forces they could 


bring along with them,thirty two houfes being firft confumed,preferved 
the reft of the Town frem being turned into afhes, in which the over- 
credulous Inhabitants might now fee ( vvhat before they vvould not 
believe at the burning Major Psxchons Barns and Stables a few days be- 
fore, to a very great damage of the Owner ) the faithlefs and deceitful 
friendfhip among{t thofe perfidious, cruel and hellifh Monfters. . 
Amongft the ruines of the faid dwellings, the faddelt to behold was 
the Houle of Mr. Pelatiah Glover, Minifter of the Town, furnifhed with: 
a brave Library, which he had but newly brought back froma Garifon 
wherein it had been for fome time before fecured 5 but as if the danger 
had been over-with them, the faid Minifter, a great Student, and an- 
helluo librorum, being impatient for want of his Books, brought them 
back to his great forrow,fit for a Bonfire for the proud intulting Enemy. 
Of all the mifchiefs done by the faid Enemy before that day, the burn- 
ing of this Fown of Springfield did more than any nother, difcover the 
faid Actors to be the children of the Devil, full of all fubtilty and ma- 


lice, there having been for about forty years {o good correfpondence be- — 


iwixt the Englith of that Town and the neighbouring /adians, But in 
them is made good what is faid in the Pfalm, That though their woras. 
were fmoother than oyl, yet were they drawn fwords. 

After fome little time fpentin garifoning the place, and helping the 
Inhabitants. to fecure what they had left, the Englith Soldiers moft of 
them returned back to Hadly their head-quarters; and Major Pinchon 
being fo full of incumbrances, by reafon of the late fpoils done to him- 
felf, and his neighbours at Springfield, could not any longer attend the 
Service of commanding in Chiet as he had done befores. wherefore be- 
ing according to his earneft requeft to the Council eafediof that burden, 
Captain Samuel. Appleton was ordered to fucceed in taking the charge 
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of the Soldiers left in thofe upper Towns, by whofe induftry; skill and 
courage, thoie Towns were preferved from running. the tame fate with 
the reft, wholly or in part folately turned into afhes. For the Enemy 
growing very confident by the late fucceffes, came wit! all their fury the 
nineteenth of October following upon Hatfield, hoping no lefs than to 
do the like mifchief to them they had newly done to Springfield , But ac- 
cording to the good providence of Almighty God , Major Treat vvas 
newly returned to Northampton. Capt. Mofely and Gapt. Peol were then 
gatifoning the faid Hatfield, and Capi. Appleton for the like end quar- 
tering at HZadly, when on the fudden feven or eight hundred of the Ene- 
my came upon the Town in all quarters, having firft killed or taken twe 
or three of the Scouts belonging to the Town, and feven more belong- 
ing to Capt. AZofely his Company : But they were fo well entertained 
on all hands where they attempted to break in upon'the Town, that they 
found it too hot for them. Major ‘Appleton with great courage defend- 
ing one end of the Town, and Capt. Adofély as ftoutly maintaining the 
middle, and Capt. Pood the other end 5 that they were by the refolutie 
on of the Englifh inftantly beaten off, without doing much harm. Capt. 
Appletons Serjeant was mortally wounded juft by his fide, another bullet 
pafling through his own hair, by that whifper telling him that death 
was very near, but did him no other harm. Night coming on, it could 
not be difcerned what lofs the Enemy fuftained, divers were feen to fall, 
_fome run through a fall River, others caft their Guns into the Water 

(1t being their manner to venture as much to recover the dead bodies of 
their Friends, as to defend them whenalive ), At laft, after the burn- 
ing of fome few Barns, with fome other Buildings, the Enemy hafted 
“away as faft as they came on, leaving the Englifh to blefs God who had 
fo mercifully delivered them from the fury of their mercilefs Foes, who 
had in conceit without doubt devoured all: But this refolute and va- 
liant repulfe, put fuch a check upon the pride of the Enemy, that they 
made no further attempt upon any of thofe Towns for the prefent ; but 
Winter drawing on, they retired all of them to their general Rendez- 
vouz at Narhaganfet ; where we fhall leave them for the prefent, plot- 
ting their general defign of accomplifhing their intended mifchief againft 

the Englifh the next Spring. | 
Our Weftern Plantations upon Conneticut River vvere the 
ftage vvhereon were aéted the moft remarkable paflages of this bar- 
barous War hitherto, which vvas foon after removed into many other 
places of the Country in the Winter and Spring following, whither 
our difcourfe muft in the next place purfue it: . There was not any 
: ahs 7 G2. . great 
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great matter aéted by the Enemy amongft the Plantations upon the 
great River during the Winter, after the affault made upon A/tfield, 
Ottober 19. Itis evident, that the body of themreturned to Nurha- 
ganfet upon the approach of the Winter, which fet in more early than it 
uled in other years: where Philip did beftow himfelfin the Winter-tea- 
fon isnot fo certain; fome fay that he repaired further Weltward , to 
try, his fortune with thote Jadian$ that lie towards Albany, near the 
Dutch River : others nore probably conceive that he lay hid in fome 
part of the Narhaganfet-Country: for though he was not certainly 
known to be about the Fort at Narhaganfet, when it was taken by our 
Forces in the Winter, yet asfoon as ever they were driven out of the 
Country in February, he was found among them that did the mifchief 
at Lancaffer in that month. siheees S. heh Ra Se eS 
Some ftragling partiés of them remained about Northampton, 
Wefifield and Springfield, Tome time after their defeat at Hatfield : {even 
or eight of the Inhabitants of Northampton in the end of October, 
venturing to fetch in fome of their. Harveft that vvas left fomewhere out. . 
of the Town , vvere in danger of being furprized, having laid their 
Arms under their Cart, fo as being deftitute of means. to make their 
defence, they were glad to flie away with the Horfes out of their Cart, 
leaving what they were about,to the pleafure of the Jsdians that aflault- 
ed. Major Treat upon the heating the Alarm, prefently repaired thi- 
ther, but could not- come time enough to deftroy any of the Enemy, 
noryet to prevent their burning of four or five Houfes, with two or 
three Barns that ftood fomewhat out of the Town. Within a little time. 
after they kill’d three of the fame Town, as they were at work in a Mea- 
dow not far from! the Town : -they intended alfo to have burned the’ 
Mill, but it was too-well guarded by two files of Mufquetiers lodged 
there for the purpofe, who put them befide their intent. Six or feven of 
Springfield {oon after going to the Mill at We/ffield (that which belong- 
ed to their own Town being burned Olfober' sth ), and venturing with- 
out Arms, three of thei were killed’ by fome of the Enemy, who took. 
the advantage alfo to burn’ four or five Houfes that belonged to the {aid . 
Westfield: but by the end ‘of November the coaft was pretty clear. of . 
them, unlefsfome few of them that lay lurking in the Swamps therea- 
bouts all the'Winter;: doing’fome finall mifchief upon fome out-dwel- 
lings of Spring field, Et ete or eee ae mie ee 
The expaticion inté the Narhaganfet-Country, follows in order in the. 


next'placetio be’ related ‘but? before vve come’ thi cher, a little notice , 
_muft be faken’by the way, ‘of -anunfuccefsful' attémpt upon the Jndsans 
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about Haffanemefit, and Poppachnog, whither Capt. Henchman was {ent 
in the beginning of November: where alfo Captain Szil was ordered to 
meet him with another Company from (ambridg, with intent to have 
beat up the Indians quarters in thofe parts: they being known to have 
had an hand in the outrages committed upon thofe that belonged to 
Malborough and Mendham, cutting off thefcalp of a Millers Boy, who 

is yet alive. . : | 
November 1. 1645, Capt. Henchman marched out of Bo/fon, intend- 
ing to vifitthe Jzasans about Haffenemefit : the third day they faw fome 
fires of the Indians,yet could not meet with them that made them: The 
4th day they marched to fome part of the Indian Plantations, called Ha/- 
 fenemefit : the Captain would have taken up his quarter's a mile on this 
fide, but fome of his Officers over-ruled him, to whofe importunity he 
gave way,and marched a mile farther towardsthe Enemy, and by that 
means faved the Millers youth, taken the week before from Malborough;, 
for in the morning very early, as the Scouts were looking out,they {py- 
_eda Wigwam,where fome Indians that had carried away the youth, had 
lodged all night in fome Wigwam near by; when the Indians faw’ our 
Soldiers, they hafted away, and left the Malborough youth behind them, 
who by that means efcaped their hands. Our men under Capt. enchman 
marched on to Poppachwog, and finding the Indians all fled (althoughi 
they perceived by a Meflenger accidentMMly fent back, that the Indians 
followed them all that way they marched ) they came back to Mendham 
to fettle things in that Town: fome of the Inhabitants informed them 
of fome Indian Wigwams about ten miles off: The Captain, with Philip 
Curtice his Lieutenant, refolved to give them a Camifado in their Wig- 
-wains that night: to that end, they mounted two and twenty upon 
Horfes, riding up ten miles into the Woods, and when they came near 
the Wigwams, they difmounted , and intended -prefently to march up 
and give an affault upon them,after they had firft made a fhout to fright’ 
the Enemy: they ordered one half to follow the Lieutenant, the other 
to follow the Captain 5 when they came within a quarter ofa mile of the 
place, their Dogs began to bark, at which they ftop’d, and by and by 
marched again, intending prefently to fire in upon them; but the Cap- 
tains foot flipping, he could hardly recover himfelf; when fuddenly» 
looking behind him, he faw no man following of him: the Lieutenant 
had five behind him, who with thofe five refolutely fired onshat fide he 
was appointed to make the aflault upon 5 but they were repulfed by the 
Indians, who firing out of their dens, fhot down the Lieutenant and 
another, the reft prefently ran away to a Fence: the Captain with 
| vehe- 
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vehemency urged them to ftay, they replyed, they went back but only 
to charge,yet went clear away,by which means,together with the cow: 
ardize of the former, {fo fad a lols befell the Company, which could not 
eafily be repaired: however the Enemy prefently deferted the Wigwam, 
and gave our men the next day an opportunity to fetch off their two 
dead men, and bury them, and fo with grief and fhame were conftrained 
to return to their quarters at Adendbam , to whofe Inhabitants they 
gave notice of 200 bufhels of Corn belonging to the Judians, that might 
have been preferved, which for want of hands wasioft by the fire, that 
the Enemy might not be benefited thereby. It appears by the foregoing 
paflage, that the time of our deliverance was not yet come, and that 
God had further trials to acquaint us with,before he would turn his hand 
upon our Enemies, Butit pleafed the Lord in mercy fo to order things, 
that they themfelves fell into thar pit they were digging for others, as 
fhall appear more fully in what follows. 

The Englifh Plantations about Hadly being for the prefent fet a little 
at liberty by the Indians drawing off, like Seamen after a Storm,counted 


it their beft courfe to repair their tackling againft another that may be 


next coming 5 wherefore the Inhabitants concluded it the fafer way to 
make a kind of Barricado about their Towns, by fetting up Pallifadoes 
or cleft-wood about eight foot long, asit were to break the force of any 
fudden affault which the Ivdédjs might make upon them, which countel 
proved very fuccefsful; for although it be aninconfiderable defence a- 
gainft a Warlike Enemy, that hath ftrength enough, and confidence to 
befiege a place, yet it is {ufficient to prevent any fudden affaule of fuch 
a timorousand barbarous Enemy asthefe were; for although they did 
afterwards in the Spring break through thofe Pallifadoes at Northamp- 
fon, yet as foon as ever they began to be repulfed, they faw themfelves 
like Wolves in a Pound, that they could not fly away at their pleafure, 
fo as they never adventured to break through afterward upon any of the 
Towns fo. fecured. . i} iokeoad : | 
As for thofe of Springfield, they were. now and then Alarmed with a 
few skuliing Zndians lurking about inthe adjacent Woods; as once at 
the long Meadow, where halfa feore of them were feen about an Houfe 
remote from the Town, who were purfued by a party of the Englith to- 
ward Windsor, and fo efcaped 5-after the Englith had made one fhot upon 
them, not knowing certainly how many they killed; So at another 
time, a few of thoie barbarous wretches kill’d.a.poor,man belonging to. 
Springfield, as he was going to his Houfe to look after his Cornon the 


other fide of the River , and after they had killed the man, they burnt - 


down 
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down his houfe; yet-attempted no further mifchief upon that part of 
the Town that had efcaped the fury of the Flames, Oéttober.5. By which 
itis evident, that all the number of Jvdiaus that had affaulted them be- 
fore, had now drawn themfelves to their winter quarters, fome to the 
Dutch River, but the greateft number of them to be fure were found in 
the winter at the Narhaganfet Fort, where we fhall leave them for 
the prefenr, till the Forces of the United Colonies fhall fre them out 
of their nefts, 

The Soldiers continuing fome time at atfield after this Victory, as 
we may well call it (for it feems to have given the firft check to the rage 
of the Heathen within the Jurifdi€tion of the united Colonies, they have 
been obferved ever fince to-have been on the lofing hand, feldom or never 
daring to meet our Soldiers in the open Field, unlefs when they have 
very great advantage as to their numbers, or covert of the woods and 


bufhes : although like fome raging Beafts they have done much mifchief 


feveral times fince; when they were ready to expire, or when the pangs 
of death were coming upon them) our Forces were all called home, 
fave fome left for garifoning the Towns thereabouts. 

The Commiffioners of the united Colonies takinginto ferious Con- 
fideration the prefent ftate of things, «z. that there were before this 
time fo many hundreds gathered together into one Body, and that 
there was great reafon to fear, if they were letalone till the next {pring 
they might all rife together as one man round about us, and that one 
Town after another might cafily be deftroyed, before any help could be 
difpatched to them.— On the one hand the fharpnefs of the winter in 


thefe parts was well weighed, fo-extream that it might hazard the lof - 
of a Thovfandmen in one night, if they were forced to lodge abroadin.. - 


the open Field; asalfo the difficulty, if not impoffibility ,of fending any 
relief to them at any diftance, the depth of Snow ufually making the. 
ways unpaflable for divers months together. 

On the other hand it was confidered,that if the Enemy were let alone 
till the next Summer, it would be impoffible to deal with them, or find 


them any where, but they might wafte one Company of Soldiers after’ 


another, as wasfeen by the experience of the former year. Confider- 
ing alfo that the Warhaganfets, the moft numerous of all the reft, and 
the beft provided of provifion of all the other Jedians, had now declared 
themfelves our enemies, whoif they were let alone till the winter was 


over, we fhould be unable todeal with fo many enemies at once, that. 


could en a fudden, on any occafion, fpread themfelves like Grafhoppers 
all over the Country... | 
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68- A Narrative of the Troubles | ; 
It was therefore finally agreed upon by the general confent of all, to. 


- fall upon the winter-quarters of our enemies, by a more confiderable 


Army (if | may focallit) gathered out of all the three Colonies, and 
that with all expedition, at fartheft not to exceed the tenth of December 
before they fhould have a Thoufand men in Arms ready for the de- 
fign. Ss he 
ae for the late League made or rather renewed with the Narhagan- 
feis, it was fufficiently evident and known, that they had allalong from 
the firft day when it was confirmed, broken every Article of it, {pecially | 
in not delivering up the enemies which had fheltered themfelves with - 
them all this while, which though they did not pofitively deny, yet did 
nothing but find excules,to defer it one week after another,till at the lat 
they would be excufed till the next Spring,upon pretence that they could 
not before that time get them together. And befides the favouring 
of thofe that fled tothem, and fupplying the whole Body of the enemy 
with vituals upon all occafions; It was likewife ftrongly fufpeéted, 
that in all the late proceedings of theenemy, many of their young men 
were known to be aétually in Arms againft us, many of whom were 
fourd either wounded amongft them intheir Wigwams, or elfe were 
occafionally feen returning back, after exploits abroad, to be healed 
of their wounds at home. Alfofome of our mens Guns that were loft 
at Dearfield were found in the Fort when it was fired. Therefore all 
{cruplesas to the juftnefs and neceflity of the war being removed, the 
only queftion was, Whether it were feafible and expedient in the winter? 
The exigent was very great, and the choce very hard: But as David 
-when he was ftreightned with many difficulties at once; chofe, rather 
to fall into the hands of God whofe mercies. were great, though he 
might be provoked to caufe his jealoufie to fmoak againft thofe of his 
ownheritage for atime; foin this exigent it was generally conceived 
to be moft expedient for the Country, to caft themfelves upon the pro- 
vidence of a merciful and graciousGod, rather than by delays to ex- 
pofe themfelves to the treachery and cruelty of a perfidious enemy. 

A War therefore {peedily to be carried.on in the very depth of win- 
ter, being agreed upon, care was taken for fupplies, as the difficulty 
of fuch an affair fo circumftanced did require, though poffibly not with 
fo much neceffary care, and fo fuitable provifion, :ashad_beendefired, 
if what came afterward to pafs could have been forefeen (which perad- 
venture might be the reafon things went on fo heavily for want of 

~ well oyling the wheels ) in'the mean time a.{mall Army 'of a Thoufand 
fighting men, well appointed, were ordered by the Gommiffioners to 
ers be 
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‘be. gathered by proportion out of all the Colonies,of which number the’. 
_ thare of the Maffachufets was to be five hundred and twen ty feven, the 
_ reft were to be fupplied out of Plimourh and Conneéticut Colonies. All 
other fupplies were taken care for, as well as the fuddennefS of the Expe-. 


dition, and difficulty of the feafon would allow. The faid thoufand men,. 
_ befide fome Voluntiers of Indian-Friends,were by the time and place’ap- 


pointed as near as could be had,called together,and a Commiffion grant- 
ed to the honourable Fofiah Wiz/low Eq, the prefent Governour of 
Plomouth-Colony, aman of known ability and integrity, every way fo 
well qualified with courage and Refolution, as well as prudence and dif- 
cretion, as might have preferred him to the condué of afar greater 
Army than ever is like to be gathered together in this part of the world, 
in this or in following Generations. And indeed, as he was the firft 
Governour over any of the united Colonies in New England of them 
thatwere born in the place, fo may he well pafs for a pattern of any of 
the fucceeding Race that may come after. 

Under him as Commander in Chief,were ordered fix Companies from 
the Maffachufets, under the Command of Major Appleton, Cap.Mofely, 


| Capt. Gardener, Capt. Davenport, Capt. Oliver, Capt. Fobnfon, Five 
| Companies from Conneticut under Major Treat, Capt. Siely, Capt. Gal- 
bop, Capt. Mafon, Capt. Wats, and Capt. Marfhal; Two Companies 


from Plimouth, under Major Bradford and Capt. Goram. 





Under the Governour of Plimouth as Commander in Chief in this Ex- 


pedition, were fent as Majors of the Forces belonging to each Colony , 


Major Robert Treat for the Forces belonging to Conneéticut, and Major 


_ Bradford tor thofe of the Colony of Plimouth, and Major Samuel Apple- 
ton for thofe of the Adaffachufets, to whom by the honourable Major 


General of the faid Colony were fix Companies of Foot delivered at 


Dedham, December the oth. 1675, containing in number 465 fighting 
men, befides a Troop of Horfe under the Command of Capt. Thomas 
Prentice attending upon them. That night they marched to Woodcocks, 
about 27 miles from Dedham, The next night they arrived at Seacouck s 


Capt. A4ofely and his Company went from thence with Mr. Smith by 
_ water, the reft ferried over the water to Providence. 


The next day, Decemb. the'12th they pafled over Pataxet-River,and 


. then marching through Pomhams Country, at night they met with Capt. 


Mofely and his Company at Mr. Smiths in Wick ford, the place intended 
for their Head-quarters. : Capt. Mofely in his way thither had happily 


-furprifed thirty fix Indians, one of whom he took.along with him as a 





Guide, Peter by name, that was at that time under fome difguft with his 
H Coune- 
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Country-men, or his Sachim, which made him prove the more real friend 
to our Forces in that Service, wherein he faithfully performed vvhat he 
promifed, and without his affiftance our men would have been much at 
a lofs to have found the Enemy, until it had been too late to have fought" 
them. : 























Two dayes after, Decemb. 14th, Five Files of men fent out under Ser- 


jeant Bennet and another, upon the Scout, kill’d one man and one vvo- 
man, and brought in four more by one of the clock: the whole Compa- 
ny marched after into fome of the Sachims Country , where they burnt. 
an hundred and fifty Wigwams, killed feven of the Enemy, and brought 


in eight Prifoners when they returned at night. 

The next day, an Indian called Stone-wall-Fobn, pretending to come 
from the Sachims, intimating their willingnefs to have peace with the 
Englith, yet could the Meffenger hardly forbear threatning, vapouring 
of their numbers and ftrength; adding withal, that the Englith durft not 
fight them: whatever were pretended by this treacherous fellow, fome 
of his Crew as he went home,met with fome of Capt. Gardners men, that 
were ftragling about their own bufinefs contrary to order, and flew his 
Serjeant, with one or two more. Two alfo of Capt. Olver’s men were 
killed in like manner ; a folemn warning for Soldiers not to be too ven-_ 
turous inan Enemies Country. For preventing the like mifchief upon o- 
ther Companies, more care was taken as they pafled to the Head-quar- 
ters, fome of the Companies being lodged three miles there-from. Capt. 
Mofely’s, Capt. Daveriports, and Capt. Olivers Company, being alfo 
fent about that time to bring Major Appletons Company to the general 
Quarters: a few defperate Indians creeping under a ftone-wall near the 
place, fired twenty or thirty Guns at A4ofely in particular, a Comman- 
der well known amongft them; but the reft of the Company running 
down upon them, killed one of them, and fcattered the reft. . 

The next day, Capt. Prentice with his Troop, being fent to Perequam- 


feot, returned with the fad news of burning Ferry Bulls Garifon-houfe, - 


and killing ten Englfh men and five women and children, but two efca- 
ping in all. This is the chance of War, which they who undertake, muft 
prepare to undergo. 





& 


The next day brought from the fame place a little better news, though 


not enough to balance the forrow of the former, vz. That Connetlicat — 


Forces were come thither with three hundred Englith, and an hundred 
and fifty Afobegins, ready fixed to War on thebehalf of the Englifh a-- 
gaint the Narhaganfets their mortal Enemies ; and by the way meeting 


a Party of the Enemy, they flew five or fix. of them, and took as many — 


Prifo- 
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Prifoners. The whole number of all our Forces being now come., the 
want of provifion with the fharpneis of the cold, minded them of E-xpe- 


: dition, wherefore the very next day, the whole Body of the Afaffachn- 


| 





fet and Plimouth Forces marched away to Pettiquam/cot, intending to en- 
gage the Enemy upon the firft opportunity that next offered it felf: To 
the which refolution thofe of Conneticut prefently confented, as {oon as 
they met together, which was about five a clock in the afternoon : Bulls 
Houle intended for their general Rendezyouz, being unhappily burnt 
Gown two or three days before, there was no‘fhelter left either for Off- 
cer or private Soldier, fo as they were neceffitated to march on toward 
the Enemy through the fnow, inacold ftormy Evening, finding no o- 
ther defence all that night, fave the open air, nor other covering thana 
cold and moift fleece of fnow. Through all thefe difficulties they march- 
ed from the break of the next day, December 19, till one of the clock in 
the afternoon, without either fire to warm them, or refpite to take any 
food, fave what they could chew in their march, Thus having vvaded 
fourteen or fifteen mile through the Country of the old Queen, or Suxke 
Squaw of Narhaganfet ; they came at one a clock upon the edg of the 
Swamp, where their guideaflured them they fhould find Indians enough 
before night. | | , 

Our Forces chopping thus upon the feat of the Enemy, upon the fud- 
den, they had no time either to draw up in any order or form of Battel, 
nor yet opportunity to confult where or how to affult. As they march- 
ed, Capt. AMofely and Capt. Davenport led the Van, Major Appleton 
and Capt. Oliver brought up the Reer of the AZaffachufet Forces, Ge- 
neral Winflow with the Plimouth Forces marched in the Centre; thofe 
of Connecticut came up in the Reer of the whole Body: But the Fron- 
tiers difcerning Indians inthe edg of the Swamp, fired immediately upon 
them,who anfwering our men in the fame Language, retired prefently in- 
to the Swamp, our men followed them in amain without ftaying for the 
word of Command, as if every one were ambitious who fhould go firft, 
never making any ftand till they came to the fides of the Fort,into which 
the Indians that firft fired upon them betook themfelves. 

It feems that there was but one entrance into the Fort, though the 
Enemy found many ways to come out; but neither the Englifh nor their 
Guide well knew on which fide the entrance lay , nor was it eafie’ to 
have made another ;, wherefore the good providence of Almighty God is 
the more to be acknowledged,who as he led J/rael fometime by the Pillac 
of fire, and the cloud of his Prefence a right way through the Wilder- 
nefs: fo did he now dire&t our Forces upon that fide of the Fort, where 

oat Hi” they 
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they might only enter, though not without utmoft danger and hazard.. 


The Fort was raifed upon a kind of Ifland of five or fix Acresof. rifing, . 


Land in the midft ofa Swamp; the fides of it were made of Pallifadoes fer 
upright, the which was compafled about with an hedg of almofta rod_ 
thicknefs, through which there was no pafling, unlefs they could have 
- fired away through, which then they hadno time todo. The place 
where the Indians ufed ordinarily to enter themfelves, was over a long 
tree upon a place of vvater, where but one man could enter at a time,an?, 
which was fo way-laid, that they would have been cut off that had ven- 
tured there : But at one corner there was a Gap made up only witha 
long tree,about four or five foot from the ground, over which men might 
eafily pats: But they had placed a kind ofa block-Houte right over a- 
gaint the faid Tree, from whence they forely galled our men. that firft. 
entred 3 {ome being fhot dead upon the Tree, as Capt. Fobzfon,.nd fome. 
as foon as they entred, as was Capt. Davenport , fo as they that firft en- 
tred were forced prefently to retire, and fall upon their. bellies till the- 


fury of the Enemies fhot was pretty well fpent, which fome Companies 


that did not difcern the danger,not obferving, loft fundry of their men s 
but at the laft,two Companies being brought up befides the four that firft 
marched up, they animated one another to make another affault, one of 
the Commanders crying out, They run, they run; which did fo encou- 
rage the Soldiers,that they prefently entred amain. After.a confiderable. 
number were well entred, they prefently beat. the Enemy out of.a. 
Flanker on the left hand, which did a little fhelter our menfrom the E- 
nemies fhot till more company came up, and fo by degrees made, up 


higher, firft iato the middle, and then into the upper end. of the Fort, . 


till at the laft they made the Enemy all retire from their Sconces and for- 
tified places, leaving multitudes of their dead Bodies upon the place. 
(onnetticut Soldiers marching up in the'Rear, being not aware of the 
dangerous paflage over the Tree, in Command of the Enemies Block-. 
houle, were at, their firft entrance many of them fhot down, although | 
they came on with as gallant refolution as any of the reft under the con- 
du& of their wife and valiant Leader, Major Treat.) . 

The brunt of the Battel, or danger that day lay moft upon the Com- 
manders, whofe part it was to lead on their feveral Companies in the 
very face of Death, or elfe all had been loft; fo as all of them vvith. 
sreat valour and refolution of mind, as not at all afraid to die in fo good 
a caufe, bravely led on their men in that defperate affault, leaving their 
lives in the place as the beft teftimony of their-Valour, and of love to the 
caule of God and their Gountry:; No lefs than fix brave Captains fell 
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-y that-day inthe affault, v7z. Capt. Davenport, Capt. Gardner, Capt. Fob 
fon of the Maffachufets , befides Lieutenant Upham, who died tome 
months after of his wounds received at that time. Capt. Gallop alto, 
and Capt. Siely, and Capt. Mar foal were flain of thofe that belonged to 
Connetlicut Colony. “It is ufually feen that the valour of the Soldiers 
is much wrapped up in the lives of their Commanders; yet wasit found 
here, that the Soldiers were rather enraged than difcouraged by the 
~ Jofs of their Commanders, which made them redouble their Courage, 
and not give back after they were entred the fecond time, till they had 
driven out their Enemies: So as after much blood and many wounds . 
dealt on both fides, the Englifh feeing their advantage, began to fire 
the Wigwams, where was fuppofed to be many of the Enemies Women 
and Children deftroyed, by the firing of at leaft five or fix hundred of: 
thofe fmoaky- Cells. 
/' Tt is reported by them that firft entred the Indians Fort, that our 
-. Soldiers came upon them when they were ready to drefs their Dinner 5 . 
-\ put our fudden and unexpected affault put them befides that work,» 
making their Cookroom: too hot for them at that time, when they and 
their Mitchin fryed together: a nd probably fome of them eat their 
Suppers ina colder place that night : moft.of their Provifion as well as 
their Hutts being then. conlumed with firezand thofe that were left alive, 
-forced to hide themfelves in a Gedar Swamp, not far off, where they had 
nothing to defend them from the cold but Boughs of Spruce and Pine 
Trees: for after two or three hours fight, the Englifh became Mafters 
of the place 5 but not judging ittenable, after they had burned all they 
could fet fire upon, they were forced to retreat, after the Day-light was 
almoft quite fpent, and were neceflitated to retire to their quarters, full 
‘fifteen or fixteen miles off, fome fay more, whither with their Dead and ~ 
Wounded men they were to march, a difficulty fearce to be believed, as 
not to be paralleld almoft in any former age. : 
It is hard to fay who acquitted themfelves beft in that days fervice, 
either the Soldiers for their manlike valour in fighting, or the Com- 
manders for their wifdom and courage leading on in very face of death; 
There might one have feen the whole Body of that little Regimental Ar- 
my, as bufie'as Bees in a Hive, fome bravely fighting with the Enemy, o- 
thers haling off,and carrying away the Dead and Wounded Men; which 
[rather note, that none may want the due teftimony of their valour 
and’taithfulnefs, thoughvall ought to fay, Nor auto ms, but unto thy name, 
O Lerd, Xc. : . 
For though there might not be above three or four hundred-at any 
Time 
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time within the Fort at once, yet the reft in their turns came up todo _ 
what the exigence of the fervice required in bringing off the Dead and 
Wounded men: The Major of the A¢affachu/ets Regiment, together with 
- Capt. A4ofely, was very ferviceable;for by that means the Fort being clear 
of the dead bodies, it ftruck a greater terrour into the Enemy,to dee but 
eight or ten dead bodies of the Englifhleft, than to meet with fo many 
hundreds of their own flain and wounded Carkaffes. The number of 
the flain was not then known on the Enemies fide, becaufe our Men 
were forced to leave them on the ground: but our Victory was found 
afterwards to be much more confiderable than at the firft was apprehend- 


ed; for although our lofs was very great, not only becaufe of the | 


detperatenefs of the attempt it felf (in fuch a feafon of the year, and at 
fuch a diftance from our quarters, whereby many of our wounded men 
perifhed, which might otherwife have been preferved, if they had not 
been forced to march fo many miles ina cold {nowy night, before they 
could be dreffed) yet the Enemy loft fo many of their principal fight- 
ing men, their Provition alfo was by the burning of their Wigwams, fo 
much of it {poiled at the taking of their Fort, and by furprizing fo 
much of their Corn about that time alfo, that it was the occafion of 
their total ruine afterwards: they being at that time driven away from 
their habitations, and put by from Planting for that next year, as well as 
deprived of what they had in ftore for the prefent winter. What num- 
bers of the Enemy were flain is uncertain; it was confeffed by one Poteck, 
a great Councellor amongft them, afterwards taken at Road-J/land, 
and put to death at Boffon, that the Jxdians loft Seven hundred fighting 
men that day,befides Three hundred that died of their Wounds the moft 
of them: the number of old men, women and children, that perifhed 
either by fire, or that were ftarved with hunger and cold, none of them 
could tell. There was aboye Eighty of the Englifh flain, and a Hundred 
and fifty wounded, that recovered afterwards. | 
There were feveral circumftances in this Vi€tory very remarkable. 
Fir/?, The meeting with one Peter a fugitive Indian, that, upon 
fome difcontent, flying from the Narhaganfets, offered himfelf to the 
fervice of the Englifh, and did faithfully perform what he promifed,ziz. 
to lead them to the Swamp where the Jvdians had feated themfelves 
within a Fort raifed upon an Ifland of firm earth, in the midft of a 
Swamp, whither none of the Englifh could have Piloted them, without 
his affiftance, the placé being near Eighteen miles from the place where 
they were quartered. Se Wak 
Secondly, Their being by afpecial providence dire@ted juft to aiplace 
* where 
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where they found fo eafie entrance;which if they had mifled,they could — 
never have made a way through the Hedg, with which they had fur- _ 
rounded the Pallifadoes of the Fort in half a days time. 

And Thirdly, If they had entred by the way left by the Jadzans for 
paflage, they might have been cut off before they could have come near 
their Fortification. 

Lafily, In dire&ting their motion, to begin the Affault juft at theday 
they did:for if they had deferred but aday longerythere fell fuchaftorm 
of Snow the next day, that they could not have paffed through it in di- 
vers weeks after : And then on the fudden there fell fuch a Thaw, that 
melted away both Ice and Snow; fo that if they had deferred till that 
time, they could have found no paffage into their fortified place. 
All which confiderations put together, make it a fignal favour of Cody 
to carry them through fo many difficulties to accomplifh their defire 
end. For after they were retired to their quarters, but Sixteen miles 
from that place, there was fo great want of Provifion, the Veflels being 
frozen in at the Harbour about (ape Cod, that fhould have brought . 
them relief, and the Froft and Snow fet in fo violently, that it was not 
poffible for them, with all the Force they could make (fo many of their 
ableft Soldiers being flainand wounded ) to have made another onfet : 
‘But the goodnefs of Almighty God was moft of all to be admired, that 
fiotwithftanding all the hardfh'p they indured that winter, in very cold 
Lodgings, hard Marches, Scarcity of Provifion, yet not one man was 
known to dye by any difeafe or bodily diftemper, fave them that perifhed 
of their wounds. 

Our Forcesbeing compelled by the forefaid occafions,to lye ftill fome 
Weeks after, hoped alfo that the Enemy fo forely broken, would gladly 
have fued for peace: Butas was faid of old, God bardned their hearts to . 
their own ruine and deftruttion afterwards. Yor as {oonas our Soldiers 
were able to March, finding that all the Enemies overtures of peace, and 
prolonging of treaties, was only to gain time that they might get away 
into the Woods. They purfued after them, and fometimes came upon - 
their Rear, but then they would immediately fly an hundred ways at 
-onee into Swamps, fo as our men could not follow them; or if theydid, | 
could not fee two of them together; 10 that now there was little good 
like to bedone, unlefs they could take them at fome advantage. At 
fength having fpent all their Provifton,and tiring themtelves in purfuing 
of them fixty or feventy miles, up through the Woods towards Malbo-. 
rough and Lancaffer, Towns that lye in the Road to Connecticut, having 
killed and taken near feventy of them, our Soldiers were ordered to 
return |. 
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return towards Boffon, to recruit themfelves,. Fup fangs that the WVar- 
haganfets, and thofe With them, were.fo enfeebled that they would have 
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no mind fuddenly to affault any of the Englifh Towns...

If there had not been fo great a diftance between the place of the 
Fight and their Quarters, and fo much cold attending them in their reti- 
ring thereunto, fome better account might have been given of. that ¢x- 
pedition, than now they were able todo. For a March of Sixteen or 
Eighteen milesis too much to breathe a frefh Soldier, unlefs he were 
well mounted, but enough to kill the heart of them that have been wea- 
ried with a long and tedious fight. As for the coldnels of the weather, 
although it be a good Belom. to {weep the Chamber of the Air ( which 
might be the reafon there was no more Dileales amongftthem ) yet it

both fides being well wearied with the late defperate Fight, were willing 
to refrefh themfelves the remaining part of the Winter, with the thort 
flumber of a pretended Peace, at’ leaft with a talk or dream thereof: 
our Commanders aim therein was Chriftian and good, if it had proceed. 
ed, fc. to have prevented the fhedding of more blood: And poflibly 
fome of the elder and wifer of the Enemy, did really defire what was 
pretended by them all ( for they had now full proof of the valour and 
refolution of the Engiifh, which fome of them upon former. fucceffes 
might be ready to queftion ) and they could not but fee their deftru&tion 


already begun, in the lofs of their dwellings, and all their provifion, as 
well asthe flaughter of the beft part of their fighting men; but either 
_ through confcioufnefs of their barbarous treachery and falfhood, they- 


could not truft others, and fo were willing to run the utmoft hazard, as 


. people hardned to their own deftru€tion. The particular paflages of the 
__ Treaty being carried on by the Enemy only in pretence, and by our men 
| (that foon difcerned the fraud ) rather out of neceffity, to conceal their 
| incapacity of engaging them anew, than any real expeétation of a good

Within a few days after, about Fan. 16t4, the Scouts brought in one 
Fofhuah Tift, a Renegado Englifh-man of Providence, that upon fome 
difcontent amongtt his neighbours, had turned Indian, married one of 
the Indian Squaws, renounced his Religion, Nation and natural Parents 
all at once, fighting againft them. He was taken by Captain Fenner of 
Providence, who with fome of his neighbours were purfuing fome Jn- 
dias that had driven away their Cattel. This Tit being one of the 
Company, was wounded in the Knee, and fo wasfeized by the Englifh ; 
he had in his habit conformed himfelf to them among whom he lived. 
After examination, he was condemned 
to hisReligion he was found as ignorant as an Heathen, which no doubt 
caufed’ the fewer tears to be fhed at his Funeral, ftanders by being un-.

that they could not be ready time enough to prevent the mifchief they _

Gan. 27, They defpoiled Mr. Carpenter of two hundred fheep, and 
fifty head of Néat Cattel,and fifteen Horfes; all which they drove along 
with them, and were gone too far to be refcued before our Forces fet. 
out. Two that belonged to the faid Carpenter were vvounded, and one 
of the enemies flain. As they marched after the Enemy, they found a — 
good Houfe burned, with a Barn belonging toit. . They perceived alfo 
that the Enemy dealt much in Horfe-flefh , meeting with no lefs than 
fixty Horfes heads. in one place, which they had left behind them : our 
Soldiersin their purfuir came upon their Reer , killed and took about _ 
feventy of them, -yet never could come to charge them, for they would 
prefently betake themifelves into Swamps, and not two of them run to- 

gether, fo asthey faw it was an endlefs work to proceed further in the 
Phafe of fuch an Enemy 3 but our Forces having purfued them into the 
Woods between Marlborough and Brookefield in the Road toward Con- 
netticut, were conftrained to turn down to Boffon in the beginning of Fe- 
britary,for want of provifion both for themfelves and their Horfes,which 
gave anoccafionto the lofs of thofe leffer Towns that vvere deftroyed 
by the Nipzet- Indians, who prefently joined vvith the Narhaganfets up- 
on their firft approach, as fhall be related afterwards. 
About the tenth of February next, {ome hundreds of the Jedsans , 
(whether Wipnets or Nafbaway-men is uncertain ) belonging to him 
they call Sagamore Sam, and poffibly fome of the ftoutelt of the Nar- 
haganfers that had efcaped the Winter-brunt, fell upon Lancafter, 
a tmall Village of about fifty or fixty Families, and did much mifchief, 
burning moft of the Houfes that vvere not Garifoned: and vvhich is 
moftt fad and awful to confider, the Houfe of Mr. Rowland{on, Minifter 
of the faid Lanoaffer, which was Garifoned with a competent number of 
the Inhabitants; yet the Fortification of the Houfe being on the back- 
fide, clofed up with Fire-wood, the Indians got fo near as to fire a Lean- 
c00, which burning the Houle immediately to the ground, all the per- 
fons therein were put to that hard choice, either to perifh by the flames 
with the Houfs, or to yield themfelves into the hands of thofe cruel 

Salvagess which laft (confidering that a living Dog is better than a dead 

Lion } they chofe, and fo were forty two perfons furprized by the 

Indians, zdove twenty of the Women and Childrien they carried away 

Captive, a ruful {pe€tacle to behold ; the reft being Men, they killed in 
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the place, or referved for further mifery: and many of the ret that were . 


not flain in fighting, were killed in attempting to efcape. The Minifter 
himfelf was occafionally abfent, to feck help from the Governour and 
Council to defend that place, who returning, was entertained with the 
Tragical news of his Wife and Children forprized, and being carried a- 
way by the Enemies, and his Houfe turned into Afhes;yet it pleafed God 
ie to uphold. his heart, comforting himfelf in his God, as David at Zik- 
lag, that he would alwaysfay, be believed he fhould fee his Wife and Chil- 
dren again, which did in like manner foon come to pafs within Five or 
fix months after; all fave the youngeft, which being wounded at the 
firft, died foonafter among the Indians, | 

And fuch was the goodneis of God to thofe poor Captive Women, 
and Children, that they found fo much favour in the fight of their Ene- 
mies, that they offered no wrong to any of their perfons, fave what they 
could not help, being in many wants themlelves, Neither did they of- 
fer any uncivil Carriage to any of the Females, nor ever attempted the 


_chaftity of any of them, either being reftrained of God, as was Abi- 


melech of old; or by fome other accidental caufe, which held them from 
doing any wrong in that kind. serrate NN | 

Upon the report of this Difafter, Capt. Wad/worth then at AZarlbo- 
rough with about forty refolute men, adventuring the refcuing of the 
Town that was remaining; and having recovered a Bridg, they gat o- 
ver fafe, though the Planks were pulled off by the Enemy; and being led 


upina way not difcovered by them,they forced the Jndsans for the pre- 


fent to quit the place,after they had burnt and deftroyed the better half 
of it. Yet aftewards it not being judged tenable, it was abandoned 
to the pleafure of the infulting Foe. 

Ten days after they were fo flufhed with this fuccefs, that Two or 
three hundred of them came wheeling down to Adedfield, a Town twen- 
ty milesfrom Boffo, weftward from Dedham, which they furprized ve- 
ry early inthe morning (and though there were One hundred and fixty 
Soldiers in it or more, befides the Inhabitants) they burnt near one 


| half of the Town , killing about Twenty perfons; but by the refiftance of 


the Soldiers, as foon as ever they could be gotten together (it being at 


or before break of day, none in the leaft fufpeéting fuch an affault fo 
_ early) they were quickly forced to forfake the place, and fo (not with- 
— out fomelofs) took their way to Plimouth Colony.

Tragedies ; for as was faid before, the Narbagan/ets having been dri« 
ven out of the Country, fled through Nipner Plantations, towards Wat- 


chufet Hills meeting with all the Jediavs that had harboured all Winter 
in thofe Woods about Na{baway;they all combined together againft the 
Englifh, yet divided their numbers, and one half of them were obier- . 
ved to bend their courfe toward Plimouh, taking: Medfield in their way 
which they endeavoured to burn and fpoil, Feb. 21. 1075» their fel- 
lows had done Lancafter Ten days before. ep As 
The furprizal of this AZedfield in regard of fome remarkable circum- 
frances it was attended with, is not unworthy a more particular Relating 
the manner thereof: the lols of Lancafler had fufficiently awakened and 
alarmed the neighbouring Villages, all to ftand upon their'guardy and 
fome had obtairied Garifon-Soldiers for their greater fecurity, as -was 
the cafe with the Town of Aedfield, within Twenty-two miles of Bo/fon. 
And at that time were lodged therein feveral Garifon Soldiers, betides 
the Inhabitants; yet being billated up Xdown in all quarters of the town; 
could not be gathered together till a great part of the Town was {et on 
fire, and many of the Inhabitants flain; which how it could be effeeted,is 
firange to believe: But moft of thote inland Plantations being over-fun 
with young wood (the Inhabitants being every where apt to engrofs 
more Land into their hands than they were able to fubdue) as if they 
were feated inthe miditof a heapof Bufhes, their Enemies took the 
advantage thereof, and fecretly over-night, conveyed themfelves round - 
about the Town, fome. getting under the fides of the Barns and Fences 
6f their Orchards, as is tuppofed, where they lay hid under that covert; 
till break of day, when they fuddenly tet upon fundry Houles, fhooting 
them that came firft out of their doors, and then fired their Houfes, 
efpecially chofe houfes where the Inhabitants were repaired to Garifons, 
were fit for the purpofe: fome were ‘killed as they attempted to fly to 
their Neighbours for fhelter : fome-were only wounded, and fome taken 
alive and. carried Captives in forne Houfes the Husband’ running away 


with one Child, the Wife with another, of whom che ene was ‘killed, -

The Governor and Council of Plimouth perceiving by the report of 
thefe outrages committed upon the Tovyns of the A4affachufets, that 
they vvere like to be vifited this Spring by their old Neighbours,fent out 
Capt. Pierce of Scituate,about the latter end of Adarch, vith about fifty 


Englifh,and tvventy of their Chriftian Indians about Cape (od,vvho pro- - | 


ved none of his vvorft Soldiers, as the fequel of this his laft expedition 
vvill declare. } : 
Capt. Pierce, as is faid before, being fent out to purfue the Enemy, 


marched tovvards Patuwxit vvhere he under{tood the Jndsans vvere many _ 


‘ 


of them gathered together : he being a man of refolute courage, vvas 
wvilling to engage them, though upon never fo great difadvantage : fome 


fay the Indians by counterfeiting, drilled him into a kindof Ambufh; — 


poffibly more of them difcovered themfelves after he began to engage, 
than he vvas avvare of: and being gotten over the River in purfuit of 
them, vvhere he difcovered fo great a number of them, he drevv dovyn 
tovvards the fide of theRiver, hoping the better by that means to pre- 


vent their furrounding of him; but that proved his overthrovv, vvhich’ 
he intended as his greateft advantage: for the Indians getting over the © 
River, fo galled him from thence, that he vvas not able to defend himfelf — 






thus aflaulted on all fides;& himfelf not being able to travel much a foot, © 


yvas thereby hindred from retiring to any better place in time; fo as 
he faw himfelf conftrained to fight it out to thelaft , which he did with 
moft undaunted Courage, & as is faid,to the flaughter of an hundred and 
forty of his Enemies, before himfelf and his Company were cutoff. It 


js {aid alfo, that being apprehenfive of the danger he was in,by the great 


numbers of the Enemmy,like to overpower him with their multitude,he 
. fent a Meffenger timely enough to Providence, for relief, but (as Solomon 


faith, 4 faithful Meffenger 1% as Snow sn harveft: another 1 as fmoak to 
the eyes and vinegar to the teeth ), whether through floth or Cowardize, 


isnot much material, this meflage was not delivered to them to whom 


it was immediately fent; by accident only fome of Rehoboth underftand-— 


ing of the danger,after the evening-exercile (it being on the Lords day, 
March 26. 1676.) repaired to the place, but then it was too late to 
bring help, unteisit were to beSpectators of the dead Carkafes of their 
friends, and to perform the laft office of love to them. 

Tt is worth the noting, what faithfulnefs and courage fome of the 
Chrittian Indians with the faid Capt. Pierce fhewed in the Fight : one 
of them, “mos by name, after the Captain was fhot in his leg or thigh, 
{o ashe was not able to ftand any longer, would not leavehim, but 
charging his Gun feveral times, fired ftoutly upon the Enemy, yas 

| aw 
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faw that there was no poffibility for him to do any further Socd to 
Capt. Pierce,nor yet to fave himfelf, if he ftayed any longer + therefore 
he uled this policy, perceiving the Enemy had all blacked their faces, he 
alfo ftooping down, pulled ourfome blacking out of a pouch he carried 
with him, difcolouredl his face therewith, and fo making himfelf look as 
like Hobamacko as any of his Enemies: he ran amongft them 2 little while, 
and was taken for’one of themfelves,as if he had been fearching for the 
Englifh, until he had an opportunity to efcape away among the Buthes : 
therein imitating the Cuttle-Fith, which when it is purtued,or indanger, 
cafteth out of its body a thick humor, as black as Ink, through which ic 
pafles-awa rutiken by the purfuer. ne cer 
~~ Ieisreportéd ‘of another’ of thefe Cape Indians (Friends to the En- 
olifh of Plimouth ) that being purfued by one of the Enemies, he be- 
took hithfelf toa great Rock, where he fheltred himfelf for a while, at 
laft perceiving that his Enemy lay ready with his Gun on the other fide, 
to difcharge upon him, as foon as he ftir’d never fo little away from the 


_ place where he flood: in the iffue he thought of this politick Strata- 


gem to fave himfelf, and deftroy his Enemy, (for as Solomon faid of old ; 
Wifdom w better than Weapons of War :) he took a ftick,and hung his Hat 
upon it, and then by degrees gently lifted it up, till he thought it would 
be teen, and fo become a fit mark for the other that watched to take aim 
at him: the other taking it to be his head, fired a Gun,and thot through 
the Hat, which our Chriftian Indian perceiving,boldly held up his head 
and difcharged his own Gun upon the real head, not the hat of his Ad- 
verlary, whereby he fhot him dead upon the place, and fo had liberty to 
march away with the fpoils of his Enemy. ; | 
The like fubtle device was ufed by another of the Cape Indians at the 
fame time, being one of them that went out with Capt. Pierce, for be-

ing in like manner purfued by one of Philip’s Indians,as the former was, 


he nimbly got behind the But-end of a Tree newly turned up by the 
» Loots, which carried a confiderable breadth of the furface of the Farth 


along with it (as is very ufual in thefe parts, where the roots of the 
Trees lie very fleet in the ground) which ftood up above the Indian’s 
height, in form of a large Shield, only it was fomewhat too heavy tobe 


| eafily weilded, or removed: the Enemy-iedian lay with hisGun ready 
to fhoot him down, upon his firft differting his ftation; but a fub- 


tle wit taught our Chriftian Werop a-better device; for boring a little 


hole through this his broad Shield, he difcerned his enemy, who could 
not foeafily difcern him

Ingtances of this nature fhew the fubtilry and dexteroufnefs of thefe - 
Natives, if they were improved in feats of Arms: and poffibly if fome — 
of the Englith had not been too fhye in making ufe of uch of them as 
were well affeéted to their intereft, they need never have fuffered fo 
much from their enemies: it having been found upon late experience, that. 





many of them have proved not only faithful, but very ferviceable and. 


helpful to the Englith ; they ufually proving good Seconds, though they . | 
have not ordinarily confidence enough to make the firft Onfet. 

But to return to the proceeding of the Zadians toward Plimouth : - 

Feb.25, They affaulted Weymouth,and burned feven or eight Houfes & 
Barns there, which Weymouth is a Town lying towards Plimouth Colony. 

March 12. following; They affaulted the houfe of one Mr. Clark in 
Plimouth, ccuelly murthering eleven perfons that belonged to two Fami- 
lies that lodged therein, and then fired the houfe. The cruelty towards . 
thefe perfons was the more remarkable, in that they had often received 
much kindnefs from the faid Clark, \tis the ufual cuftome of fuch Deb- 
tors, toufe them worft, of whom they have taken up much kindnefs up-. 
ontruft beforehand. : 

March 17. Another party of them fell upon Warwick, a place be=  — 
yond Philip’s Land; toward the Narrhaganfet Country where they burnt - 
down to the ground all but a few houtes, left ftanding as a Monument of 
their barbarous fury. The like mifchief was aéted by them upon the 
houfes of the Englifh remaining in the Narrhaganfet Country. 

This 26 of March being the firft day of the Week, as the firft of the 
year after our Fula account, feemed ominous at the firft on fundry ac- 
counts, threatning’a gloomy time, yet proved in the iffue but asa lour- 

ing morning before alightlome day: For befides the burning of Marl- 
borongh,atlealt a great part of it on the fame day a very fad accident 
fell out the fame time at Springfield,as fhall be {pecified hereafter 5 befides 
that which befell Capt. Péerce,which is already related,with whom fell fo 
many of his Soldiers on the fame day alfo: yethad the Enemy no caufe 
to boaft, being forced by the valor of the Englifh,to give fo many of their 
own lives in exchange : fomgfew made their efcape, as is faid by fubtil 


devices: befides the three fo mentioned another by alike fhift,not only 
faved himflf, but helpedan Englifh-man to efcape alfo, whom he ran © 
after with his Hatchet in his hand,as ifhe were about to kill him;where- ~ 
by both of them made a fhift to get away the reft were all loft, | 


(the unfaithfulnefs of the Meflenger being as was intimated balers ;

the caufe of their flaughter)unto a few that hardly efcaped by the advan- 
tage of the bufhes, giving them opportunity to pafS unfeen: yet was it 
confeffed by a Prifoner of the Enemy, taken afterward by the Englifh, 
. that they loft an hundred and forty in that Encounter. And hadnot the 
faid Englith by wading after the enemy over a River, made their amu- 


nition ufelefs, there had not half fo many of them beencut off. From . 


thence they turned back towards Rehoboth near Swanzy, where on 
March 28, they burnt thirty Barns, and near upoa forty dwelling Hou- 
fes,thereby as it were threatning the utter deiolation of that poor Town; 
and fo proceeding on that fide the Country, they burnt the very next 
day about thirty houfes in Providence in the way toward Narrhagan/et. 
But it was now fullfea with Philip his affairs: for foon after, the tide 
of his fucceffes began to turn about the Sea-coaft, which mace. way for 
the falling of the water up higher in the Country. For about this time 
. news came to Boffon that our neighbours and friends of Connetticut 
«Colony hearing of the attempts of the enemy on that fide of the Country, 
-~ fentaparty of their Soldiers, under the Command of Capt. George De- 
nifon, with fome friendly Indians part AZvbegins and Pequods, part Nian- 
ticks belonging to Nimigret a Narrhaganfet Sachem, who never engaged 
in this quarrel againft the Englifh, who in purtuit of the enemy, meet- 
ing with aconfiderable part of them about the Narrhaganfet Couatry, 
killed and took forty and five of them, without the lofs of one of their 
own men. This Vigtory was the more confiderable, in that feveral of the 
chief Captains of the enemy were at this time killed or taken; amongft 
whom was Canonchet (who came down to get feed-corn to plant at 
Squakheag ) he was the chief Sachem of all the Narrhaganfets: the {on of 
Miastonimoh, and the heir of all his fathers pride and infolency, as 
well as of his malice againft the Englifh; a moft perfidious villain, who 
had the laft October been at Baffon, pretending to make a firm peace with 
‘the Englith, but never intending to keep one Articlethereof: There- 
fore as a juft reward of his wickednefs was he adjudged by thofe that 
took him,to die, which was accordingly put in execution at Stonington, 
whither he was carried: There his head being cut off, was carried to 
Hartford: The Mohegins and Pequods that had the honour to take him 


prifoner, having the honour likewife of doing juftice upon him, and that” 


by the prudent advice of the Englifh Commanders, thereby the more 
firmly to engage the faid Indians againft the treacherous Narrhaganfets. 
There are differing reports about the manner of his taking, and by 
whom, whither the Jzdians or the Englifh firft took him; however it

_ The greateft mifchief which after this time was done by the Enemy in 
Plimouth Colony,was by burning of Houfes and Barns,which they might 
eafily do,the Inhabitants in molt of thofe Towns being repaired to Ga- 
rifon-houfes for their greater fecurity: For about the 20th of April, 
fifty of the Enemy burnt about nineteen Houfes and Barns at Scituate, 
but were fo refolutely encountred by a few of the Inhabitants,that they 
were driven away, and thereby prevented from doing of further miti- 
chief. © | eh 
Not long after, AZzy 8, they burnéd about feventeen Houfes and 
Barns in Bridgewater,afmall Town in Plimouth Colony, ten or twelve 
miles on this fide Taunton, butit pleafed God juft at the time todfend a 
Thunder-fhower, which put out the fire, or_elfe it might have prevailed 
much further. ms | | was 
Itis very remarkable,that the Inhabitants of the faid Bridgewater,ne- 
ver yet loft one perfon by the fword of the Enemy, though the Town 
is {citnate within Plimouth Colony; yet have they helped to deftroy many 
of the Enemy. Nove knows either love or hatred by all that » before them in 
things of this nature: nor ought ftanders by that may efcape,think them- 
{elves lefs finners than thofe that fo perifh by the{word of the Enemy = 
Yet about this time four of the Inhabitants of Taunton were killed, as 
they were at their work in the field, whereby itis faid,: thirty Children 
were made Fatherle{s: So unfearchable are the judgments of the Almighty, 
and his ways paft finding ont. ave 
During thefe Calamities, Gods Difpenfations have been very various, 
as wellin reference unto Towns and Villages, as unto perfons : As if 
fome places had been by {peeial providence marked out to prefervation, 
as others unto deftrution ; of which no other reaton cambe-rendred 
according unto man,than the good pleafure of God fo to order and dif- 
“pole of events, which fometimes, as Solomon {ays, areal one tothe good, 
and tothe clean, and tothe unclean. And. 
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And becaufe fpecial notice is taken of the Town of Bridgwater, the 
which although it is feated, asit were, in the midft of danger, and hath 
beén often aflaulted by confiderable numbers of the Enemy, yet never 
loft any one. of their Inhabitants, young or old; a particular account 
_ fhall here be given of the moft remarkable paffages of Divine Proviclence 

relating to that Plantation fince the War began. ‘ 

Fune 26, 1675, when Philip’s malice again the Englith,mixed with 
a particular prejudice againft Governour Winflow, began to boil up to 
the height of an open Rebellion, the people of Swarzy being like to be 
diftrefled by the Indians, a Pott wasinftantly fent to the Governour of. 
- Plimouth, the way lying through Bridgewater,the faid Poft returned the 
next day 3 and about nine or ten of the Clock, ashe paffed through the 
Town, left an Order from the Governour for the raifing of 20 men, well 

armed and furnifhed with Horfes, to-be forthwith difpatched away for 
the relief of Swanzy ; feventeen were all that could be raifed on the fud- 
den,who were fent thither that night; and were the firft that were upon 
their marchin all the Country ; and poffibly they fared not the worle 
for their forwardnefS: as Deborah the Prophetefs, blefled God for them 
that offered themfelves willingly among the Poople: Thefe feventeen of 
Bridgewater were Fane 21, ordered by Capt. Bradford to Metapoifit a. 
place at twelve miles diftance from Swanzy, to ftrengthen the Garifon 
at one Bourn’s Houfe, wherein were feventy perfons, among whom 
were only found fixteen men. After they had marched five miles of their 
way, having Mr. Brown’s Son for their Pilot, they met with fome Swax- 
zy people, newly turned out of their Houfes (by which they were to 
pafs) who having not as yet refitted unto Blood, yet made doleful la- 
mentations, wringing of their hands, and bewailing of'theirlofles, ve- 
ry much alfo perfwading Bridgewater-men to turn back, becaufe of the 
danger; but they having fo clear acall, had alfo more courage than co- 
wardly to defert the caufe of God and his People, left they fhould there- 
by betray the lives of fo many of their friends into the Enemies hands 
and fo by the good hand of God towards them, came fafe to Aetapoifet 
that night, ; 

The next day in the morning, a part of them went to guard Mr. 
Brown their Pilot back to his quarters; in their return they came fud- 
denly upon a party of Indians, about thirty in all, they were within 
fhot one of another, but the Engliffrhaving no Commiffion to fight,till 
they were affaulted, and not being impeached in their paflage, they re- 
turned fafe to their Garifon at Aetaposfet: the Indians pretently draw- 
ing off, and firing three Guns (though not with intent to do them any 

| | hurt; 
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hurt, as. was conceived) gavea fhout, and fo left them, when this party 
of the Englifh drew fear to their Garrifon, they met with a company 
of Carts going to fetch Corn from an houfe deferted:- near by, about:a

The Soldiers at the Garrifon hearing the Guns, made-what hafte they 
could to the place, but being moft of themin that interim gone to look 


‘their Hortes, they could not come time enough to the relief of their 


friends; yet upon their approach, they who had done the mifchief, pre- 
fently fled away: one Jones hard purlued by two Idians, was by their 


coming delivered from the extent of the Enemies cruelty, but having 
received his mortal wound, had only that favour thereby, to die in the - _ 


Arms of his friends, though by the wounds received from his Enemies. 
The next week, fifteen of thofe Soldiers looking after their Horfes, 
fell into an Ambuth of twenty of the Jndians, but being prepared for 
the encounter, they difcharged their Guns upon each other : «but our 
men received no hurt, fome of them felt the wind of the Bullets pafling 


by their faces; what damage the Enemy received is uncertain, yet fome 


ot the Englifh report they found fome of their Enemies dead bodies in 
the place afterward. | , 

Thus were they not only preferved in many perils themfelves, but be- 
came inftrumental alfo for the prefervation of moft of that Garrifon, 


who with their goods by their means, with the help of a fmall party of 


Plimouth Forces fent thither after the fix were killed (as is mentioned 
hefore) were foon after tranfported fafely to Road-I/land. 

Many outrages were that Summer committed upon their Neighbours 
at Taunton and Namaskets yet it pleafed God to prote& this poor Town 
of Bridgewater from any other hurt, tillthe beginning of e/pril next, 
when themfelves with their Neighbours.of Tauaton and Rehoboth, were 
ftrongly folicited to defert their Dwellings, and repair down to the 
Towns by the Sea-fide; but God encouraged them to keep their ftations 


notwithftanding the extream danger then prefented. It is reported. 


that Philip gave order that Taunton and Bridgewater fhould not be de- 
ftroyed till the laft, which is all the favour to be expeéted from an enemy, 
ef but 
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with the Indians 772 New-England. eS 
but thefe things are only in the hands of God, and not to be determi-. 


ned by man, - 

Apr.g. being the Lords-day,A {mall party of the Enemy came down 
upon the faid Bridgewater, burnt an out-houfe and barn, broke up and 
rifled feveral other houfes in the fame quarter of the Town, which are 
notwithitanding yet remaining they {ent out a party of their men to 


purfue themthat night, and many days after, but could not hear of - 


them. 

May 7. the Lords-day alfo (no doubt but the betternefs of the day 
will increafe the badnefs of their deed attempted thereon) they had in- 
telligence of a great body of Indians difperfed that way, with intent to 
have faln upon the Town that very day, but were cafually prevented by 
a great deal of rain that fell the night before: however they were re- 
folved to foreflow no opportunity, wherefore on the next day (May-8.) 
about three hundred of them, one Tifguogen being their chief Leader, 
at eight or nine in the morning made an affault upon the Eaft-end of 
the Town, on the South-fide of the River: many of the Inhabitants 


ftayed at home that morning becaufe of the intelligenee the day before, . 


and fo were the more ready to entertain them; forme that not taking 
that warning ventured into the field abont their occafions, were in 
danger of furprizal, but by the fpecial favour of God efeaped, and 
came time enough to help to defend their own and their neighbours 
dwellings, being fhot at, and hard purfued a confiderable way. 


© The Indians prefently began to fire the Town, but it pleafed God fo

to fpirit and encourage feveral of the Inhabitants, iffuing out of their 
Garrifon-houles;that they fell upon them with great refolution,& beat 
them offjat the fame inftant of time,the Lord of Hofts alfo fighting for 


them-from Heaven,by fending a ftorm of thunder and rain very feafon-- 


ably,which prevented the burning of the houfes which were fired: The 
Soldiers alfo fighting under the banner of Gods fpecial proteGtion 


were fo fuccefsful in repelling the Enemy, that they neither had any of » 


the Inhabitants killed or taken, and but one wounded. The Indians by 


this ftout refiitance,being beaten off to the skirts-of the Town,made a . 


frefh onfet upon another quarter therenf,on the North-fide of the River 


where they had done much more mifchief,but that God ftirred up fun- 


dry of thepeople to venture out of their fortified houfes, who fired upon 
the enemy,and beat them from their d wellings,fo as in the evening they 
drew off to an.out-houfe, 3. miles diftant from the Town: the next day 
the Inhabitants expected another affault,but the enemy having burned 
the houfe & barn where they kept their Rendezyouz over night,& one

houfe more not far diftant, they marched all clear away for that time. 

Thus it pleafed God fo to order his difpenfations, toward this {mall 
Town,as a brand plucked out of the fire, that they did but juft tafte of 
this bitter cup,which others drank deeper ofsy echad they not fuch mer. 
cy, as thefe had, mixed therewith : under God, the courage of the In-: 

habitants was a great means of their prefervation, for they fred fo | 
ftoutly upon the Enemies,that they durft not come very nearany ofthe — 
Garifoned Houfes, faluting them only at a diftance.God was cminent= 7 
ly feen upholding the fpirits of all fortsymen and women, foasnocon- © 
fernation of mind was feen upon any of them, during the whole | 
time of the difpute. | Rice : | : 
‘In this affault they loft but thirteen dwelling-houfes, whereof five — 
only were in the Town (the reft being out-houfes and deferted for the 
prefent) with fome few Barns, and fome of their Cattel s all which 
was a very inconfiderablelofs, in comparifon of what befell otherss, 
and themfelves might have endured, if God had not by his fpecial fa- 
vour prevented. | ae a 

‘Fuly 14,15, Another party of Indians came down upon the — 
North-wett fide of the Town, but with no better fuccels 5 for they had 
no Commillion from the Lord of Hofts to touch any of the perfons of 
the Inhabitants, their power reaching only to the flaying, of their. 
Cattel at this time. : 

Fuly 18, 19520. They fentout parties after the Encmy to purfue 
them by their Track, who fell upon fome of them. On the twentieth 
they took fixteen, whereof two were men; on this day they had to af- 
fift them, it feems fome of the Bay-Indians fent them from Captain 
Brattle ; {ome of the Captives informed, that there were but 70 of 80 
in the Company,and bat ten or twelve men amongft them: but with- | 
in a few days, thefe Bridgewater men fhall find better fuccefs in purfuit ' | 
of their Enemies, when Philip himfelf thall hardly efcape their hands, 
as fhall be feen afterwards. | | 

While one party of the Enemy thus acted their part in and about 
Plimouth Colony, towards the Sea-coaft, other parties of them were not 
idle in the Maffachufets Colony, where they affaulted many places, doing 
what mi(chief they could by firing of Houfes,and killing feveral perfons 
in the Inland Plantations. :

the Meeting-houfe,being the fecond houfe they fired. Soon after, Capt. 
_ Sill was fent witha {mall Party of Dragoons ot 8 Files to fetch off the In- 

habitants of Grotoz, and what was left,from the {poil of the Enemy, ha- 
_ ving under his condué about fixty Carts, being in depth from Front to 
_Reer above two Miles: whena party of Jndians lying in ambufh at a 
_ place of eminent advantage, fired upon the Front,and mortally wounded 
_ two of the vaunt Carriers, who died both the next night; and might 
_ Chad God permitted) have done eminent damage to the whole Body, it 
_ being a full hour before the whole Body could be drawn up, which was 
done with care and Courage’: but the Indians after a few more fhot 
made, without doing harm, retired, and made no further affault upon 
them, being the fame Party of Indians which the day before had burned 
fome part of Chelmsford. Soon after this Village was deferted and de- 
| ftroyed by the Enemy: yet wasita fpecial providence, that though the 
_ Carts were guarded with fo flender a Convoy,yet there was not any con- 
fiderable lets fuftained. | 
The furprizal of Grotow was after this manner. 
On March 2, the Indians came inthe night and rifled eight or nine 
- Houfes, and carried away fome Cattel, and alarmed the Town. : 
|} © On Marchg, about tenin the morning, a parcel of Jzdians (having | 
two days lurked in the Town,and taken poffeffion of three out Houtes, 
and feafted themfelves with corn, divers Swine and Poultrey which they 
there feized ) laid an ambuth for two Carts, which went from their Ga- 
rifon to fetch in fome Hay, attended with four men, two of which efpy- 
ing the Enemy,made a difficult efcape : the other two were fet upon,and 
— one of them flain, ftrip’d naked, his body mangled, and dragged into the 
_ High-way, and laid omhis back in a moft fhameful manner : the other 
taken Captive, and after fentenced to death, but the Enemy not concur- 
ring in the manner of it,execution was deferred ,and he by the providence 
of God efcaped bya bold attempt the night before he was defigned to 
_ flaughter, and fled to the Garifon of Lancaffer,the cattel in both Towns 
- wounded, and five of them flain outright. | 
March 13, was the day when the Enemy came in a full body, by — 
their own account 400, and thought by the Inhabitants to be not many 
fewer, The Town was at that time (having been put into a fright by the 
fad Cataftrophe of Lancaffer the next bordering Town ) gathered in- 
to five Garifons, four of which were fo near together, as to be able 
to command from one tothe other, between which were the cattel be- 
longing to thofe Families driven into Paftures, vvhich afterward pro- 
yed their prefervation; the other was near a mile diftant from the reft.

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~ This morning the Zndians (having in the night placed themfelvves:in fe=’ 
veral parts of the Town ) made their Onfet, which began near the four. 
Garifons: for a body of them having placed themfelves in Ambufcado 
behind a Hill, near one of the Garifons, two of them made difcovery of 
themfelves, as if they had ftood upondifovery, At this time divers of 
the people, nothing fufpeéting any fuch matter (for the day before,ma- 
ny had been upon difcovery many miles, and found no figns of'an Ene- 
my being fo near ) were attending their occafions: fome foddering 
their cattel, fome milking their Cows, of whom the Enemy might eafily. 
have made a feizure, but God prevented ; . they having another defignin 
hand, as foon after appeared : Thefe two Indians were at length efpied, 
and the Alarm givens whereupon the moft of themenin the next Gari- 
fon, and fome alfo of the fecond (which was about eight or nine pole di- 
ftant) drew out and went to furprize thefe two Indians, who kept their 
ftation till our men reached the brow of the Hill, then arofe the ambufh: 
and difcharged a volley upon them, which caufed a diforderly retreat, 
or rather a rout, in which one was flain, and three others wounded: _ 
mean while another ambufh had rifen, and:come upon the backfide of * 7 
the Garifon fo deferted of men, and pulled down the Pallifadoes « The 
Soldiery in this rout, retreated not to their own, but paffed by to the 
next Garifon, the Women and Children mean while expoied to hazard; 
but by the goodnefs of God made a fafe efcape to the other fortified, 
Houfe without any harm, leaving their fubftance to the Enemy, vvho 
made a prey of it, and {pent the refidue of the day in removing the corn - 
and Houfhold-ftuff ( in which lofs five Families were impoverifhed Jand > - 
firing upon the other Garifon: here alfo they took fome Cattel. No - 
fooner was the fignal given by the firft volley of fhot, bur immediately 
_ feveral parts of the Town at once, did the fmoak arife, they firing the: 
oufes, ; | 
In the afternoon they ufed a ftratagem not unlike the other, to have 
{urprized the fingle Garifon, but God prevented, An old Indian, 
paffed along the ftreet with a black fheep on his back, with a flow 
pace, as onedecrepit: They made feveral fhot at him,, but miffed him, 
at which feveral iffued out to have taken himalive 5. but the Watchman 
feafonably efpying an ambufh behind the Houfe, gave the fignal, where- 
by they were prevented. yR 
The night following the Enemy lodged in the Town, fome of them in 
the Garifon they had furprized, but the Body of.them in an adjacent 
valley, vvhere they made themfelves merry after theirdalvage manner. 
The next morning they gave two oF three Volleys at Capt. Parkers 
| Gari- 
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Garifon, and fo marched off,fearing as was thought that fupply might be 


| nigh athand. This affault of theirs was managed with their wonted fub- 


tilty and barbarous cruelty; for they ftrip’d the body of him whom they 
had flain in the firft onfet, and then cutting off his head, fixed it upona 
pole looking towards hisown Land. The corpfe of the man flain the 
week before, they dug up out of his Grave, they cut off his head and one 
leg,and fet them upon poles,and ftrip’d off his winding-fheet. An Infant 
which they found dead in the Houfe firft furprized, they cut. in pieces, 
which afterward they caft to the fwine. There were about forty dwel- 


| ling Houtes burnt at that time, befides other Buildings. This defolation 
) was followed with the breaking up of the Town,and {cattering of the In- 


habitants, and removal of the Candleftick, after it had been there feated 


_ above twelve years. 


Concerning the furprizing of Groton, March.13, There was not any 


_ thing much more material than what is already mentioned, fave only the 
_infolency of Fobn Aonoco, or one-eyed Fobn, the chief Captain of the Jz- 


dians in that defign, who having by a fudden furprizal early in the 
"morning seized upon a Garifon-houte in one end of the Town, continu- 
ed in it, plundering what was there ready at hand, ali that day; and at 


- night did very familiarly in appearance, call to our Captain Parker, that 
_ Was lodged‘in another Garifon-houfe, and entertained a great deal of 


Difcourfe with him, whom he called his-old Neighbour : dilating upon 


_ the caufe of the War, and putting an end toit bya friendly Peace: yet 


oft mixing bitter Sarcafms, with feveral blafphemous {coffs and taunts 


at their praying and worfhipping God in the Meeting-houfe, which he 
_ deridingly faid he had burned, Among other things which he boaft- 


ingly uttered that night, he faid he burnt Medfield ( though it be not 
_ Known whether he was there perfonally prefent or no ), Lancafter, and 





at his pleafure ).with an Halter about his neck, with which he was hang-

_ that now he would burn that Town of Groton, and-the next time he 
would burn Chelmsford, Concord, Water-town, (ambridg, Charlftown, 
| Roxbury, Bofton : adding at latin their Diale&t, What AZe will, Ate do; 
fot much unlike the proud Afyrian (if his power had been equal to his 
pride) fometimes threatned againft Ferufalem, but was by the remark- 
_ able providence of God, fo confounded within a few months after, that 
_ he was bereft of his four hundred and fourfcore (of vvhich he now 


boafted -) and only with a few more Bragadozio’s like himfelf, Sagamore 
Sam, old Fethro, and the Sagamore of Quobaog, vvere taken by the En- 
glifh, and was feen ( not long before the writing of this ) marching to- 
wards the Gallows (through Boftox Streets, which he threatned to burn

ed at the Towns end, September 26, in this prefént year 16:76; So let thine 
Enemies perifo, O Lord, and fuch contempt be poured on all them. that 
open their mouths to blafpheme thy Holy Name.

Things looked witha pretty fad face about thofe parts at this time 
yet, though the Righteous fall {even times, let not their Enemies rejoyces 
for the Righteous {hall rife-again, but their wicked Enemies {hall fall snto 
mifchief, and rife na more. \t was Ebbing-water with New-England at 
this time, anda while after; but God fhall turn the ftream before it be 
long, and bring down their Enemies to lick the duft before them. 

After this, April 17, Captain Sill, being appointed to keep Garifon at 
Groton, fome Indians coming to hunt for Swine, three Indians drew near 
the Garifon-houfe,fuppofing it-to have been deferted, two of them were 


flain by one fingle fhot made by the Captains own hands, and the third © 


by another fhot made from the Garifon. ) | 
The danger which thefe inland Towns were like to be expofed unto 
from the Enemy, after they were driven out of the Narhaganfet Coun- 
try, was forefeen-by the Council of the AZa/fachufets, yea, they had fome 
intimation thereof from-the Enemy themfelves : but they were not well 
able to prevent it, in that unfeafonable time of the year, no vvay fit 
for marching of Soldiers, and tranfporting of Provifions ( the Winter 
then beginning to break up in this Country); for while our Forces were 
up in the Narhaganfet Country inthe Winter, acouple of Chriftian In- 
dians were fent as Spies into the Nipuet and Narhaganfet Countrey, 
through the Woods in the depth of Winter, vvhen the vvays were im- 
paffible for any other fort of people: thefe:two, by name Fames and 
Fob, ordered their bufinefs fo prudently, as that they were admitted into 
thofe Indian-habitations as Friends , and had free liberty of Difcourfe 
with them 5 they vvere at the firft-a little jeatous of them, but by the 
means of One eyed Folx ( a great Captain of the Jvdians, that afterward - 
led them that {poiled Groton, vvho having beena Companion of one of 


the {aid Spies both in Hunting, and in fighting againft the AZohawks for- 


merly; foefteemed of him, that he would not fuffer any of the reft to 
touch:him); they. paffed through all the Izdian Towns lying thirty miles 


diftant from Quobacg, and twenty miles Northward of the Road to Coz- ~ 


netkicut : one of the faid Spies returned about Faz 24, informing thofe 


that fent him, what he obferved, both the number of the Indians | 


(about three hundred in all ), alfo their-feveral Towns, and what pre- 
vifion they had: plenty of Venifon, much Pork-from the English mens 
Hogs which they had taken; they confeffed likewife, that he and fome 
of his Party had killed the Sal a of Nafhaway the laft year, ia is to 
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Rave been done by the Zndians of Marlborough: he told them alfo they in- 
tended to burn Lancafter within three wecks after that time, which ac-. 
cordingly they did much about the fame time : adding moreover, that 
fome Frenchmen were with them at Pocomptucy , encouraging of them to 
go on with their defigns, promifing them afliftance, which made fome 
ready to think the Indians were ftirred up by the French to do all this — 
mifchief, but more of that afterwards: what might be gathered from 
the forefaid premifes is eafie to conceive ; whereupon new Forces with 
as much {peed as the feafon would allow, were raifed and fent up into 
thofe parts, under the command of Major Savage in chief : they were 
difpatched away in the beginning of March, and appointed .to meet 
with {uch as fhould be fent from Connetticut Colony, which they did a- 
bout Quabaog, and fo intended to march direétly up to thofe Ivdian- 
Towns about Watchufet Hill to the Northweft: but the Indians vvere 
ne, and our Forces in the purfuit of them, taking the yvrong path, . 


~ miffed of thems yet ranging through thofe vvoods, they vvere at one 
time fuddenly aflaulted by a fmall party of Indians firing upon them, 


yvounding Mr. Gerfhom Bulkly, by afhotin his Thigh, and killing one of 
their Soldiers, after vvhich,as they marched along,they accidentally fell 
upon-another {mall party of the Enemy, of vvhom they flevv fome, and 
took othersto the number of Sixteen;yet could-not meet vvith the main 


Body of the Enemy vvho it feems had paffed over a great River by Rafts, . 


{> our men could follovv them no further; vwherefore turning dovvn to- 
wards Hadly and Northampton, vvhither it vvas fuppofed the Indians 
intended to pafs, they came very feafonably to the relief of the faid | 
Tovvns, vvhich elfe had been in danger of being loft For, i 
March 14, the Enemy fell upon Northampton, and in three places . 
proke through the Fortification of Pallizadoes, fet up round about the 
Town a little before, for their better fecurity; but the Town being at 
that time full of Soldiers; they were quickly repulfed, after they had 
killed four men and two women, and fired Four or five dwelling-houfes, 
we as many Barns, with: the lofs of many of their lives, as was fup- 
pofed. hi : 
™ ‘While our Forces under Major Savage continued on that fide of the 
Country, afad accident fell out at Springfield, the certainty of which it 
is judged meet here to relate, to prevent miftakes: the matter having 
through a great overfight been otherwife reprefented, than indeed it 
was, not only to the prejudice of Truth, but to the difadvantage of fome 
perfons concerned therein. While the Solciers were quariered a- 
mongft the feveral Towns upon Counetticut River a party of the Troop 
| | were - 
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were quartered ata place belonging to Spriagfield called the Loug-AMea- 


dow, Three miles from the Town below toward Wind/or : feveral of the 


Inhabitants having moft of the Winter kept from the publick meeting on 


the Lords days, for fear of the Enemy, were incouraged to adventure 
tothe Affembly on the 26th of Adarch, riding in the company of the 
Troopers, but having heard of no Indians thereabouts a good while, 
were more fecure than they had caufe; for riding fome of them with 


women behind them,and tome with their Children in their Arms yet not 


fo careful as to keep in the middle, but rather in the Rear,and at a pretty 
diftance ftragling from the reft of-the Company, aparty of Indians ly- 
ing in the Buthesas they rode along, fired upon the hindmoft, and killed 
Two and wounded others: thofe in the Front having allo Women and 
Maids behind fome of them,were at a ftand to know what to do,fearing 
they might expofe thofe Women they had in their company, if they 
fhould ride back ¢ in that winding Road made through a woody place 


for a mile or two together) tolook after them that were behind ; at the | 


jalt, one that came riding up, told the foremoft company there was no 
hurt, and that they were all coming: they that were before, rodeaway 
with all {peed to the end of the Town, where fetting down the Women, 
the Troopers returned back, but too late to recover too poor Women & 
twoChildren,who upon the firkt aflault were thrown off theirHorfes,and 
immediately haled into the Buthes, and through a Swamp on the other 
fide of a fteep Bark, fo as they could not be heard-of all that afternoon, 
nor. the next day, till toward night; although they were diligentl 
fearched after by all the Troopers in and about the Towns At laft when 
they were defcryed juft by a Swamp fide, the cruel wretches endea- 
voured tohave killed them all, but in hafte only wounded them with 
their Hatchets, yet fo as one of the poor creatures recovered ; the o- 
ther with the Children dyed of their wounds before they were brought 
‘home, or within alittle time after. They did not complain of any inci- 
vility toward them while they were in their powers but by the Farewell 
given them at their parting, they found it true by their own experience, 
that the tender mercies of the wicked are cruelty, ‘4 
There hapned no, other matter of moment worthy. the. reporting, 
while our Forces tarryed in thofe parts ; and the Commanders obferv= 
ing that the Enemy was turned back again through the Woods,towards 
the Ma/fachufets Bay, after a months time retired back, yet.could never 
meet with the Enemy in their return through the Woods,...although 
while they were at the Towns aforefaid, they underftood of feveral ate 


tempts made upon Sudbury, Méarlborough,, the moft Part.of which laft —

they deftroyed AZarch 26, which ‘made the Inhabitants forfake their 
| Dwellings, leaving only a few Houfes garifoned with Soldiers, the bet- 
ter to fecure a paflage to the Towns weftward upon (onnetticut River. 
_ The Inhabitants of Sudbury, with the Soldiers under Lieut. Facobs of 
Marlborough fuficiently alarmed by the late mifchief done about thofe | 

_ Towns, refolved to try what work they could make with the Enemy in | 
_ the night; whereupon going forth AZarch 27, toward morning, they 
_ difcerned where the Enemy lay by their fires, (near Three hundred of 
_ them)and that within halfa mile of a. garifon-houfe,near the place where 
_ they had done fo much mifchief the day before. Such was the courage 
_ and refolution of the Englifh, though but Forty in number, Towns-men 
_ and Soldiers, that they adventured to difcharge upon them as they la 
_ by their fires, when it was fo dark that an Jndiaz could hardly be dif: 
cerned from a better man; yet God fo direting they difcharged feveral 

_ times upon them,wounded thirty, fourteen of whom either dyed of their 
| wounds the fame day or foonafter, which had been chief agents in this 
| prefent mifchief againft the Englifh. Such was the fuccefs of this skir- 
mifh, that the Affailants came off without the lofs of one man. . 

After this time the Enemy began to fcatter about in final] Parties,do-. 

ing what mifchief they could about the AZaffachu/ers, killing a man at 
| Weymouth, another at Hingham, as they lay skulking up and down in 
Swamps and holes, to affault any that occafionally looked never fo little 
into the Woods;fometimes alarming the Towns about Baften by difcharg- 
ing guns upon particufr perfons; at Billerica, Braintree, and at Ren- 
tham, neat about which place in the Road to Rehoboth, they affaulted one 
Woodcocks houfe, killed one man, and one of his fons, wounded another, 
-and-burned his fons houfe. eer 
| ‘Notwithftanding the little fuccefS of former attempts, Philip and his 
men have one prize more to play in the ALaffachufets Colony, betore they 
80 off the ftage, and then we thall foon fee their power vifibly decli- 
ning every where, until their final overthrow come upon them. There 
were feveral {mall Parties of them featrered ub and down all over the 
Country, yet the main Body of them was till lurking up and downin 
thofe woods that lye between Brookefiela, ‘Adar lborou th and Connetticut- 
River, Poffibly they had fome hope of driving all the Country before 
them tothe Towns upon the Sea coaft; for having burned the deferted 
houtes at Marlborough, April 17, the next day they tet upon Sudbury 
with all their might, (hoping ’tis like)-to do there, as they had done at 
the Towns nextbeyond it. They did at the firftprevail fo far as to con- 
‘ume feyeral Houfes, and Barns, and kill {everal pertons, Ten or twelve of 
| | the. 
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the Enelifh, thatcame from C oncord.to afitt their. neighbours at Sudbu- 
ry,a Tow n.diftant Five miles from them,at the firft hearing of the Alarms 
who unawares were furprifed near a Garifon houfe, in hopeof getting — 
fome advantage upon a {mall Party of the Enemy that prefented them-. — 
{elves in a Meadow 3a great number of Indians thatlay unfeeninthebu- — 
fhes, fuddenly rofe up, and intercepting the paflage to the Garifon- 

houfe, killed and took them all. aee - gek bapt ena ts ek 

But our forrows and loffes that day,are not yet come to their height ; 
for in the after part of the fame day, that refolute ftout-hearted Sol- 
dier, Capt. Wad/worth (who had not long before, with not above forty 
men, re:cued Lancajter, when it was.in danger to have been all lof at 
once ) being fent from Boffon with fifty Soldiers to relieve Marlbo- 
rough, -havingaarched Five and twenty miles, and then underftanding 
the Enemy was gone through the Woods toward Sudbury: this unwea- 
ried. Company; before ever they had taken any confiderable reft, march- 
ed immediately back toward Sudbury (that lies ten miles nearer Bofton) 
arid being come within a mile of the Town, they efpied a party of | 
Indians not far fromthem, about an hundred, not more, asthey con= - 
ceived, thefe they might eafily deal with, who retiring back a while, 
drew Capt. Wad/worth and hisCompany above a mile into the Woods, 
when on the fuddena great body of the Enemy appeared, about Five 
hundred as wasthought, who.compafling them in round, forced them 
to the top of an hill, where they made very ftout refiftance a confidera-. 
ble while; but the night drawing on, and fome @f the Company begin- 
ning to fcatter from the reft, their.fellows were forced to follow them,fo 
as the Enemy taking the chafe, purfued them on every fide,as they made 
too hafty a retreat, by which accident, being fomuch overpowred by 

‘the Enemies numbers, they were moft of them loft: the Captain him- 
f-lf, with one Captain Brocklebank (a choice {pirited man, much lament- 
ed.by the Town of Rowly to which he belonged) and fome others that | 
fell into his Company as he marched along, fcarce twenty efcaping in all; 
{o as another Captain and his fifty perifhed at that time, of as brave 
Soldiers as any were ever imployed in the prefent fervice. 

“Thus asin former attempts of likenature, too much courage and 
eagernefsin purfuit of the Enemy, hath added another fatal blow to this 
poor Country. 

The fame day another party of the Englifh coming from Brookefieldy’ 
whither they were fent as a Convoy with Provifion for the Garifon, 
were in-danger likewide of falling into the hands of the fame Jnazans; 
yet riding upona good {peed, and keeping their Guns always reagly PRES 
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with the Indians iz New-England. Si. 
fented againft them they met, they never durft fire at them: only three 
or four, having unadviledly firkt difcharged their Guns again{t the Ene- 


_ my, and falling too much in the Reer of their Company, were cut off and 
loft. Itis reported by fome that afterwards efcaped, how they cruelly 
- tortured five or fix of the Ensli(h that night : yet whatever their fuccels 
_ was this day, it was obferved by fome (at that time their Prifoners, and 














| fince releafed’) that they feemed very penfive after they came to their 
| Quarters, fhewing no fuch figns of rejoycing, as they ufually were wont 

_ to doin like cafe; whether for the lofs of fonte 
that days enterprife (faid to be an hundred and twenty), or whether it 
_ were the Devil in whom they trufted that deceived them, and to whom 
| they made their addrefs the day before, by fundry Conjurations of their 


of their own Company in 


Powawes , or whether it were by any dread that the Almighty fent up- 


} on their fpirits, upon their execrable Blafphemies, which tis {aid they 
_ufed in the torturing of fome of their poor Captives (bidding Fefw 


come and deliver them out of their hands from death if he could ) we 
leave asuncertain,though fome have fo reported ; yet {ure it is that after 
this day they never profpered in any attempt they made againft the En- 


_ glith, but were continually fcattered and broken, till they were ina man- 
her’allconfumed. After this time, however they had braved it before, 


they feemed to apprehend that it was farce feafible for them to with- 


_ftand the power of the Englifh, and therefore feemed more inclinable 
_ toa peace, by feveral overtures made by them, if they knew how to have 


brought it about. For during thefe Encounters they were willing to 


-aamit of fome kind of Treaty with the Englith, about the releafing of 
| fundry of their Captives, which they took at Lancafler in February \akt, 


and elfewhere : To that end, fundry attempts were made by help of fe- 


veral of the Praying-Indians (as they ufe to be called) about the redem- 
ption of fome of the Women and Children, which were at that time in 
their poffeffion,and by degrees fomething was effeéted that way;poflibly 
their own prefent fufterings and wants that were upon them, might in- 


| duce them thereunto: For by this time the Spring of the year came 


on, their provifion wasall {pent, and they forced to live vvholly upon 
| Ground-nuts, and upon the fleth of the Englifh creatures, both Horfe 
| and Neat-cattel,which they daily plundered. The Ground-nuts running 








up to feed in the Summer, began to grow fo fticky, as they were fcarce 
-catable; the flefh alfo of the Englith Cattel proving unwholfom for their 
Bodies, filling them withfundry difeafes, 
much Horfe fleth, complained that he had before eaten Horley and now 
| Horte began to eatihim, meanin gfome deadly difeafe growing upon his 
\ M 


One of them having’ eaten 


eating 
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eating fuch rank flefh unwholfom for their Bodies, efpecially vvithout 
falt, as their ufual manner is. The Fifhing-feafon alfo began now to” 
come in, wherein they ufé to take abundance of all forts, vvith which’ — 
thofe great Rivers up the Country are abundantly ftored’: they ule to 

take thereof, and drying it in the fmoak, make provifton thereof forthe ~ 
sreateft part of the year 5 and if the War continued, they couldnot but. — 
fee they fhould utterly be cut off therefrom; and that if the planting fea- 
fon alfo were loft, they fhould bein great want of Summer-fruits, fe. 

"Beans and Squafhes ( befides theit corn) with which they were vvont to’ 
live allthe latter part of the Summer, Upon all confiderations, they 
{eemed pretty inclinable to hearken toa peace, though fome vvere apt } 
“to think they would never have kept it further than would ftand with —

A perfon formerly acquainted with the Indians about Lancafter, did 
adventure upon the forementioned overtures, to go among{t them to : 
try ifhe could not prevail with them for the redemption of theMinifters 
Wife, taken Captive in February Jaft from Lancaftersand through the fa- 
vour of him who having the hearts of all in his hand, inelinestthemas he 
pleafes, obtained the defired end upon an inconfiderable fum, which gave 
encouragement to the Council to fend two Meflengers on the like Er- 
rand the fame week to procure thé redemption of others, not without 
fuccefs: The former, viz. Mrs. Rowlandjon being brought to Boffon —

About this time Letters were fent down from Connetticut Colony, in= 
forming the General Court then affembled at Bofton, that fome of the — 
Mohaw'es (a fortof fierce and falvage Indians, yet mortal Enemies to 
thefe we were at Wars withal ): had fallen upon forme of Philips Patty, 
and.deftceyedinany.of thea: likewife that many of them were deftroy- 
ed by Fevetsand Fluxes, wvith other diftempers falling amongft them, 
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- which was fome reviving to our hopes, that the foot of our Enemy 
 fhould fide in due time, and that deftruétion was. haftning upon them, 
though fill they were permitted to do milchief in fundry. particular 
places of the Country, which mut be minded as we pa{s along. 
. Thofe Jndsans that were our profeffed Enemies, after. they had been 
beaten out of the Narhaganfet (Country, Febr. 1, tarried a while at Wz- 
Mimazeag, a place two days journey north of Quwabaog,where they divi- 
ded themfelves into two Companies: one of them tarried on that fide 
the Country, the other made towards Pl:mouth Colony, taking Adedfield

__Befides what is already mentioned, on J4ay 11, A-party of them 
affaulted the Town of Plimouth, burnt eleven Houfes and five Barns be- 
longing thereunto : on the other fide, a fmall party of the Englith feout- 
ing about inpurluit of the Indians, fell upona Party of them that lay 
‘waiting in ambufh ; but being difcerned by an Judean in the Company of 
our men that gave timely notice,our Soldiers.had an opportunity there- 
by to make the firft {hot, and thereby not only prevented a mifchief to 
themfel ves, but killed alfo fome of the Enemy ( one-of whom was obfer- 
ved to be of more note than his fellows by his. attire ) the reft fled away 
_ from them that purfued,though but afmall company ; fo that there were 
daily reciprocal aéts of hoftility in thofe parts. | 
Within a few days after this, feven Houfes aad two Barns more were 
burnt by the Enemy in and about Plmouth : vvho. did the like mifchief 
about the fame time to the remaining Houfes of Namasket or Middle- 
borough.

At Chelmsford, the laid Wame/(it Indians, about March 18, before, fell 
upon fome Houfes on the North tide of the River, burnt down three or 
four that belonged to the Family of EdwardColburn: the faid Colburn, 
with Samuel Varnham his Neighbour, being purfued, as they paffed over 
the River tolook after their Cattel on that fide of the River and ma- 
king feveral fhots againftthem, who returned the like again upon the 
faid Indiaus (judged to be about forty) what fuccefs they had upon the 
Enemy, was beft known to themfelves; but two of Varnbams fons were 
flain by the Enemies fhot,before they could recover the other fide of the 
River. April 15, alfo were 14 dr 15 Houles burnt there. | 

Not long before this, Feb. 1.1675, Tho. Eames, that kept a Farm at 
Sudbury, whofe dwelling was three or four'miles out of the Town, had 
his Houfe affaulted and fired 5 his Wife killed, and his Children carried 
Captive among the Indians, 

Alfo two men were killed at a Farm about Concord, Ifzac and Facob 
Shepard by name, about the middle of February, anda young maid that 
was fet to watch upon @in Hill, of about 15 years of ase, was carried 
Captive ; who ftrangely efcaped away upon an horfe that the Jndians had 


taken from Lancafler-a little before. In the like ftrange manner did one - 


of Eames his children efcape away about AZay 3, laft, travelling thirty 


wifes alone in the Woods without any:relief, till he came toan Englith 


Town. Eames his Houfe was affaulted when himfelf was from home, by 


an Indian called Netus ( not long after flain at ALarlborough) which had 


been familiar with the Englith, wich nine or ten more of his company, as 
perfidious and barbarous as himfelf: They burned ail the dwellings that 
belonged to the Farm, Corn,Hay and Cattel, befides the dwelling-houfe,

Many fuch like remarhable inftances of fpecial Providences might 
| be 
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be mentioned, if it were convenient to infert fuch particular paffages 


into the general Narrative of the late troubles from our barbarous 


Enemies. © : 

On May 3, aparty of them killed aman at Haverhill, upon the edge 
of Merrimack River, and pafling over the laid River to Bradford, 
fcoiled another Family ; killing one Tomas Kemball,’ and carrying 
his Wife and Five Children Captive Forty miles -up into the Woods al- 
though it was queftioned whether: this laft mifchief were done by any 
of Philip’s party, but rather by fome that belonged to the Eaftward 
Indians, of which there may be occafion (God willing) to ipeak more 
afterward. - | | ae 

For the fuppreffing of thefe infolencies, feveral Companies of frefh 
Soldiers,. both Horfe and Foot, were raifed in the AZaffachnfets, by the 
Governor and Council of that Colony; and fent out to tupprets the 
common Enemy ; the Foot under the command of Capt. S#l, Capt. (ne- 
ler, Capt. Holbrook; the Horfe under the Command of Capt. Brattle, 
Capt. Prentice, Capt. Henchman, Commandersin chief: thete feveral 
Companies modelled as aforefaid, were fent out April 27. 1676, to 
range the Woods towards Haffanamefit. | 

Upon May 6, they met with a confiderable party of the Enemy =. 
they were firft difcovered by the Matick Scouts purfuing a Bearzand at the 
firftnot difcerning that the Natick Indian Scouts belonged to our men, 
it gave fome advantage to our Forces; our Horfemen falling upon them 
before they were all‘aware, killed-and took of the Enemy about Six- 
teen, which they took notice of at the prefent, although it was con‘effed 
by the Enemy, that they loft Twenty that encounter. It was report- 
ed that the founding of a Trumpet without order, did much hurt; but 
the Commander in chief affirmeth, that it was no difadvantage to the 
fervice in hand, it neither being heard by our own Foot, nor yet by the 
Enemy. If any error was committed by the Englifh Companies, it was 
in that the Horfe did not timely enough draw down from the top 
of the Hill, whereby they came to be difcovered by the Enemy ; 
who thereupon made the more hafte to efcape: However it was no 


| ‘finall lofs to the Enemy, fome of’the flain being known to be con- 


fiderable perfons; and it ftruck fuch a terror into them, that they 
never durft face our men aftervvards; for although after our men 
retutned to their Quarters at Medfield, they favy Tvvo hundred fires 
in the night, yet they could never come near them again to fight any 
company of them: but the feafon proving rainy, hindred any further 
purfuit of themat that time. And foon after this, the Soldiers being

. Some fcattering parties were skulking about Springfield, and. thofe 
lower Towns, upon a fmall number of whom Capt. Holsoke (newly cho- 
den Captain of Springfield in the room of his father lately deceafed)hand- 
felled his office early inthe Spring: for having notice of ome of them 
in thofe woods,he marched after them with ten or twelve refolute young 
men, and. waiting his opportunity, furprized them near the great Ri- 
ver, {o as Two or three of them were left dead upon the place, another 
mortally wounded, got onto an Ifland in the River, where it was con- 
cluded he took his laft,nights lodging... The other being forely wound-

of them creeping for fhelter under the banks of the great River, were 
efpyed by our men and killed with their Swords 5 Capt. Holioke killing 


Five, young and old, with his own hands fromunder-a bank. When the © 


Indians were firft awakened with the thunder of their Guns, they cried 
out Mohawks, Adohawks, asif their own native enemies had been upon 
them ; but the dawning of the light, foon notified their error, though it 
could not prevent thedanger. aie oe 

Such as.came back, fpake fparingly of the number of the flain; fome 
fay there could not inreafon be lefs then Two or. three hundred of them 
that muft neéceffarily perifh in the midft of fo many inftruments of de- 
ftruétion managed againft them with fuch difadvantages to themfelves. 
Some of their prifoners afterwards owned that they loft above’ three 
hundred in that Camizado, fome whereof were principal men, Sachims, 
and fome of their beft fighting men that were left, which made the vi- 
tory more confiderable than elfeit would have beens nor did they feem 
ever to have recovered themfelves after this defeat, but their ruine 
immediately fell upon it. Yet fuch was the awful. hand of Providence, 
in the clofe of this victory, mixing much bitter with the tweet, that it 


might well be called a coftly victory to the Conquerors, that fono flefh 


fhould glory in it felf. | . 
~The Indians that lay {cattering on both fides of the River, after they 
recovered themfelves, and difcovered the fmall number of them that 
affailed them, turned head upon the Englifhy who in their retreat 
werea little difordered, for want of the help of the eldeft Captain, that 
was fo enfeebled: by ficknefs: before he fet out, that he wasno way able 
for want of bodily ftrength (not any.way défective for want of skill or 
courage)’ to affift or direét in making the retreat: For fome of the E- 
nemy fell upomthe Guards that kept the'Hortes, others purfued them 
invthe Reer,  fo.asrour men fuftained |pretty;much damage. as they 
retired, miffing after their return Thirty eight of their men: And if 
Capt: Holioke had not played the man\at/a more than ordinary rate, 
fometimesin the Front, fometimes ifithe Flank and Reer, at all times en- 
couraging the Soldiers,;it:might have proved ai fatal.bufinefs to the af- 
failantso. The faidCapt: J olsokes Horle was.fhot down under him, and 
himfelf ready to'be aGaulted by many.of thedndians,., juft-coming upon 
him; but difcharging bis Piftols. upon. one or two of them, whom he 
| pre- 
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prefently difpatched ; and another Friend coming up to his refcue,he was 


_ faved, and fo carried off the Soldiers without any further lofs. 


It is confidently reported by fome that were there prefent at this En- 
gagement, that one told above an hundred Indians left dead upon the 
place; and another affirmed, that he told near an hundred and forty 
{wimming.down the Falls, none of which were oblerved to get alive to 


— fhore, fave one. 


The lofs that befell our menin the retreat, was occafioned principally 
by the bodily weaknefs of Capt. Turner, unable to manage his charge any 
longer ; yet fome fay they wanted powder, which forced them to retire 
as faft as they could by Capt. Turzers order. | 

It is faid alfo by one prefent at the fight, that feven or eight in the 


- Reer of the Englith, through hafte mifled their way, and were never

— courage of their Neighbours at Hadly, that twenty five refolute young 
~ men ventured over the River, to relieve Hatfield in this deftrefs, yvho 
_ charged the enemy with fuch an undaunted courage and refolution (Az- 


daces fortuna juvat) that they beat down five or fix at the firtt thot they 
made; fo making way through the thickeft of their Enemies that lay 
ready to take aim at them behind every Treeas they paffed by; yet they 
elcaped all their thot till they came within alittle of the Town they came 
to relieve, where they loft five of their twenty five. 

The Enemy was fo amazed at the refolution of our men, being but fo 
{mall an handfull, that they fled immediately from the Town > having 
loft twenty five of their men in the Enterprize. 

The Council of the Maffachufets,gathering by thefe proceedings of the 


| Indians, that their defire of peace was only to gain time, Ordered that 








- the forces raifed before Apr.27,and for a time releafed,fhould be haftned 


out again to range the Woods towards Hadly,and thofe parts; made an 


“agreement with Hartford Colony, to fend Forces from thence to meet 
them about Brookefield, and {fo to fcour along on both fides Conneéthicut 
River, to diftrefs the Enemy what they could, and keep them from fith-

ing in thofe waters, their hope of planting being now almoft over. 
“Fo this end about AZay 30. 1676, the Forces under Capt. Henchman 
were called together again,and fent to Brookefield to meet with thofe ex- 
pected from Hartford Colony : In the way,ours by the direétion of Tom 
Donblet ¢ 2 Natick, Indian, who wasa little before employed in the re- 
demption of Captives) following tratts of Indians, came upon aparty-of — 
the Enemy, fifhing in Wefhacom Ponds toward Lancaffer, of whom they 
killed 7, and took 29, moft women and children; yet belonging to con- 
fiderable Perfons, it made the fuccefs the more to be valued. Our Forces 
being by this means retarded, could not meet with thofe of Connetticut 
at Brookefield;, but followed them the week after, having firft returned 
from We{hacom to Marlborough to fupply themtelves with ammunition , 
and fo marched direétly towards Hadly, where they met with ( onnetit 
cut Forces , and from thence according to mutual agreement,ours march- 
edon the ealt-fide of the River, and Connetticut Forces on the Welt, up 
toward Squakbeag, coming to Deerfield,and the great Falls thereabouts, 
they fent up their Scouts 5 but not hearing of the Enemy, they marched 
upnohigher, being in no good capacity to have gone further if there 
had been occafion, by reafon of a tediousftorm of Rain, which occaficn- 
ed much damage in their Ammunition and Provifion. While our Forces - 
lay about Deerfield, fome of our Soldiers ranging,lighted upon the Body 
~ of Capt. Turner about Greens River, in palling of which ftream he was 
fuppofed to have received his mortal wounds. 

While our Forces continued thereabouts, they did the Enemy fome - 
little fpoil in feizing much of th ir Fifh, and goods ftollen from the En- 
glifh, and hid in their barns under sround ; conjecturing allo that they 
found 4.or s places yvhere fome of the Engtith had been tortured to 
death by cruel burning, after they had been faftned between ftakes fet in» 
the ground : but not meeting with any of the Enemy, they all haftned 
homewards, conceiving that having been forced from their Quarters in 
thofe parts,they were drawn down lower towards the Englifh Plantati- 
ons eattward,viz. Plimouth and the Maffachufets. What fucceis Capt. 
Henchman’s Forceshad in their retiring homeward, and what they ob- 
ferved of the motion of the Indians, take in the words of his own Letter, 
Pune 30----Our Scouts brought intelligence, that all the \nc\ians were 12 a 
continual motion,fome toward Narhagan(et,others toward Watchotet, {hift- 
ing gradually and taking up each others Quarters, and lay not above a night 
in a place. They 277 ditto, brought in two Squaws, 4 boy and a gerl, giving 
acconnt of fue flain. Yeflerday, they brought in an old fellow brother toa 
Sachim, fie Squaws and children, having killed five men, and wounded o- 
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thers, if not killed them, as they fuppofed by the blood found in the way, aud | 
an Hat {hot through. Thefe, and the other inform,that Philip and the Nar- 
haganfets were gone feveral days hefore to their own places, Philips purpo/e 
being to do what mifchief he couldtothe Englifh. By advice, I drew out a 
commanded Party under the conduct of Capt. Sill, viz. fixteen Files of En- 
glifh, all my Troop, and the Indians, excepting one File, being all we could 
make provifion for + for what with the falling {hort of the Bread promifed vs, 
anda great deal of that we bad proving mouldy,the reft of the Forces had but 
one Busket aman to bring them to this place : This party were ordered toward 
_ Watchufet, and fo to Nathaway and the Wathakem Ponds, where we - 
have noticelndians were, and fo toreturn unto this place: where by your 
_ EXonours Letter that came to me yefterday morning, I under flood that pro- 
 wvifion was ordered for us, and which we found to our Great relief , 
laft night, coming lather weary and hungry. The commanded Party we 
left at Quonfiquomon, where they intended to flay a while for the laf Scouts 
we fent out: Eleven Prifoners we had in all, two of the oldeft by counfel 
we put to death, the other nine the Commiffary 1 ordered to convey to Bo- 
fton, with the Baggage, Horfes, and fome of their attendants not fit for the

It appears plainly by the contents of the faid Letter, as well as by ma- 
ny other teftimonies, that about this time the Jxdians our Enemies, who 
hitherto had been linked together as Brethren in iniquity and cruelty, 
were now ftrangely divided and feparated the one from the other : fome 
impute it to an affault made upon them by the AZohawkes, who falling 

— upon Philip with the Inland-indians, flew about fifty of them :. where- 
_ upon they of Philips Company refolved to return to their own Countr Y> 
_ and do what mifchief they could to the Englifh thereabouts: This was 
reported by an Indian brought to Scaconk, Fune 29. 1076, taken at Pro- 

_ vidence, Others are ready to think, that it was upon fome quarrel 
amongft themfelves, occafioned by an evil fpirit fent from God upon 
them, that thereby they might, being feattered,the more eafily be taken 
and ruined by the Englifh, now that the time of vengeance wascome, 
when they fhall be called to an account for all their former outrages and 
cruelties: for now is the fnare haftning upon them, wherein they fhall 
be hampered in their own devices, fo to be taken and deftroyed : it can- 

_ not but be acknowledged as a very remarkable Providence, that Capt. 
~ Henchman in his late expedition to Hadly, killed and took about eighty 
four of the Enemy, without the lofs of any one of his ownmen: the

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| : like favourable fuccefshapned to Major Talcot, in his paflage from LVor- 
wich to Quabaog, as was {aid before, and foon after his return, oly 
But by that time our Forces were returned home as far as Sudbury , 
they were ordered upon the folicitation of the Governour of Plimouth, 
two Companies of themat leaft,to march away immediately to Dedham, 
and fo to Scaconk or Reboboth,to join with Major Bradford in the purfuit. 
of Philip, who asit feems with many hundreds of his barbarous Follow- 
ers were fallen upon the Englifh Plantations thereabouts, and whither al- 
{o alittle before, Capt. Brattle with a Troop of Horfe, and Capt.Afofely 
with a Foot-Company were fent up from Boffoz to purfue after them, 
now flocking in great numbers into thofe Woods; there was at this 
time no {mall hope of furprizing Philip: feveral reports being brought 
that he was feen in this and that place, not with above twenty or thirty 
men attending.on him: but his time was not yetfully come, nor had 
he as yet fully accomplithed all that mifchief he was like to be fuffer- 
ed todo: For upon Fuly rf, 1676, a party of his Indians committed 
an horrid and barbarous Murder upon Mr. Hezekiah Weller in Swanzy, 
an hopeful Young Gentleman as any in thofe parts, they uted fre- 
quently to keep a Sentinel on the top of their Houle, from a Watch- 
houfe built theceon, whence they could difcover any Indians before they 
came near the Houle; but not hearing of the Enemy in thofe parts for 
a confiderable time, that neceflary piece of circumfpeCtion was omit- 
ted thatday, whereby that deferving perfon was betrayed into their 
cruel hands: for withina quarter of an hour after he went out of his 
,  owndoors, within fight of his Houfe, he was {hot at by three of them 
atonce, from every one of whom he received a mortal wound ; they 
after their barbarous manner took off his head, and carried it away with 
them ( which yet was foon after recovered ) leaving the Trunk of his 
body behind, asa fad monument of their inhumane cruelty ; the fame 
Indians, not being above thirty in number, took away a Wegro belong- 
.. ing to the fame Family, who being faithful to his Mafters, and the Coun- 
“tries intereft, ventured his life to make his-efcape, which was the pre-_ 
{ervation of many others; for the faid Negro being a little acquainted | 
with their Language, difcovered to the Englifh after his efcape, Philips 
purpofe to feize fuch and fuch places: in the firft place to aflault Tana- 
ton, which in probability had been in great danger , if. their treache-.j 
rous plots and purpofes had not fe wonderfully been made known be- 4 
forehand. The faid Megro affirmed, that there wasnear a thoufand of - 
them: for he obferved, that although they had killed twenty head of 
Neat Cattle over night, yet there was not any part of them left the 
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next day at Eight of the Clock in the morning. By this {pecial Provi- 
dence the Enemy was defeated of their purpofe, and never after had any 
opportunity of doing any confiderable damage to the Englifh in that _ 
part of the Country. Soas after this day we: may truly date the time 
of our Deliverance, and beginning of Revenges upon the Enemy : Now 
is their own turncome, whenit fhall be done unto them, as they have © 
fervedus: They that before led others into Captivity, muft themfelves 
henceforth go into Captivity: And they that killed with the Sword,muft 
| -themfelves be killed with the Sword,: as in the Sequel of the Narrative 
will abundantly be manifeft ,; The Hiftory of which, before we fhall any 
farther purfue,we mutta little while wait upon our Friends,(thole Forces 
fent from Connetticut) in their return back into their own Colony,which 
before it bedone, fome things fhould be premifed concerning the occa- 
~ fion of their coming, and the Succels that did attend them in their march 
thither. : 
_ Our Friends and Brethren of that Colony, although they had never 
aually felt half of thofe miferies that befell the people of the other 
two, yet never denyed their Affiftance to the fupprefling of the com- 
mon Enemy, yea, fometimes they did afford it before it was exprefly de- 
fired ; according to the Tenor of the Articles of Confederation, and 
Rules of common prudence;confidering that if the fire of this War were 
not timely extinguifhed, it would endanger their own Fabrick: There- 
fore according to Agreement,the Councel of that Colony ordered their 
fuccefsful Commander Major Ta/cot to meet with our Forces at Brooke’ 
field, or Quabaog in order to the purfuing of the Enemy in thofe parts: 
In the way as they were from Norwich marching thither, Divine Provi- 
dence {fo far fmiled upon the Enterprize, as to give them an opportunity 
to furprize Fifty one of the Enemy, of whom Nineteen were flain, with= 
out the lofsof any one of theit own Company, which could not but 
much enhanfe the price of the victory tothe Conquerors, _ 

The like fuccefs had their Friends which they left behind (the Vo- 
lunteers gathered out of the Three Towns by theSea fide, New- London, 
Stonington, and Norwich ) and who were fome. of them releafed by 
Major Talcot, whenhe firft began his March, that they might the bet- 
ter in the abfence of the Army, guard their own Tovvns : for before the 
return of the Forces under Major Taleot, to that fide of the Country, 
they had made tvvo Expeditions againft their Enemies the Narbaganfets, 
thatvvere fculking up and dovyn on that fide of the Country; In one 
of vvhich they killed and took above Thirty, the moft.of vyhich being 
men, are faid to have been flain by them. | 
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In the other about Forty five, the moft of which probably were wo- 
men and Chifdren, but ‘being allyoune Serpents‘of the fame brood, the 

fubduing or taking fo many, ought tobe acknowledged as another fig- 
nal victory, and pledg of Divine favour to the Englifh. But to return, 
it was not without'the {pecial direétion of Providence that thofe Hart- 
fard Forces were fent to thofe Weftern Towns a week before thofe of the 
Mafjachu/ets could get thither;for otherwife one or more ofthofeTowns — 
might have been loft; feeing that on the Twelfth of Fuse, foon after, — 
if not the next day, after they arrived there, the Enemy, as if refolved 
to try the utmoft of their power,violently affaulted the Town of Hadly, 
with a body of about Seven hundred men,at five or fix in the morning, lay- 
ing an Ambuth at oncend of the Town, while the greater part of them. 
were alarming the other : Butthe ( onnetlicut Forces being at that time 
quartered in the Towns thereabouts, ( who were Englifh, and friendly 
Indians, Pequods, and Mohegins, about Five hundred in all) that were 
ready at hand, befides thefe that had been quartered there ever fince 
March, (who had been left by Major Savage when he left thofe parts, 
under the Command and Charge of Captain Turzer, flain at the great 
Falls, as is noted before, but fince commanded by Captain Swazi). 
'Thefe by their joynt and ready refiftance, wherein the Fence of Palli- 
zadoes furrounding the Town, was no little advantage, gave the Indians 
fuch a {mart Repulfe, that they found the place too hot for them to a- 
bide it. For the Soldiers or Towns-men within, firing a piece of Ord- 
nance, it fo affrighted the Salvages, or a party of them, againft whom it 
was difcharged, that although they had juft before furprized,and poffef- 
fed an Houte at the Northend of the Town, if Information miftake not, 
yet they inftantly fled, leaving fome of their dead upon the place ; Nor 
did they any confiderable mifchief with all their numbers, fave firing a 
Barn about that end of the Town, and flaying Two or three of the Sol- 
diers, or_too daring Inhabitants, who would againft exprefs order ad- 
venture to go without the Fortification. | 
It was accounted by fome, that wereprefent near the time of that 

Affault, a great over-fight, that having fo fair an opportunity to chafe 
the Enemy upon fo confiderable advantage, it was let flip,and not impro- 
ved: For Conneticut Soldiers being all, or-moft of them furnifhed with 
Horfes,they might have been foon overtaken,and many of them deftroy- — 
ed; but God hid it from their eyes: The Commander in chict, it is 
faid, quartered at one of the Towns on the Wek fide of the River, and 
didnot apprehend the advantage, till the Seafon was over. Nor was 
any fuch thing as an Affault expected from the Enemy, fo early in the 
| morning 5 
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~ morning ; it being a general obfervation heretofore, that they feldom, 
or never ufed to make any Attempt in the night time ; part of which 
~ could not but be improved in way of preparation for fuch a defign. 

But the Lord of Hofts who is wife in Counfel, and wonderful in work- 
_ ing, would find fome other way to deftroy our Enemies, wherein the 
_ hand of his Providence, fhould more remarkably be feen, that fo no fle(h 
fhould glory in its own wifdom or ftrength, but that Salvation might ap- 
pear to befrom the Lord alone. The reft of this Month was {pent with- 
- out any other matter of moment happening therein. 

_— The Governor and Council of the ALaffacufers, taking into ferious 
— confideration, the many merciful Occurrents that had been returned up- 
onus, notwithftanding the mixing of many difpenfations of a contrary 
nature, accounted themfelves bound to make fome publick acknowledg- 
ment thereof, to him whofe Name alone is worthy tobe praifed. The 
29th of that Month of Fue, wastet a partas aday of publick Thankt: 
giving to God, who had remembred his people thus in their low Eftate. 
And that matter of Thankfgiving might not be wanting at the day ap- 
pointed, the very day before were moft of our Englith Captives brought 
back from the Jzdéans, and many more foon after, to the number of. 
Sixteen, whole mouths might then well be filled with Laughter, and 
their Tongues with finging, both of themfelves, and all that were any 
ways concerned in their welfare. 

Andas this day appointed for folemn and publick Thankfgiving, was 
ufhered in by feveral {pecial mercies, {0 alfo was it followed with many 
) remarkable benefits. 

_ For befides the preferving the Town of Northampton, March the 
14th, and Hadly, Fune the 12th, by the opportune fending of our 
Forces the very night before they were Affaulted - The faving the peo- 
) Ple of Atarlborough from being cut off, was very obfervable, when A/. 
) Graves by his occafional going from the Sermon, being forced thereunto 
) by the extremity of the Tooth-Ach, AZzrch 26, difcovered the Indians 
J ready to Affault the Town, and the people might have been cut 
| off, had not that Accident Intervened. It is certain, that after the end 
of this Month, the power of the Enemy began every where to fail; for 
|the Body of the Enemy, that had lurked about (Connecticut River all this 
Spring, being vifited with fundry difeatés, difappointed of their fifhing 
jand put by their planting, began to fall at variance amongft themfelves 3 
ithe Hadly and Pocumtuck Indians quarrelling with Philip for fetching 
iall this mifchief about, and occafioning the Englith and them to fall out, 
with whom they had always good correfpondence, and Itved lovingly 
together, 
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togethers, but now they were like to be ruined by the War. This quar- 


: 


rel proceeded to that height, that from that time forward, thofe feveral 
Indians that had for fo long time been combined together,retolved now 
‘to part, and every one to fhift for themfelves, and return to their own 
homes: Philip to Mount-hope, and the Narhaganfets to their own 
Country again : the Wspuets and the River-Indians, bending their courfe . 
fome Weftward,others Northward towards Pennicookupon Aferrimack, 
intending to fhift for rhemfelves as well as they could for the future , all 
which is like to be the real ‘and true ftate of the Cafe with the Zad:ans 
which were our Enemies: for the next News we heard of Philip, was, 
that he was gotten back to AZount- ope, now like to become AZount- 
Mifery unto him, and his Vagabond Crew, and that his Friends and Al- 
lies, that had hitherto ftood as Neutets, waiting only which way the 
Scale of Succefs and Victory would turn, began now fo fue for mercy 
at the hands of the Englifh: The Maffachufets Government having 
paderftood fomething of this nature, put forth a Declaration,that what- 
foever Indians thould within Fourteen days next enfuing come in to the 
Englith, might hope for mercy. | : 
Amongft fundry that came in,there was one named Faves the Printer, 
the Superadded Title diftinguifhing him from others of that name: who 
beinga notorious Apoftate, that had learned fo much of the Englifh, as 
not only to read and write, but had attained likewife fome skill in Print- 
ing, and might have attained more, (had he not like a falfe Villain ran 
away from his Mafter before his time was out) he having feen and read 
rhe {aid Declaration of the Englifh, did venture himfelf upon the Faith 
thereof, and came to fue for his Life ; he affirmed, with others that came 
along with him, that more Indians had dyed fince this War began of 
difeafes ( {uch as at other times they ufed not to’be acquainted withal ) 
than by the Sword of the Englifh. | 7 | 
Not long after many of them came and offered themfelves, to the 
number of near’fwo hundred, Men, Women, and Children; and many 
‘more would have done thelike, but their Confeiou[nefs of guilt made 
them conclude, that their cruelties and barbarous Murthers could ne- 
ver be forgiven by the Englifh. 
But what Occurrents happened next fhall be declared in their order 
About the end of Zane News was brought to Bofton, that Philip with a 
{mall party-of his men,lurked about Swanzy or Rehoboth, & that he might 
eafily be taken,an Jvdian offering to bring them to the place where ther 
might find him, whereupon Soldiers was inftantly fent away from Bojron 
who {pent fome time in fearching ail the woods on that fide theCountry 
| “bu 
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but at laft were forced to return, having miffed of what they aimed at. 
Plimouth Colony likewife fent out Soldiers upon the fame account un- 


der Major Bradford, who by the help of fome Indians of Cape Cod, 
_ always true to the Englifh intereft, not only efcaped an Ambuth laid for 





them, whereby moft of them might have been cut off, but flew many of © 


_ thofe that laid wait for them, without any lofs to themfelves: yea fur- 
ther, a Squaw Sachim of Sakoner, one of Philips Allies, having firft fent 
_ three Meffengers to the Governour of Plimonth to fie for life and liber- 
ty, promifing tubmi:tion to their Government on that condition; but 
-underftanding the Plimouth Forces were abroad, before her Meflengers 
| were returned, fhe with her People, about ninety in number, rendred 
_ themfelves up to Major Bradford, {fo that above one hundred and ten 
- were killed, and taken upon compofition that day. 
__ Thelike fuccets had the Connetticut Forces fent into the Narhaganfet 
Country, under the Condué of the wonderful fuccefsful Major Talcor, 
Capt. George Denifon, Capt. Newbery, with other worthy Commanders 
of the faid Forces for about the fecond of F#ly, 1676, as the faid Com- 
manders with the Forces under them were purtuing the Enemy in and 
j about the Narhagan/er Country toward Mount-hope, hearing that Phi- 
/~ with his black Regiment of Wompanoogs was thereabouts, their Indian 
Scouts from the top of an Hill difcovered a great number of the Enemy 
that had newly pitched their ftation within the femicircle of a Swamp. 
‘The Englith Soldiers were all mounted on Horfeback, to the number of 
near three hundred ; wherefore the Commanders ordered the Indians 
to be ready at the top of the Hill upon a fignal given to run down amain 
upon the Enemy, fecurely lodged in the hollow of the Swamp juft op- 
pofite againft them, while their Horfemen were divided into two fqua- 
drons to ride round the Hill, fo that at the fame inftant, both the Horfe- 
men upon the two wings, and the Indians a-foot rufhing down fuddenly 
upon the Enemy, put them to an horrible fright, making a lamentable 
outcry, fome getting into the Swamp, the reft that were prevented by 
the Hoifemen, and the friendly Indians coming fo fuddenly upon them, 
were all taken prifoncrs ; Capt Newbery with his Troop alighting from 
their Horfes; ran into the Swamp after them, where they killed at leaft 
an hundred, as was judged by fome then prefent; taking alfo many pri- 
foners out of thofe habitations of darknefs, the Enemy {carce daring to 
make any refiftance ; for none of the Englifh, and but one or two of the 
Mohegins and Pequods were hurt in that affault : Yet it was affirmed by 
a Captain prefent onthe place, that with thofe they killed and took at 
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they killed and took of the Enemy at that time above three hundred — 
young and old. At the fame time was taken the old Squaw of Narhagan- — 
fet, commonly called the eld yet re a xs 15. Re gq 
They were neceffitated with this booty to return homewards to gra- — 
tifie the AZohegin and Pequod Indians that accompanied them, who had 
done them very good fervice in the purfuit, having loft one or two of — 
their menin the Chafe: But their return home, was, as it proved in the 
iffue, more beneficial than their longer flay might have been, to have 
made a fruitlefs purfuit after Philip ( whofe time was not yet come, al- 
though haftning apace ); for in their return they met fixty of the Enemy, 
all of them they flew and took, fo as their Swords returned hotemptys  ~ 
Within a few days after, two hundred of the Enemy within Plimouth 
Turi{di€tion being diftreffed with Famine, and fear of danger, came and 
fabmitted themfelves to the Governour there: But three of the compa- - 
ny were prefently deteéted of a cruel murther,and villanous affaultupon — 
one Mr. Clarkes houle of Plimouth, by a well-minded Squaw that wasa- | 
mong them ( hoping that pollibly fuch a difcovery would be pleafing to ~ 
the Englifh ) and accordingly adjudged forthwith to undergo condign 7 
punifhment, which the reft that furrendred themfelves were no vvhit — 
troubled at, fuch kind of Villains being always exempted from all aéts of — 
favour and mercy. Thofe two hundred that had newly furrendred them- 4 
felves, that they might give full progf of their fidelity, offered to lead a” 
Party of the Englifh toa place not far off, where twenty more of the E~ 
nemy might be turprized, amongft whom alfo was one, known to be a 7 
bloody murtherer of an Englifh man that year before ; accordingly eight | 
Englith men took fourteen of the faid Indians, and the next day brought | 
in all the aforefaid twenty of the Enemy with the faid murtherer ; who- 
was prelently executed, the reft being accepted into favour. 4 
It is affirmed likewife, that five or fix Sachims of Cape Cod, towards” 
the Eaftern part of it, came with three hundred Indians to make peace © 
with the Englith,on the 6th of uly 5 one of the faid Sachims_earneftly 
defiring the Fnglith, that none of themmight be fuffered to-fell any” 
ftrong Liquors to the Zwdians, the trading of which, poflibly hath had ~ 
no {mall influence into the prefent mifchefs. a. 
The next day, Fwy the 7th, afmall party of ours,with a few friendly” 
or Chriftian Jzdians with them, killed and took feven of the Enemy in” 
the Woods not far from Dedbam, one of which was a Narhaganfet Sa- 
chim: who either himfelf, informed, or by fome other at that time, cer-_ 
tain intelligeace was brought to Baffon, that fome of our Enemy Indians” 
were gotten to Albany, informing the people there, that they might the 
more 
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“now at peace: One.of the faid Indians was the Sachim of Springfield, a 
_ bloody and deceitful Villain; It is hoped that he is now taken in the {nar 
_ from wheuce he fhall never be fuffered to efcape. “ 
Philip by this time could not but think his ruin haftned apace, yet 
_ that he might in imitation of him that ftirred up all this mifchief, expres 
_ the more wrath, becaufe he knew his time was but fhort, intended if 
_ poffible, to deftroy one Town more of the Englifh before his turn came ; 
| wherefore Fuly 11, with all the Forces he could get, or that he had left, 
he intended to fet upon Taunton, having as was conceived, many hun- 
- dredsin hiscompany; but his defign being ftrangely difcovered by a 
| Negro, whom they had taken captive a little before, that having lived 
} near the Indians before, underftood much of their Language, who ma- 
| king his efcape from them,acquainted the Inhabitants with the plot; who 
having timely notice, furnifhed themfelves with Soldiers, whereby they 
| they were able to repulfe the Enemy upon the firft approach : fo ashe 
} only fired two Houtfes, and then fled away , Except the Lord keepeth the 
City, the Watchmen watcheth but in vain. 





-fent from Concord, May 30, up towards Hadly, having {pent much time 
and pains in purfuit of Philip all the Country over ( whom they could 
‘not yet overtake ) having tired themfelves with many long and tedious 
Marches through the defert Woods: before they returned home, fome 
of them were fent toward AZount hope, yet was their labour well impro- 
_ved, and followed with good fuccefs at the laft: for , in ranging thofe 
Woods in Plimouth Colony, they killed and took, by the help of Capt. 
| Mofely’s Company, and Capt. Brattles Troop joyning withMajor Braa- 
fords Company of Plimouth Colony, an hundred and fifty Indians, with 
thelofsof neveranEnglifhman: 

It was feared that Philip and his Company would have returned into 
‘the LVipuet-Country 5 to prevent which, feveral Horfemen were fent to 
guard the paffage ; but he lurked about his own Country in Swamps and 





although many times they hapned to lodg very near him, infomuch as 
an Indian Captive promifed in two hours time to bring our Soldiers 
_to the very place where he was; but they not being able to pafs the 


neareft vvay, came a little toolate; for they being fo hotly purfued, 





 boyling over the fire, their dead unburied, and twenty of their party 
_vvere overtaken,that fellinto the Englifh hands ; Phslip himfelf,and fome

The 224 of thismonth of Fuly, as is hinted before, the Companies | 


other fecret places, where he was yet hid from the fight of the Englifh, . 


_hafted away, leaving much of their treafure behind them, their Kettles - 
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_ few of his ftragling followers, make their efcape by a Raft over an arm 
of the Sea, into another Neck of Land on Pocaffet fide, not daring to 
truft himfelf any longer in AZerapoy/ee Woods, fo full of our Englifh 
Soldiers, aswell thote of Plmouth, as of the ALaffachufets (olozy, who. 
almoft every day meeting with fome of his party, much leflened hisnum-- 
ber. Capt. Church, that aétive and unwearied Commander of Plimouth 4 
Colony, was at this time as well as long before, out upon the chafe with — 
but eighteen Englifh, and twenty two Indians that were friends, had: 
four feveral Engagements with Philips party, wherein he fpoiled feventy._ 
fix of the Enemy, without the lols of one of hisownmen. In feveral of 
thee skirmifhes, thole Indians that upon fubmiffion had their lives given. 
them, have done notable fervice in hunting out the Enemy inall their 
lurking places. 
At another time they took Philips Squaw, and one of his chief Coun- — 
cellors ; and about that fame time, another Sachim about Poca/fer, with. 


forty Indians, {ubmitted himfelf to the Government of Plimouth,on pro- 
mife of life and liberty. 7 7 ab 


























It feemed that now the time of our deliverance was come 5 and.the 
time alfo for the deftru@ion of our Enemies: for the laft week in Fuly, 
the Maffachufets underftanding that fome Indians were leen. roving up 
and down the Woods about Dedham, almoft ftarved for want of Victu- 
als, fent a fmall Company of twenty fix Soldiers, with about nine or ten. 
Chriftian Izdsans, who purfued and took fifty of the Enemy, without 
any loisto the Englith 5 at which time alfo, a good quantity of Wam- 
pampeag and powder was taken from the Enemy. That which encreafed } 
this Vietory was the flaughter of Pombam, who was one of the ftouteft _ 
and moft valiant Sachims that belonged to the Narhaganfets; vvhote - 
courage and ftrength was fo great, that after he had been mortally 

wounded in the fight, fo as himfelf could not ftand: yet catching hold — 
of an Englifh-man that by accident came near him, had done hima mif- 
chief, if he had not been prefently refcued by one of his Fellows. A-— 
mongft the reft of the Captives at that time, was one of the faid Pum 
bams tons, a very likely youth, and one whofe countenance would have _ 


befpoke favour for him,had he not belonged ta {o bloody and barbarous — 
an Indian as his Father was. ‘ 


Thefe fuccefles being d 














aily bruited abroad among the Indians, put 


many of them_into a trembling condition, not knowing well howto dif 
pote of themfelves: fome that had been let a@tive in thefe Tragedies, — 
any wife inclined to mifchief them- 
lves, of which number was one of 
co Nipnet. 
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and were rather led by others, than 
felyes, adventured to fubmit themfe 
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WWipaet Sachims, called Sagamore Fobn, who Fuly 27, came to furrender 
himfelf to the Governour. and Council of the Maffachufets at Bofton, 
bringing along with him One hundred and eighty of the Enemy Zndians. 
This Fob2 that he might the more ingratiate himfelf with the Englith, 
whofe friendfhip he was now willing to feek after,did by-a wile set into 
his hands one AZatoonas, an old malicious Villain, who was the firtt that 
did any miichief within the AZa/fachufets Colony, july 14. 1675, bearing 
an old grudge againft them as'is thought, for juftice that was done upon 
one of hisSons, 1671, whofe Head ever fince ftands upon a Pole near 
the Gibbet where he washanged up: the bringing in of this malicious 
Caitiff, was an hopeful prefage, that it would not be long before Philip 
himielt, the grand Villain, would in like manner receive a juft reward of 
his wickednets and Murders. : 

_ Sagamore Fohn, that came in Fuly 27, affirmed, that he had never in- 
tended any mifchief to the Englifh at Brookefield the la year (near 
which Village it feems his place was) but that Philip coming over-night 
amongft them, he was forced, for fear of his own life, to joyn with them 


‘againtt theEnglifh. A4atoonas alfo, when he was brought before the 


Council, and asked what he had to fay for himfelf, confeffed that he had 
rightly deferved Death, and could expe& no other; adding withal, that 
if he had followed their Counfel he had not come tothis: for he had 
often feemed to favour the Praying Indians, and the Chriftian Religion, 
but like Simon Adagus, by hisafter practife, difcovered quickly, that he 


‘had no part nor portion in that matter. 


About this time feveral parties of Englith, within Plimouth Jurifdi- 
&tion, were willing to have a hand in fo sooda matter, as catching of 
Philip would be, who perceiving that he was now going down the wind, 
were willing to halten his fall. . Amongft others a {mall party, Fuly 31, 
went out of Bridgwater upon difcovery, and by providence were di- 
rected to fallupon a Company of Indians where Philip was, they came 
up with them, and kilked fome‘of his fpecial Friends ; Philip himtelf was 
next to his Uncle, that was fhot down, and had the Soldier had his 
choice which to fhoot at, known vvhich had been the right Bird, he - 
might as vvell have taken him as his Uncle; but ’tis faid that he had nevv- 
ly cut off his Hair,.that he might not. be knovvn: the party that did this - 
exploit vvere fevv in number, and therefore not being able to keep alto- 
gether clofe in the Reer, that cunning Fox efcaped avvay through the 
Bufhes undifcerned in the Reer of the Englifh: that vvhichyvas moft 
remarkable in this defign, vvas that trembling fear difcerned to be upon 
the Indians at this time, infomuch that one of them having a Gun in his 
| | hand . 
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_ hand well laden, 'yet was not able to fhoot it off, but fuffered an Englifh 
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Soldier to come clofe up to his breaft, and fo thot him down, the other 
not being able to make any refiftance : nor was any of the Englifh hurt 
at this time. See | ss 
The like terror was feenin others at that time : for within two days 
after, Capt. Church, the terror of the Indians in Plimoth Colony ,mar- 
ching in purfuit of Philip, with but Thirty Englifh-men and Twenty re- 


conciled Indians, took Twenty three of the Enemy,and the next day fol-. 


lowihg them by theic Tracks, fell upon their head-quarters, and killed. 


and took about an hundred and thirty of them, but with the lofs of one. 


Englifh man: inthis engagement God did appear in a more than ordi- 
nary manner to fight for the Englifh: for the Inasans by their number, 
and other advantages ofthe place, were fo conveniently provided, that 
they might have made the firft thot at the Englifh, and done them much 
damiage;, but gneof their own Country-men in Capt. Church’s Comes 
pany,¢fpying them,called aloud unto them in their own Language,telling 
them, ie: they {hot aGun, they were all dead mens with which they 
were foamazed, that they durft not once offer to fire at the Englith, 
which made the victory the more remarkable: Philip made a very nat- 
row efcape at that time, being forced to leave his Treafures, his beloved 


‘Wife and only Son, to the mercy of the Englifh, Ski for skin, all that a . 


man hath will he give for his life : His ruine being thus eradually carried 


on, his mifery was not prevented but augmented thereby 5 being him- 


felf made acquainted with the fence and experimental feeling of the Cap- 
tivity of his Children, lofs of his Friends, flaughter of his Subjects, be- 
reavement of all Family-Relations, and being ftript of all outward 
Comforts, before his own life fhould be taken away. Such Sentence 
fometimé paffed upon Cain, made himcry out, that his punifhment was 

reater than he could bear. . 7

This bloody wretch hath one week or two more to live, an objet of - 


pity, but a fpeétacle of Divine vengeance; his own Followers beginning 
now to plot againft his life, to make the better tearms for their own; as 
they did alfo feck to betray Squaw Sachim of Pecaffet, Philip's near 

Kinf- woman and Confederate. For, 3 
Auguft 6. An Indian willing to fhiftfor himfelf, fied to Taunton, of- 
fering to lead any of the Englifh that-would follow him, toa party of 
Indians, which they might eafily apprehend, which Twenty attempted, 
and accordingly feized the whole Company,to the number of twenty fix; 
all but that Squaw Sachim her felf, who intending to make an. efcape 
from the danger, attempted to get over a River, orarm of the Seanear 
) | . by> 
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by, upon a Raft or fome pieces of broken wood ; but whether tired and 


{pent with{wimming, or ftarved with cold and hunger,fhe was found. 


ftark naked in Adetapoifer, not far from the water-fide; which made 
fome think, that fhe wagfirft half drowned, and fo ended her wretched 
life juft in that place where the year before fhe had helped Philsp to 
make his efcape: her head being cut off and fet upona Pole in Taunton, 
was known by fome Jvdians then Prifoners, which fet them into an hor- 
rid Lamentation; but fuch was the righteous hand of God, in bringing 
at the laft that mifchief upon themlelves, which they had without caufe 
thus long acted againft others. | 

Philip, like a Salvage and wild Bealt, having been hunted by the En- 
glith Forces through the Woods, above an hundred miles backward and 
forward, at laft was driven to hisown Den, upon AZount-hope, where re- 
tiring himfelf, witha few of his beft Friends into aSwamp, which pre- 
ved but a Prifon to keep him faft, till the Meffengers of death came by 
Divine permiffion to execute vengeance upon him, which was thus ac- 
complifhed. 

Such had been his inveterate malice and wickednefs againft the Englifh, 
that defpairing of mercy from them, he could not bear that any thing 
fhould be fuggefted to him about a Peace, infomuch as he caufed one of 
his Confederates to be killed, for propounding an expedient of peace; 
which fo provoked fome of his Company, not altogether fo defperate as 
himfelf, that one of them (being near of kin to him that was killed ) 

fled to Road-Ifland, (whither, that aétive Champion Capt. Church was 


newly retired, to recruit his men for alittle time, being much tired with 


hard marches all that week ) informing them that Philip was fled to a 
Swampin Mount hope, whither he would undertake to lead them that 
would purfuehim. This was welcom news, and the beft Cordial for 
fuch Martial Spirits: whereupon he immediately, witha finall Company 
of men, part Englifh and part Jzdians, began another March, which 
fhall prove fatal to Philip, and end that controverfie betwixt the Englifh 
and him: for coming very early to the fide of the Swamp, his Soldiers 
began prefently to furround it, and whether the Devil appeared to him 
ma Dream that night, as he did unto Saul, foreboding his Tragical end 


(it matters not ); as he intended to make fis efcape out of the Swamp,. 


he was fhot through the Heart by an Indian of his own Nation, as is 
faid, that had all this vvhile kept himfelf in a neutrality until this time, 


_ but novv had the cafting-vote in his povver,by vvhich he determined the 


quarrel that had held fo long in fufpence; in him is fulfilled vvhat wvasfaid 


inthe Prophet,Wo to thee that [poileft and thou waft not-[posled, and dealeft . 


treacherox fly 
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-treacheronfly and they dealt not treacheroufly with thee; when thon {halt ceafe : 
to [poil, thou {halt be /poiled : and when thou (halt make an end to deal trea= 


cheroufly, they fhal deal treacherou(ly with thee, a.33. 1.- - ett 
With Philip at this time fell five of his trueft Followers, of ‘who 
one wasiaid to be the Son of his chief Captain, that had fhot the firft 
Gun at the Englifhthe year before. This was. done Augufh 12. 1676, 
a rematkable teltimony of divine favour to the Colony of Plémouth, who 
had for their former fuccefles, appointed the 17¢h day of Auguft fol- 
lowing, to be kept as aday of folemn Thankfgiving to Almighty God. 
There having been fo ftrange a turn of providence obferved in the late 
facceffes obtained in and about Plémourh Colony, it may not be amits 
here to enquire into the occafions that didlead thereunto, andalfo into 
the progrefs and continuance thereof, after the laughter of Philip that 
srand Rebel. ; . 
Inthe precedent Narration frequent mention hath been made of one 
Capt. Church, whom God hath made an inftrument of fignal Vidtories 
over the Indians in that Colony, and of greatadvantage in that refpect 


to that whole Jurifdi@tion. It hapned that the faid Capt. Church {ome 
time in Fane laft, viz. of this prefent year, 1676, paffing over ina.Canoo, - 


from Pocaffet to Road Ifland, ashe ufed frequently to do ( having had 
much imployment upon the faid Neck of Land, fo called ) feveral Indsans 
whom he had known before at Lakenban (a Village near Pocaffet) beck- 


ned to him, as if they had a mind to {peak with him; he having had fo 


much experience as well as others of their Treachery, was not willing 
to adventure prefently to come near them; but when they feemed to 
urge very much, and made many figns to him, and at laft laid down their 
Guns in his fight, he began to think with himfelf, there might be fome- 
thing in the matter more than ordinary, therefore refolved to go alittle 


nearer to the fhore, and thenhe perceived they had a great mind to 
{peak with him, ufing much importunity for that end,, infomuch as he. 


ventured to go a fhore amongft them, having but one Englifh-man, and 


two Indians with him; he direéted them to Keep off the Canoo,while he _ 
difcourfed. with the Ivdians afhore: as foon as ever he came amonsit 


them , they told him they were weary of fighting, and that they had 
fought fo long by Philip’s inftigation,but they could not tell for what end, 


and therefore were refolved they would fight no longer + and that which 
they defired of him, onlywas, that he would make way ‘or them to the - 









Governour, that they may live quietly amongft the Engtifh, as they ; 

had done before, and that they would deliver up their Arms, or would — 

go out with them, if he pleafed to accept of them, and fight for him: 
‘ to 
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_ to thatend they defired a time to parly with him farther about that 
 bufinefs, at what time and place he would appoint: He told. them he 
would meet them two days after at Saconet, a place up higher upon 


_ the faid neck, about twelve a clocks accordingly he came to the {aid 


- place, and found the fame Indians, with fome others, and their Suitke 
_ Squaw, ox chicf Woman of that Zadian Plantation, there ready to meet

"After they had fallen into difcourfe about the beginning of the War, 
aswell as the fuccefs and mifchief of it,they would have put the blame 
off from themfelves, and laid it upon the Englifh: But he prefently 

convinced them by an undeniable evidence, that chey firft began the 
| War; For faid he upon this Pucaffet,July 7,1675,you firft fought with 
{ome of Road-d/land,whereof_oné was my own fervant, whofe leg you 
broke, and the fame day you fhot at my felfand Company, before ever 
we medled with you: They were fo fully convinced herewith, that 
they found nothing to reply, but fell into other difcourfe about.a peace, 
which they feemed very defirous to obtain upon any equal terms, as 
was faid before. A : 

. There were about fifteen. of the Izdians prefent, befide their Sunke 
Squaw whichis with us their Governefs or Lady )3in conclufion they 
_ engaged forever after to leave Philip,and to go out with him; which 
they did forthwith, as foon as he had obtained a peace for them with 
the Governour. , 

_. It is here to be minded ,that thefe were not properly Philip's Indians, 
but belonged tothe Sakonet Squaw, who was nearly related to Philip, 
_ and her Subjects had hitherto fought in Philip's Quarrel, till they faw 
_ nothing but mifery and mifchief like to be the iffue of it to themfelves, 
as well as their neighbours. About twenty or thirty of thefe Sakenet 
_ Indians have conftantly gone out with Capt. Chure) ever fince,and not 
_ only been faithful and ferviceable to him, but very fuccefsful in every 
enterprife they have gone abouts nor hath he loft any of them in any 
| skirmifh with the other Indians 5 And it is faid that this at of thefe 
| Indians broke Philip’s heart.as foon as ever he underftood it, fo as he 
never joyed after, or had any fuccefs in any of his defigns, but loft his 
men one time after another, till himfelf at laft fell into the hands of 
) thefe Ixdians under Capt. Churches Command : For at the {wamp when 
| Pbilip was flain, Capt.Church appointed an Englifh-man and an Indian 
to fiand at fucha place of the {wamp, where it hapned that Philip was 
breaking away 3 the morning being wet.and rainy, the Englifh-mans 
Gun would not fire, the eee having an old Musket with a large 
re | P touch- 
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touch-hole,it took fire the more readily, with which Philip was difpat- a 
ched, the bullet pafling directly through his heart, where foab thruft © 


hié darts into rebellious Ab/alom. | | 

Thus did Divine vengeance retalliate upon this notorious Traitor, 
that had againft his League and Covenant rifen up againft the Govern- 
ment of P/imouth,to raife up againft him one of his own people, or one 
that was in league with him, as he was with the Englifh: The Indiaz 
chat did this execution was called Alderman of Sakonet that had never 
done any act of hoftility againft the Englith. é' 

By thefe paffages it is manifeft,that as the hearts of all are in the band of 
God fo be turns them a he pleafes,cither to favour his people, or to hate 
and deal fubtilly with his Servants, as feems good to him. 


Since this engagement with the Sakonet Indians, to leave Philip, and 
to go out with Capt.Church,it is credibly affirmed 3 thatach hath been 
their fuccefs,that fince Fune aforefaid,to the end of Odfober next follow- 
ing,there have been feven hundred Indians {abdued, cither by killing or 


taking Captive, by the means of Capt. Church and his Company, part 


Iudians,and part Englifh, befides three hundred that have come in vo- 
luntarily to fubmit themfelves to the Government of Plimouth: 

~ Tt appears thus by the fequel of things; that after the Lord hath ac- 
complithed his work upomhis people,that hé is beginning to call’/his e- 
nemies to an account,and punifh them for the pride of their hearts,and- 
for all their treachery and cruelty againft his Servants. 


Pbilip’s Captains have run the fame fate with himfelf,fome before and — 


fome after his own Fall. 


In Fune laft one Tiafhq a great Captain of his, his Wife and. Child, or - 


ee > ae 


Children being taken, though he efcaped himfelf at firft; yet came fince © 


and furrendred himfelf. 


The next noted Captain of Philip's Indians that was brought in after 


Philip’s death, was one called Tefpiquiny a notorious Villain, next to — 


Philip, he was called the black Sachems fon: It was this Tefpiquin that 
burnt fo many houfes in Plimouth lately. Capt. Church with his Com- 
pany were in purfuit of him in September aft, two, days before they 
could’ get near him 3 at the laft on the third day they found the track 


made by the (aid Fefpiquin’s party, as they went to fetch apples from 


the Englitb Orchards: This was fomething a blind track, therefore 


they were forced to take up their quarters. that night without difcove-— 


ring any place of their Rendezyouz. The next morning about nine 
of the Clock, they came to their firft Rendezvouz, from which they 
were newly gonez at onea Clock they came to the fecond,and mifling 
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| them there,they foon after came tothe third track, wherein after they. 
| had marched a while,they perceived they grew very near them, by the 
-erying of achild which they heard: the place was near Lekenbam upon 
- Pocaffét neck, fo full of bufhes that a man could not fee a rod before 
him: Captain Church ordered his men to march up together in one 
rank, becaufe he difcovered the Indians were laid in one Range by fe- 
_veral fires, fo that by that time they all came up into an even rank 
pretty near together,within a few yards of them,as he had appointed, 
| they all fuddenly ruthed altogether in upon them,and catched hold of 
| them,not fuffering any to efcape 5 there being about fifty of them in all: 


Tefpequin’s Wife and Children were there,but himfelf was abfent,as alfo 


one Facob, and a Girl that belonged to that Company. The Captain’s 


\eifure would not ferve him to wait till they came in (though the lndé- 


ans (aid they might come that night),wherefore he thought upon this 
 projedts toleave two old Squawes upon the place with victuals, and 
pid them tell Tefpiquin,that he fhould be his Captain over his Iudsans if 
he were found fo ftout a man,as they reported him to be;for the Pudians 


had {aid that Te/piquin could not be pierced by a bullets for faid they,he 


was fhot twice,buc the bullets glanced by him and could not hurt him. 
- ‘Thus the Captain marched away with his booty, leaving this Trap be- 
hind him to take the reft; the next morning he came to fee. what his 
- Trap had catch’d, there he found Facob aforefaid (a notorious wretch) 

and the Girl he miffed before, but not Tefpiquin : But within a day or 
- ¢wo after, the faid Tefpiquin, upon the hopes of being made a Captain 

‘under Capt. Church, came after fome of the Company, and fubmitted 
| himfelf in the Captain’s abfencesand was fent to, Plimoutb;but upon tri- 
al cwhich was the condition on which his being promifed a Captains 
- place under Capt. Church did depend) he was found penetrable by the 
~ Englith Guns, for he fell down at the frft fhot, and thereby received 


the jutt reward of his former wickednefs. 
About a Fortnight after the furprifing of Tefpiquin,was one Totofons 


Company taken,’ wherein were above filty perfons : but Totofom hime 
 felfefcaped, and is out ftillin Rebellion, unlefs vengeance hath over- 
taken him fince. 


The next that was feized after the former, was one called Annawan 5 
a very fubtil politick fellow,and one of Philip’s chief Councellors 5 he 


had about twelve men, and as many Women and Children in his Com- 


any,who were difcovered by their fhooting at the En glith Horfes,and 
other Cattel 3 fome of whom being taken, they made known the reft. 
Capt.Chsrch at that time:had but five Englith-men,and twenty Indians.

Englith Captain; they found {ome of the Englith Beef boiling in their 4 
Kettles: After Supper much difcourfe had with the faid Aunawanythey 
lay downto fleep together in the Wigwam : Capt. Church laying one | 
of his legs upon Annawan’s fon, and the other upon himfelf, that he — 
might have notice, if any of them offered to fir: after midnight 4z24-

The faid Avnawan confeffethralfo,that he did believe by dilthofelate — 
occurrents, that there was'a great God that over-ruled: alls and. that 
he had found.that whatever he had ‘done to any of thofe,whether Indi- — 
ans or Englifh, the fame was brought upon himfelf iin after-time. He 
confeffed alfo,that He had-put to-deathfeveral of the Englifh,thae they — 
had taken alive ten’ in oneday 3 and'could notdeny butthatfome of © 
them had been tortuted ¢ and-now’he could not but fee the juftice of 
the great God upon himéelfy, with ‘many other things of ike were | 
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But whatever his confeflions.of this nature were, being forced fiom 


- him by the power of Confcience, after he was delivered up to Autho- 
‘rity, he was put to death, as he juftly had deferved. 


It is faid that Philip when he firft began his Rebellion, had abont 
three hundred fighting men under him, befides thofe that belonged to 
his Kinfwoman Wetamoe, drowned about Taunton, that had almoft as 
many under her as himfelf. And one Quenopin, a Narbaganfet Sachim, 
that lived near him,. and joined with him in his quarrel with the En- 


gilifh: But it is certain that there aref{carce any that are now left that 


belonged to either of them: fo-as-although the Almighty hath made 
ufe of them to be afcourge to his People,he hath now turned his hand 
again{ft them,to their utter deftruction and extirpation from off the face 
of the earth, peradventure to make room for others of his People to 
come in their room, and in cheir ftead. 

_ As for the reft of the Narbaganfets that joined in Pdilip’s quarrel, 
itis already declared what end they were come unto. As for.the reft 


of the Indians, whether Nepuet, Nafbamay, Pacomptuck, or Hadly and 


Springfield Indians 3 it is not fo certain what is become of them: But 
atter their {eparation One from the other about Fa/y laft, it was obfer- 
ved by all the Tracks in thofe Woods, they went ftill Weftward,and a- 


bout.the middle of Augu/t lait, a great party of them were obferved to 


pafsby Weftfield, a {mall Town to the welt of Springfield, and were 
judged to be about two hundred : News thereof being brought to Ma- 


~ yor Taleot, he with the Soldiers of Connedticut Colony under his com- 


mand, both Englifh and Fedians, purfued after them as far as Aufotsn- 
soog River (in the middle way betwixt Wefifield, and the Duteh- River, 
and Fort-Albany,) where he overtook them, and fought with them 5 


killing and taking, Prifoners forty-five,whereof twenty-five were figh= 
ting men,withont the lofs of any one of his Company befides.a Wabegin. 
_ Indian: taany of the reft were forely wounded as appeared by the dab- 


bling of the Bufhes with blood,as was obferved by them that followed 
them alittle further. | 
It is written fince from Albany,. that there were fundry loft befides 


the forty five.forementioned, tothe number of threefcore in all 5 and’ 


alfo that an hundred and twenty of them.are fince dead of ficknefs: fo 
as Vengeance feems to be purfuing of them as well as the reft.. 


Several of their Friends that belonged to Nafvaway, and the places 


adjoining, repaired to Pafcataqua, hoping to fhrowd themfelves under 


the Wings of fomé honefter Indians about Quecheche, under pretence 
tit of 
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ofa Declaration fet out by the Governour and Council of the Maffz- 

‘chufersin the beginning of Fuly laft: but fome of our Forces under 
Capt. Hathorne and Capt. Sil, with the help of Major Walden, Captain 
Frof, and others refiding in taofe parts, being then ina readinefs,fepa. ° 
rated the vileand wicked from the reft,and fent them down to the Go- 
vernour at Boffox,where eight or nine of the Ring-leaders,fuch as One= 
eyed-Fobn, Sagamore Sam of Nafhaway, chict AGors of the late out 
rages and bloody mifchiefs,had Juftice done upon them foon after. © 

As for the Maffacres and Calamities that befell the Englifh further 
Eaftward, they hall in the fecond part of this Narrative be declared. 

The Indians being, thus difperfed feveral ways, were ftrangely con- 
founded, and deftroyed one parcel after another, until there was none 
left in the Weftern or Southern parts, that durft make any oppofition 
all the following part of the year. E: 

As for thofe that fled Weftward toward Albany, we (hall there leave 
them for the prefent, withing we may never hear more of them: only 
a perfon of Quality informeth, that at Hartford, in September \alt, he 
was prefent at the examination of one Coos an Indian, formerly of 
Connedicnt, but one of the Narbaganfet Fort the laft Winter, who con- 

- feffed that he was one of that Company of Indians that went Weftward 
the month before toward Hudfons River ; but after the fight at dufo- 
tunoog, he {aid he returned back to Connecticut for fear of the Mohawks 5 
and that he lay hid about Farmington till he was almoft fiarved; and 
then he went to the Sea-fide to make ufe of the Oifter-bank at Strat- 
ford for his relief, where he was efpied by the Iudians, and fo brought 
to Hartford. | “a 

He affirmed, that there were above two hundred and fifty fighting 
men amongtt thofe Indians that fled Weltward, befides Women and | 
Children and that near 200 of them paffed the great River below Al- 
bany,and were fheltered by the Izdiaws of that place called Mobegandersy 
but about eighty of them tarried on the hither-fide of that River neara 
Duich Village. But he being convicted of fighting againft the Englith, 
was condemned to die, and executed about the fame time. 

Some few of the reft were skulking about the Narbaganfet Country 
the laft Fall hoping to fhelter themfelves under Uncas, but he not wil- 
ling to give them countenance againft the mind of his friends at Conne- 
dicut, hath fince abandoned them to fhift for themfelves,who have bin 
moft of them taken and brought in Prifoners to the Englith this winter, 

‘About the Month of OGober laft,Mr. Stanton chanced to come from 
Seacenke with three Indians in his Company, Pequods,or Mobegins, they 
| hearing 
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hearing by a Captive at one of the next Towns that there was a parcel 
of the enemy not far off, prefently left Mr. Stanton; and purfued after 
them, whom they foon after overtook, and made them al! prifoners’: 
emongft them was an old man,not able to go their pace,but promiling 
to come after them, they {pared his life: but as foon as the men re- 
turned at night from hunting, the ofd man told them what had befaln 
their Women and Children ; whereupon the next morning they pre~ 
fently following after them, overtook them, and fo recovered the Pri- 
foners,and flew one of the three that carried them away;the other two 
hardly efcaped 5 one cf them is called Major Symon,being part a Pequod 
and parta Narhaganfet, but of extraordinary firength and courage 5 he 
perceiving the danger they werein, challenged to fight hand to hand 
with any five of them with their hatchets ; but they unwilling to hang 
their fuccefs upon the hazzard of a fingle Combate, came all‘towards 
him‘at once, whereupon firft difcharging his Gun amongft the whole 


- Company, he brake through them all by force, and fo efcaped their. 


hands,with one more that was one of his companions. This Simon hath 
fince been very active in killing and taking many of the enemy 3 fome 
fay that he with his own hands hath taken and killed above threefcores 
‘and either out of hatred to the enemy, or love to the Englihh, is this laft 
week gone with the Soldiers to the Eaftward, in purfuit of our quar- 
re] againft them in thofe parts. | 

 Atanoobigr time not long before,when he was out againft the enemy, 
he came fuddenly upona great number of them, as they were fpread 


under a fteep bank,from whence leaping down into the mideft of them 


he killed. divers, and took others: Fighting it feems isa recreation to 
him, for he is feldome at home above four or five days together. 
Some fay that in one of his former expeditions, being much wearied 
and {pent, he laid him down to fleep, but towards morning he fell into 
_adream,. wherein he apprehended the Indians were upon him, where 
fuddenly rifing up he efpied the Indiaws coming toward him, but pre- 
fently prefenting, his Gun againft them, he fofrighted them, that they 
gave him an opportunity to make an efcape froma multitude of them. 
Since the beginning of December laft, News coming down to Boftoz, 
that mifchief was done about Seaconk, and Rehoboth, by fome remain- 
der of the Indians thereabout,killing their Swine and Horfes; feveral of 
Medfield went out afterthem, and purfuing them by their track, came 
upon a {mall party, of whom they took three, one of which efcaped, 
while fome of the Company were going after the reft: They which were 
, taken,confefled there were a parcel,about threefcore, that were lurking 
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A Commiffion was formerly granted to Peter Ephraim an Indian of 


Natick , to go out in purfuit of them, with twenty-nine of his Compa- 
ny : a few of the Englifh went with them from Medfield, who being” 
tired with marching in the Snow,foon ‘returned. The Indians kept on 
in their defign, and lighted upona confiderable party of the Enemy, 
having traced them, till they found where they lodged over nights 
they furrounded them early in the morning, as their manner is; and 
then offered them quarter, if they would yield: eight refolute fellows 
refufed, who were prefently fhot down, the réft were all feized, the 
whole being in number forty two.’ This was done about the middle of 
Fanuary laftfiace which time feveral fuch exploits have been done by 
theme . 
Fan. 23. lalt, The fame Company of Natick Indians took two and 
twenty of the Enemy,among which were five able men,and five Arms: 
they fent the Prifoners home by five of their Company, the reft went 
further in the chafe. | | 
Fan.26.\aft, Another parcel of the Enemy were brought in,eight in 
number, of whom five were men 3 among{t whom was the Indian cal- 
led Coraelins: who three years fince was indicted for (od an Englith- 






mans Cow 3 upon which heis faid to have uttered fev threatning 
{peeches, that he would kill Englifh-men, and their Co 103 which 
was now remembred againft him, when he was in particular called to 
account, for having an hand in killing fome of the Englifh and Indians 
alfo in league with us,for which he was fentenced to dieand was accor- 
dingly executed on Febr. 1§. laft. eee , 


Concerning the reft of the Indians,either in the Colony of Plimouth,. 






Connedlicut, or the Maffachufets , there is io occurrent more of mo- ~~ 


ment come to light, fince the end of Auguff laft, fave what is jaft men- 
tioned before 5 yet isit very remarkable, that although terms of peace 
were offered to all that would come in and furrender themfelves (as 
appears by a Declaration put out in Fuly laf) and that a Nipnet Sachem 
called Fobz,did thereupon with a confiderable number of his Company 
comein, and offer themfelves, and were accordingly fecured of their 
lives, and other concérnments; yet did that treacherous Varlet make 
an efcape away this Winter from Capt. Prentsces Honfe (ander whofe 
charge he was put, about Cambridge Village) and with above twenty 
more fied away into the Woods, to fhift for himfelf among ft the reft of 
his bloody Companions; they were prefently purfued, but had gore 

too 
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too faft and too far to be overtaken, whether it were confcientioufnets of 
their own guilt, that having had an hand in the blood of the Enelifh, 
they feared vengeance hung over their heads: or whether they liked 
not the Englifh manners fo well, as to be confined thereunto: Wild. 
creatures ordinarily love the libeety of the Woods, better than the re- 
ftraint of a Cage: They made none acquainted with their defign before 
they went away, and as yet little account canbe given of them: only 
it is known, that one or two of. their number have fince been killed; and 
that one or two of their Families are entertained by Usecas, but what is 
become of the reft is yet uncertain: There were but feven of the Com. 
pany,men; fo as they arenot capable to do much mifchief, Some of 
» Tate have travelled through the Woods to Conneélicut, but met with 
no Indians, nor did they hear of any in their paffing between that place 
and this. | | 
And becaufe in the prefent Narrative, there hath been frequent men- 
tion made of Uncas the Afohegin Sachin, and of his faithfulnefs to the 
intereft of the Englifh; I add in this place, that it is fufpeéted by them 
that knew him beft, that in his heart he is no better affeted to the En- 
glith, or their Religion, than the reft of his Country-men: and that it 
hath been his own advantage that hath led him to be thus true to them 
who have upheld him, as formerly againft the Pequods, {0 of late againtt 
the Narhaganfets : yet hath he not long fince been convinced of the 
truth of our Religion, and vanity of his own, as himfelf hath folemnly 
confeifed,which will evidently appear by this following paflage, which I 
fhall here reprefent juft as it was, from under the hand of that Reverend. 
_ perion it relates unto, viz. Mr. Fitab, Paftor of the Church at Nor= * 
_ wich, near unto which Uncas his place is. 
| » There wasa great drought the laft Summer: but as it feems, it was 
more extream in thofe parts than with us about the AZa{fuchufers : and 
_ although probably the Englifh might have prayed for rain themfelves 
| without any motion from the Indians, yet their addrefs to the faid Mr- 
Fitch on fuch an account, with the confequences thereof, is very remark< 
able, which take in his own words: , 
Concerning the Drought, &c. the true Narrative of that Providence, 
we thi: 
|) In Augutt laff, fuch was the want of rain, that the Indian corn was not 
only dryed and parched up, but the Apple-trees withered, the fruit and 
| feaves fell of as in Autumn, and fome Trees feemed to be dead with 
| that Drought : the Indians came intothe Town and did lament their want 
| of rain, and that their Pawawes, could get none in their way of worfhip, - 
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defiring me that-I would feck, to God for rain, I appointedia Faft-day for — ; 
that purpofe. The day being come, st proved a clear day without any — 
clouds, until nigh Sun-fetting, when he came from the Meeting, and then 
fome Clouds arofe, the next day remaining cloudy, then Uncas with 
many Indians came to my Heufe, Uncas lamented there was fuch wae of 
Rain; I asked, whether if God fhould fend us Rain, ke would not attri- 
bute it to their Pawawes? He anfwered, No, for they had done their 
uttermoft, and all in vain: I replyed , If you wsll_ declare it before all - 
-thefe Indians, you foal fee what God will do for ws For, although thw 
Year he bath [hewn his anger agaimfé the Englifh, and not only again{? the 
{ndians, yet he bath begun to oa ws, anal have found by experience 
twice in the like cafe, when we fought him by Fafling and Prayer, hehath — 
given uw Rain, and never denied ws. Then Uncas made a great {peech 
to the indians ( which were many ) confeffing , that if God fhould then | 
fend Rain, it couldnot be afcribed to their Pawawing, but muft be ackuow- 
ledged to be an anfwer of our Prayers. This day-the Clouds f{pread 
more and more: andthe next day there was fuch a plenty of Rain, that 
our River rofe more than two foot in height. ee “48 | 
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By all that is recorded in the Narrative foresolte, there arenone into — 
whofe hands it fhall come, but will be fenfible that the prefent time hath 
been a day of great rebuke and trouble to the poor people fojourning in — 
this Wildernefs, upon whom fundry calamities have broke in at once this 
laft as well as in the former years: in many places they have been vifited — 
with ficknefs, and mortality, more than in many years before, depriving © 
. ghem of many worthy and uleful perfons; amongft others, the lofs of 
Mr. Fohn Winthrope, the late worthy Governour of the Colony of Con- — 
-— getticut, is, as it ought, much lamented by all, who died at Boftoms; April 
°§, 1676, inthe 73d year of hisage ; whither he was occafionally called 

che laft Winter to fit with the reft of the Gommiffioners of the united © 
Colonies, to confult about the great affairs of them, now newly enga-" 
ged in thefe troubles from the Heathen. He was the eldeftfon of the 
famous Governour of the Adaffachufets, decedted » March 26, 1649.- 
Proles fimilima Parenti. Thememory of the Father, though he died fo 
long ago, yet lives {till in the minds of the furviving Generation, and is 
like to continue much longer, by the remembrance of the eminent vir- 
tues found in-this the eldeft of his off-{pring, who being not long after, 
or about that time called to take up his refidence inthat Colony, was by 
the importunity of the people there, prevailed with to accept of the: 
Governours place, which for along time after he held over that Colony; 
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though annuafly chofen thereunto; being fo well furnifhed with many 
excellent endowments, as well morakas political aad philofophical,which 
rendred him moft fit to be an healer of that people. Though we are 
dealing in another fubjet, yet fhall not pafs by his Tomb, as we go ae 
long, without paying the homage due to the memory of {fo honourable 
a Gentleman. . 

Afterall the forementioned Calamities and Troubles, it pleafed God 
to alarm the Town of Boffoz, and in them the whole Country, by a fad 
Fire, accidentally kindled by the carelefnefs of an Apprentic@ that fat 
Up too late overnight, as wasconceived; which sbegan an hour before 
day, continuing three or four, in which time it burned down to the 
ground forty fix dwelling Houfes, befides other Baildings,together with 
a Meeting-houfe of confiderable bignefs: fome mercy was obferved 
mixt with the judgment: forif a great rain had not continued all the 
time (the roofs and walls of théir ordinary Buildings confifting of fuch 
combuftible matter) that whole end of the Town had at that time been 
confumed. sol ok a | . 

‘Whereby we fee that God by his providence can turn our dwellings 
into athes, without the help of either forreign or domeftick Enemies. 
Which confideration may awaken all from fecurity and confidence in 
thefe uncertain and unftable poffeffions, who have no firmer Foundation, 
that may fo foon after their firft erection, be eaten up by the flames of 
fire, before the iron teeth of time have had leifure to deyour and feed 
upon them. # k ;

In the year 1634, they treacheronfly and cruelly murthered Captain 
Stone, and Captain Norton, who came occafionally with a Bark into the 
River to Trade with them. . Not long after, within the compais of the 
next year, they in like treacherous manner flew one Mr. Oldham (for- 
merly belonging to New-Flimouth, but at that time.anInhabitant of the 
Maffachufets) at Block-Ifland, a place not far from the mouth of - 
their Harbour, as he was fairly Trading with them : -befides fome other 
fuch like ats of perfidious cruelty towards fome of the Dutch that 
had formerly been trading up Connetlicut River : by which practiles 
perceiving that they began to ftink in the noftrilsof their Neighbours, 
whofe revenge they now began to fear, and not willing to have to deal 
with too many Enemies at once, they imitated the fubtilty of the Chil- 
dren of Ammon, when they began to ftink before David, endeavour- 
ing to ftrengthen themfelves with alliance of fome of thofe ‘they had 
formerly provoked, that by their affiftance they might defend them- 
felves againft the reft, not doubting but to make their part good with 
their foreign Enemies, if they could be reconciled to their Jadian 
_ Neighbours, the Narhaganfets; or other home-bred Enemies, if they 
I could but fortifie themfelves by a League of Friendfhip with any of their’ 

foreign Neighbors that were newly come to plant inthefe parts. To 
this end they fent Meffengers with gifts to the Maffachufets in the lat- 
ter end of the fame year 1634, the firft Meflengers were dilmiffed with- 
out an anfwer : but they being fenfible of their own danger, and of the 
great importance a peace with the Englith of the AZ2/fachu/fers might be, 
purfued the bufinefs very earneftly, fending Meffengers a fecond time, 
yvho offered much Wampam (Indians Money ) and Beaver; with thefe 
fecond Meffengers the Governor and Council of the Maffachufets had 
much conference many days; and atlaft after the beft advice they could 
take amongft themfelves, concluded a Peace and Friendfhip with them, 
upon thefe Conditions: i | 

1. That they fhould deliver up to the Englifh thofe perfons amongft 
them that were guilty of Captain Stoves Death, and the reft that vvere

— 3. That the Englith fhould thenceforward Trade with them as their 
‘Friends, which wasa chief thing aimed at, thefaid Pequods being at that — 
time in War with the Dutch, and the reft of their Neighbours, onthe 
Reafon forementioned; to thefe conditions they readily agreed, and alfo 
cunningly infinuated their defire that their new Confederates, the Ada/- 
fachufets, fhould mediate a peace for them with the Narhagan/ets , inti- 
mating likewife their willingnefs that a part of the Prefent which they © 
promifed to fend, fhould be given to them; ftanding fo much upon their 
Honour, that they would not be feen to give any thing themfelves 5 fuch 
was the pride and height of Spirit lodged in this company of Treache- 
rous Villains, the Dregs and Lees of the Earth, and Drofs of Man-

As for Capt. Stone’s death, they flily evaded the guilt of it, falfly ad-_ 
ding that there were but two left that had any hand therein, and that it 
‘was a juft quarrel wherein he was flain : for, faid they, he furprifed 
fome of our men, and would by force have compelled them to fhew him . 
the way up the River,;whereupon the faid Stone coming afhore,with two _ 
more, was watched by nine of our men (fay they) who finding them a- 
fleepin the night, flew them to deliver our own men, one of whom go- 
ing afterward to the Barque, it was fuddenly blown up. Whereas the —

The faid Capt. Stexe formerly belonging to Christophers in the We/f- 
Indies, occafionally coming to thefe parts, as he paffed between this © 
place and Virginéa,put in at that River, where the Indians after they had — 
been often on board his Veffel to trade with him,at the laft came friendly _ 
on board as they ufed to do, but finding the Captain afleep in his Cab- 
bin, took the opportunity to murther him as he lay, cafting a Cover-- 
ing over him that he might not be difcerned by the reft,whom they pre-_ 
fently after difpatched one after another all but Capt. Nortoz,vvho made 
{tout refiftance, for a long time defending himielf in the Cook-room of ” 
the Bark, till the gun-povvder vyhich he had fet in an open Veffel, to be © 
more ready for hisufe, accidentally took fire, by vvhich fatal accident 
he vvas fo burned, and his eyes fo blinded, that he could not make any 
longer refiftance, but forthvvith fell intothe hands of thefe cruel and 
blood-thirfty vvretches, vvho after they had taken avvay his life, madea 
prey of all that vvasin the Veffel. 
































As for Mr. Oldbam he wvas indeed murthered at an Ifland called by the 
Indians Maniffes (ince knovvn among the Englifh by the name of Block: 
Jfland) but thofe that murthered him (probably Inhabitants of the faid 
d{land ) fled prefently to the Pequods, by vvhom they vvere fheltered, an 
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> became alfo guilty themfelves of his blood, vvhich ere long vvas re 
_venged by them, as isin thenext place to be declared. 


The Englith of the AZaffachufers after the peace concluded with the 


| Pequods, fent a Bark thither for trade, that trial might be made of the 


reality of their friendfhip; but they found-them treacherous and falfe, 


and that no advantage was to be had by any commerce with them, info- 


muchas they took up a refolution never more to have to do with them 5 
which the faid Indians perceiving, made no account of the former peace, 
but took all advantage to do us mifchief, not only by harbouring thofe 
who had murthered Mr. Oldham, but furprizing many of the Englifh 


inthe year 1636, when Conneticut River began firft to be planted, di- 
—versof whom were killed (Nine at one time in Aprz/ 1637. ) by them 


about Wethersfield, when the Plantation then firft began, fo as they could 
not pafs up and down the River without a Guard, but they would bein 
danger of being cut off, or carried away, as two Maids were faid to be; 
Thirty men have been killed by them in all ; thofe who fell into their 


) hands alive, were cruelly tortured after a moft barbarous manner, by. 
| infulting oves their Prifoners in a blafphemous wife, when in their dy- 
| ing Agonies, under the extremity of their pains ( their fleth being firft 
) flathed with knives, and then filled with burning Embers) they called. 
upon God and Chrift with gafping groans, refigning up their Souls in- 
to their hands; with which words thefe wretched Caitiffs ufed to mock 


the Englifh afterward, when they came within their hearing and view. - 
About the 4ame time fome Agents fent over by the Lord Say, and the 


‘Lord Brook, built aFort at the mouth of Conneéticut River. wherein: 
was placed one Lieutenant Gardener, and a convenient number of Sol- 


diers to fecure the place intended foon after to be planted, but all the 
winter following (/cil.) in the endof the year 1636, they were little 
better than befieged by the faid Salvages, not daring to ftir out of com- 


mand of the Fort, but they were ready to be feized by thefe their bar- 
barous Enemies: At one time the Lieutenant himfelf with Ten or 


twelve of the Soldiers, marching out of theFort, with an intent to. 


pafgover a Neck of Land, to burn the Marfhes; as foon as ever they 


were pafied over the ftreight of the Neck, they efpyed a Company of 


| Indians making towards the faid Mtmus, whichif they could not reco- 
ver, they fee they muft all perifh ; whereupon returning back with all 


fpeed, they very narrowly efcaped, and were Two or three of them kil-- 
led notwithftanding, before they could get back into the Fort, which 


was prefently furrounded with multitudes of them ; but the difcharging 
ofa piece of Ordnance gave them warning tokeep further from the 


Walls ; 
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Walls:fometimes they came with their Canooes into the River in view of : 
the Soldiers within the Fort, and when they. apprehended themfelves | 
out of reach of their Guns,they would imitate the dying groans and in.” 
vocations of the poor Captive Englifh, which the Englifh Soldiers were » 


forced with filent patience to bear, not being then in a capacity to re- 


quite their infolent blafphemies. «But they being by thefe horrible out- 


rages juftly provoked to indignation, unanimoufly agreed t6 joyn their | 


Forces together to root them out of the earth with Gods Affi- 
ftance.

TheColony of the A4affachufets did immediately fet about itin the | 
latter end of the Summer (1636) by fending out Fourfcore men under 


the Command of Capt. Exdicor of Salemwho went to the Pequod Goun-

ing terms of peace, if they would furrender the Murtherers of the En- © 


slifh, and forbear further a&s of hoftility, or elfe fight them. 


The Captain aforefaid coming afhore with hisCompany, by a mef- : 
fage fent them by an Interpreter, obtained fome little fpeech with a _ 
great number of them at a diftance, but after they underitood what " 
was propounded to them, firft cunningly getting behind a hill, they ; 
prefently ran away into the Woods and Swamps, where there was no 


purfuing of them: however one difcharging a Gun among them as they " 
were taking their flight, ftayed the courfe of one, which was all that 
could be done againft them for that time. 4 ts Rue 


Winter approaching, and no encouragement prefenting further to. 


purfue them; at that time it was refolved better to return back for the 
prefent, .and wait a further. feafon when more Forces could be gathered 
together ro purfue the quarrel to theutmoft. OE Spe ve Or Fa hy 
During this interim the Pequods perceiving that they had by feveral 
late injuries and outrages, drawnupon themfelves.the hatred-of all the 
Englith,as wellas of their own people by:former wrongs; and diftruftin 
their own ability to deal. with themall at once, did at the laft by all fub-" 
til in Gnuations,. and perfwafions, try to make their peace with the Nar-. 
haganfers, wing {uch Arguments as to right reafon feemed not only: 
pregnant tothe purpofe, but allo Gf revenge that bewitching and plea-. 
fing paffion of mans mind hath not blindedtheir eyes) moft cogent and 
invincible: But they. were by the good providence of God withheld from 
embracing, thofe counfelsy which might. otherwife have proved mot. 
pernicious, to the defign of .the/Englifth: viz, That the Enguith were 
Strangers, and.began tooveripread.the Country; the which would. foom 


be pofleffed .by.them tothe depriving the ancient inhabitants of their: 


aia right 
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right, if they were not timely prevented; and that the Narbaganfets 
would but make way for their own ruin, by helping to deftroy the Pe-) 
quods , for after themfelves were fubdued, it would not be lo ng ere the 
| Narhaganfets themfelves , would in the next place be rooted out like- 
wile : Whereas if they would but join together again{t the Englifh, 
they could demonftrate how the Englifh might eafily either be déftroy- 
ed, or forced to leave the Country, and that without ary danger to 
themlelves: telling them alfo, that they never need come to any open 
Bat tels, they might deftroy them only by firing their Houfes,and killing 
their Cattel, and lying in wait for them as they went out about their or. - 
dinary occafions ;. which cour{ ifit were purfued, they faid, their new 
and icon Neighbours could not long fubfift, but would either be 
ftarved with hunger and cold, or forced to forfake the Country. 
 Machiavel dimtelf, if he had fat in counfel with them could not have 
infinuated ftronger reafons to have perfwaded them to a peace. 
| Itis faid, that fo much reafon was apprehended in thefe motives, that 
the Marbaganfets were once wavering , anchwere almoft perfwaded to 
have granted arvear to their advice and perfwafion, and joyned all againft 
the Englifhs. but when they confidered whit aii ad vantage they had put 
into their hands by the ftrength and favour of the Englith, to take a full 
revenge of all their former injuries upon their inveterate Enemies: the 
thought of that was fo fweet, that it turned the feale againft all other 
confiderations whatfoever. : 
The Report of the unheard-of cruelties forementioned, filling the 
ears of the Englifh throughout the Country; it was agreed by the joynt 
confent of the.Englifh throughout the three Colonies, to unite all 
thei Forces together, for the fuppreffing the common Enemy, early in 
che Spring, ‘eae 1637, who were alfo moved thereunto by their own 
neceffities, as well as by the earneft requeft of their Friends at Con- 
aechicut,. 
) Thofe of Plimouth, being written unto by the Governour of the Maf- 
rachufets, appeared very cordially willing thereunto: to which end they 
igreed to fend fifty menat their own charge, with as much {peed as the 
Matter required, with fufficient Leaders appointed, and a Bark provi- 
led to carry them Provifions, znd tend upon them onall occafions > but 
»efore they could be ‘difpatched away the next Spring , news was 
ought) that,the Enemy was wholly routed, foas their journey vvas 
topped, and their good will accepted for thedeed , as if they really had 
nen there to have born their partin the Service;their non-appearanceé in 
ime and placé’being not to be imputed to any backwardnefs in their

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minds; but to their too late invitation to the Service; themotion fetchs 
ing a large compals from Conmetticut down to the A¢affachufers, from 
whom in the laft place they were folicited thereunto, And for theo» 
ther two Colonies, thofe of Connetticut being quickned on by the {pur 
of neceflity, and prefent fenfe of, the infolency daily. a€ted at. their very - 
doors, were fooneft upon their March, and by the good/hand of God 
upon them, had given the main ftroak before their Friends of the A44f- 
Jachwfers could come up with thera; yet was there no repining for the 
want of the glory of the Vidtory 5 nor was there any caufe, thofe that 
were the chief actors therein being forward to give God the glory of 
the whole, andnot willing to pocket up any thing thereof themfelves, .

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Fort, which they firft intended to aflault: | 
On the fecond Wednefday of May, being the tenth day of that 
Month, we fet fail with Ninety men of the Englifh in one Pink, one 
_Pinnace, two Boats,towards the Pequods, with feventy River-Jndians, 
having fomewhat a long paffage to Saybrook:Fort, about forty of our 
Indians defired'to go down by Land on Saturday, but on Afonday they 
went forth from the Fort, and meeting feven Peguods and Niaa- 
j técks, they flew five outright, took one Prifoner, and brought him into 
Saybrook Fort, where he was executed by Capt, Underhill, the other 
-efcaped. | 
! On Monday we all landed at Saybrook Fort , and ftayed there till 
| Tuefday Capt. Underhill joyning nineteen men with himfelf to us: 
| whereupon we fent back twenty of outs to ftrengthen our Plantations : 
} and fo fet fail on Thurfday towards Narhaganfet, and arrived there on 
Friday. 

Of Saivhtay, my felf, with Capt. Underbill, Lieuetenant Sealy, with 
our guard,marched to Canonicus by Land,being about five miles diftant, 
where we were kindly entertained after their manner : having had par- 
Jey with him, we fent to M:antonimo, who would give no prefent an- 
wer; and {fo our Sabbath being on the morrow, we adjourned our meet- 
ing until AZonday, at which time there affembled Miantonimo with the 
chiefeft of them, about two hundred men; and being folemnly fet for 
Confultation after their manner 5 we told them, we were now going, 
God affifting, to revenge the wrong committed, and bloodthed by their 
and our Enemies, upon our native Country-men, not any way defiring 
their aid, unlefs they would voluntarily fend, which they did exceedingly 
approve of: Moreover, we told them, That the Englifh and they had 

always been friends for ought we knew, and fo we were with the Indians 

that had not wronged Englifh-men, the which they acknowledged,and 
fomade a large defcription of the Pequods Country, and told us, they 
would fend men with us; fo we refolved there to keep our rendezvouz 
at (anonicus his Plantation on the morrow night,' being Tuefday : but 
the wind being ftiff, we could not land our men till five or fix of the clock 
in the afternoon, at which time I landed on Narhaganfet fhoar with thir- 
ty two men,and fo marched to the place of Rendezvouz formerly ap- 
pointed : Capt. Underhill and my Lieutenant landed-the reft,and fo came 
‘up to me that night. About two hours before day came an Indian with a 
‘Letter from Capt.Patrick being then at Mr. Ro.Wiliams his Plantation 
with forty men, who defired us to ftay for his coming, and joyning, not

and marching on five miles further, we made another Alta, where they,

- told-us, we had neatadezen miles to Saffacous his Fort, as we gathered 


py their relation: Being very weary in travelling with our arms, amu= 
nition and provifion, we were conftrained to alter our refolution, and re: 
folved to attempt that Fort the which they had formerly defcribed to be” 
three or four miles nearer 3 andvalfo one of Captain Uaderhills men fail= 
ing, purit out of doubt. But whofoever faith, that Capt. Undertid had 
any falling out about that or any thing elfe,doth fpeak entruth 5 for we 
both refolved to Saffacozs his Fort, as we concluded in our confultation 
at Narbacanfer, and fo continued our refolution till we received the fors 
mer reafons as grounds fufficient to perfwade us to the contrary, and to 
profecute that which was moft likely to be accomp!ifhed. - i 
They drew a Plot of the feituation of the Peguods, and defcribéd Saf- 
facous his Fort: to be the néareft, which was the chief caufe we determin- 
ed to affault that firft, aod had no reafon leading till ourlaft Alta,where 
wpon.the reafons formerly mentioned , we changed our xe‘olution : this 
they much defired,and very muctrejoyced 3 for it was dreadful ro them 
to hear the name af Saffacoss; 
From 
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From thence we marched two or three miles where we kept our ren- 
dezvouz, fuppofing we had been within onemile.of the Fort: Tney ha- 
ving fentan /ndian to dilcover before-hand, brought us news that they 
werefecure, having been fifhing with many Canooes at'Sea, and divers 
of them walking here and there. 

About two hours before day we marched toward the Fort, being wea- 


. ry and much fpent; many of us having flept nothing at all. 


And fo we began to march toward the Fort, the Lord being pleafed 
wonderfully to aflift and encourage us; after a tedious march of Three 
or four miles, about break of day we came fair in view of the Fort 
ftanding omthe top of an hill not fteep; the Jzdzans all falling back,were 
fuddenly vanifhed out of fight, fo wemade an Alta, and fent back for 
our Guide, who had promited to go with us tothe Fort; buthis heart 
we faw much failed him; weasked him what they intended who promi- 
{ed to wing us, and tofurroundtheFort; he told us they were much a- 
fraid 5 but he feeing our refolution, went to them and prevailed with di- 
vers of themtocomeup tous; wetoldthem their beft courfe would be 
to flank the Fort on both fides, and having notime longer to confer, 
we proceeded;,Capt. Underhill to the weftern entrance with one divifion, 
my felf with the other to the eaftern asfilently as poffibly we could ; fo 
it pleafed God we came up with the Pallifado within two rod, before we 
were difcovered, at which time a dog began to bark, and an /ndrarcried 
out,but not being my felf rightly informed by the Jndian of the right en- 
trance, though there was a little poftern door, the which I had thought 
to have attempted to break down with my foot; but the Lord direéted 
me ctherwife for the better; for I then feared we could not there enter 


‘with our Arms} which proved true, fo | fuddenly hafted to the Pallifa- 


do, and putting in the muzzle of my piece, difcharged upon them, and 
fothe reft with all celerity 5 and{fnddenly haftned on toward that fide 
which ftood toward the water; where I concluded’was an entrance, and 
inftantly fell uponit, being only barred with two great forked boughs, ° 
or branches of fome tree; and hafting over them, I drew one after me, 
my Lieutenant, the other way outward; then we fuddenly fell upon the 
Wigwams, the Indians cryed out in moft hideousmanner, forneifluing 
out of the Wigwams, fhooting at usdefperately, and fo creeping un- 
der beds that they had. We had refolved a while not to have burned it, 
but being we could not comeat them, I then refolved to fet it on fire, 
after divers of them were flain, and fome of ourmen fore wounded: 
So entring one of their Wigwams, | took a fire-brand [ at which time an 
Indian drawing an Arrow had killedhim, bat one Davis his Serjeant cur the 
Bow- 
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Bow-flring with his C ourtlace | and fuddenly kindled a fire in the Mats 
wherewith they were covered, and fell to a retreat, and furrounded the 
Fort ; the fire encreafing violently, infomuch as that they were conftrain- 
ned to climb to the top of the Pallifadoe; from whence they were foon 
fetcht down, 1 fuppofe to the number of an Hundred and forty; many 
of them iffuing forth were fuddenly flain either by the Englifh or Jnds- 
ans, who were ina ring without us, all being difpatched and ended in 
‘the fpace of an hour, having Two of our men flain, and Sixteen 
wounded, - Dk 134 38>. 

Being very hot and dry, we could very hardly procure any water, 
where we continued one hour not knowing what courfe to take, or 
which way to go, our Pinnaces not being come in, neither did we know 
how far, or which way to goto them; our Interpreter being an Indian _ 
and they fo hurried and diltraéted with a few hurt men, but chiefly asI - 
conceive with fear of the Enemy, who fuddenly approached, that we 
could hardly come to fpeak with him, who knew nothing what they in- 
tended. 

But the Enemy approaching, they began to cleave untous, and I veri- 
ly think they durft not leave us. 

Our Pinnaces then coming in view with a fair gale, being guided as it 
were to ferve our neceflity by the good hand of God, which I think was 
never more eminently feen in a matter of like moment, and lefs of man 
in feveral pafflages. Then wefet our men in order, and prepared for 
fisht, and began to march toward the Harbour where the Pinnaces were 
toride: the Enemy approaching, Capt. Underhill with divers Indians 

‘and certain Englith iffued out to encounter them, but they would nor 
ftand to it, for the mof part they lay behind Rocks, Trees and Bufhes; 
we marched on they ftill dodging of us; fometimies defperately hazard- 
ing themfelves in open field, where fome of them were flain in open 
view, andaswe hear many wounded: | wasfomewhat cautelous inbe- — 
towing many fhot upon them needlefly, becaute ] expefted a itrong op- 
pofition; and thus they continued to folluw us till we came within two : 
miles of our Pinnaces where they wholly left us, which was near Six. — 
miles as I conceive, having then about Two miles more to the River. 

Four of our wounded men we were forced to catry.our felves, while 
at length we hired the Jzdians to bear them, -bothin this and all their 
following enterpriles againit the Pequods. . eG 

Here note that one Wequa|b a Pequod fell from his Country-men, and 
proved a Guide tothe Englifh. | <5 
". Thisfervice being thus happily accomplifhed by thele few hands that 
tee Tees a: came 
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came from Connellicut, within awhile after the Forces fent from the 
Maffachufersunder the condu& of Captain Stoughton as Commander in 
chiei arrived there alfo, who found a great partof the work done to 
their hands, in thefurprizal of the Pequods Fort as aforefaid, which yer 
was but the breaking of the neft, and unkenneling thofe falvage Wolves; 
for the Body of them, with S¢flacows the-chief Sachim (whofevery name 
was aterrour to all the Warhaganfets))-vvere difperfed abroad and 
feattered all over their Country, yet fo far difmayed, that they never 
durft make any affault upon theEnglifh, that in feveral parties vvere 
{cattered about in purfuit of them. 

It vvas not long aiter Capt. Stoughtows Soldiers came up, before nevvs 
vyas brought of a great number of the Enemy, that were difcovered by 
the fide of a River up the Country, being firft trepanned by the Nar- 
haganjets, under pretence of fecuring them, but they were truly hem- 

-med_inby them, thoughat adiftance, yet fo as they could not, or durft 
not {tir from the place, by which means our Forces of the AZaffachufers 
had an eafie Conqueft of fome hundreds of them who vvere there coup- 
edupas.inaPound; not daring to fight, not able to fly avvay, and fo 
vvere all taken vvithout, any oppofition: the men among them to the 
numbér of Thirty vvere'turned prefently into Charons Ferry-boat,under 
the command of Skipper Gallop, vvhodifpatched thema little vvithout 
the Harbour the Females and Children wvere difpofed of according to 
the vvill of the Conquerors, fome being given to the Narhaganfets and 
other Jzdiaas that aflilted in the fervice. 

The reft of the Enemy being firft fired out of their ftrong hold, vvere 
taken and deftroyed, a great number of them being feized in the places 
vvhere they intended to have hid themfelves, the reft fled out of their 
ovvn Country over Conneéticut River, up tovvard the Dutch Plantation. 
Gur Soldiers being refolved by Gods affiftance to make a final deftru- 
étion of them, vvere minded to purfue them vvhich vvay foever they 
fhould think to make their efcape; to vwwhich end in thenext place, our 
Soldiers vvent by Water tovvards .New-Haven, vvhither they heard 
(and vvhich in reafon vvas moft likely) they bent their courfe: foon af- 
ter they vvere informed of a great number of them that had betaken 


| themfelves to a neighbouring place not far of, vvhither they might hope 


it vvas not like they fhould be purfued; but upon fearch they found 
Fifty or &xty Wigvvams, but vvithout any Indians in any of them, but 
heard that they had paffed along tovvard the Dutch Plantation, vvhere- 
upon our Soldiers that vvere before, all embarked for Qusllepiack, af- 

tervvards called Mew-aven, and being landed there, they had not far 
/ to 
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tomarch unto the place where it was moft probable they fhould either 
Gnd or hear of themsaccordingly in their march they met here and there. 
with fundry of them, whom they flew or took Prifoners,amongft whom 
were two Sachims, whom they prefently beleaded; toathird that was 
either aSachim or near a kin to one, they gave his life upon condition. 
that he fhould go and enquire where Saffacous was, anda accordingly — 
bring them word 5 this Indian overlooking all othet national or natural 
obligations, in confideration of his life that was receivedon that conditi= 
on, proved very true and faithful to thofe that fent him 5 his order was 
to have returned in three days, but not being able within fo fhort a 
time to make afull difcovery of the bufinefs,& alfo find an handfome way — 
to efcape, he made it Eight days before he returned, in which fomething 
- fell out not a little remarkable; for thofe he was fent to difcover; fulpe~ 
ing at the laft by his withdrawing himfelf that he came for aSpyespur-. 
fied after him, fo he was forced to fly for his life, and getting down: 
to the Sea-fide, he accidentally met with a Canooe alittle before turned 
a drift, by which means he padled by fome fhift or other fo far out of the.

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“The reft of the Pequods from whom Saffzcous had made an efcape, 


fhifted every one for him{clf, leaving but three or four behind them, 
(when a party of our Soldiers according to the direction of him that — 
was fent as a Spy came upon the place) who would not or could not tell 
them whither their Company were fied 5 but our Soldicrs ranging up 
and down a8 Providence guided them; atthe laft, Fuly 13. 1637, they — 
lighted upon a great number of them, they pugfued in 4 fimall Indiaz 
Town feated by the-fide of an hideous Swamp (near the place where 
Fairfield oxStratford now ftand into which they all flipt as well Peguods 
as Natives of the place; before our men could make any fhot upon 
them,having placed'a Centinel to give warnings Mr.Ladlow-and Capt. 
Mafox with half a {core of their men hapned to difcover this Crew. 
Capt. Patrickhand Capt. Trak with about an 100 of the Maf/achufet for-

enemys but fuch was the firength and courage of thofe that came to 
the refcue,that fome of the Ixdians being flain with their fwords, their 
friends were quickly relieved,and drawn out of the mire and danger. 


‘But the Indians of the place, who had for company fake run with 


their Guefts the Pequods into the Swamp, did not love their friend thip 
fo wellas to be killed with them alfo for company fake; wherefore they 
‘began to bethink themfelves that they had done no wrong to the En- 
-gilith, and defired a parly,which was granted; and prefently underftood 
| by the means of Thomas Stanton an exa& Interpreter then at hand,upon 
| which the Sachim of the place with feveral others, their Wives and 
‘Children, that liked better to‘live quietly in their Wigwams than be

By this time night drawing on,our Commanders perceiving on which 
fide of the Swamp the Enemies were lodged,gave order tocut through 
the Swamp with their (words, that they might the better hem them 
round in onecorner, which was prefently done, and fo they were be- 
girt in all night,che Englith in the circumference plying them with fhot 
all the time,by which means many of them were killed and buried in the 
mire, as they found the next day- The Swamp by the forementioned 
device being, reduced to fo narrow a compafs, that our Soldiers ftand- — 
ing at twelve foot diltance could {urround it, the enemy was keptinall — 
thenight, but a little before day break (by reafon of the Fog that u- © 
feth to arife about that time,obferved to be the darkeft time of the night)

difcourfe foregoing. Amongft the reft of the Prifoners,(pecial notice 
was taken of the Wife of a noted Indian called Mononotto,who with her 


Children fubmitted her felf, or by the chance of the War fell into the . 


hands of the Englifh : it was known to,be by her mediation that two 
Englifh Maids (that were taken away from Wethersfield upon Connes 
Gicut River) were faved from death, in requital of whofe pity and hu- 
manity, the life of her felf and her Children was not only granted her, 
but fhe was in {pecial recommended to the care of that honourable 
Gentleman Mr. Fobu Winthrop, for that time being the worthy Go- 
vernour of the Maffichrfets; who taking notice of her modeft coun- 
tenance and behaviour, as well as of her only requeit (not to fuffer 
wrong ¢ither as to the honour of her body,or fruit ofher womb) gave 
fpecial charge concerning her according to his noble and Chriftian 
difpofition. 

After this flaughter at the Swamp,the Pequods being upon every turn 
expofed to revenge of the Mohegins on one fide, and Narbagenfets on 
the other, chofe rather to fubmit themfelves to the Englifh, by whom 
they were put, fome under the Mobegins,and fome under the Narbagane 
fets, which at laft proved the occafion of the prefent quarrel,as is con- 
ceived, through the ambition of Miantonime, as was at firlt related. 


This was the iffue of the Peqasod War, which inthe day of it here in 
New-England was then as formidable to the Country in general as the 
prefent War with Philip 5 the experience of which, becaufe it may ad- 
‘minifter much matter of comfort and encouragement to the furviving 
Generation, as well as of praife and thankfgiving to Almighty 
from all thofe who have thus long quietly enjoyed the beam 
reaped the fruit of their labour, and courage, who engaged therein ; the 
more pains hath been taken to fearch out the broken pieces of that Sto- 
ry, and thus put them together before the memory thereof was buried 
in the ruins of time, and paft the recovery and knowledg of the pre- 
fent age, the which though it be here in the laft place recorded, fhould 

in the firft be remembred.

and feattered, that there isnone of themleft on that fide of the Coun- 
try; unleis fome few, not-excceding feventy in number, that have fhelter- 
| ed themfelves under the Inhabitants of Road-J/land, as a Merchant of 
that place worthy ofcredit, lately affirmed to the Writer hereof. Itis 
_ confiderable by what degrees they have been confumed and deftroyed. 
| The frit week in April laf, viz. 1676, Canonchee their chief Sachim, 
| having with this peoplebeen driven out of his own Country by the 
_ fword of the Englifh the winter before, breathed ftill nothing but rage 
and cruelty again{t them,bearing himfelfupon his great numbers ; yet as 
appeared inthe iffue, himfelf and they that efcaped with him, were not 
| fo much preferved from the prefent calamity that befell the reft in their 
Fort, as referved to another and more ignominious death. For all the 
_ whole Body of the Indians to the Weftward trufting under the fhadow 
of the afpiring Bramble ; he took a kind of care of them upon himfelf : 
Wherefore forefeeing fo many hundreds could not well fubfift without 
planting : he propounded it in his Council, That all the Weft-plantations 
upon Coznetlicut River, taken fromthe Englith, fhould this laft Summer 
be planted with Izdian-corn3 yvhich was indeed in it felf a very prudent 
confideration: Tothat end he refolved to venture himfelf with but 
thirty men ¢ the reft declining it) to fetch a feed corn from Seaconk, the 
next town to AZoune hopes leaving a Body of men, not fewer than fifteen - 
hundred to follow-him, or meet him about:Sezconk the -week after,.

twenty fe¥ehith, 1678,) anc ended on/the ‘tenth of Apeilfollowing. 


They met® vith a ftout 'Jndian of the Enemies, -whomitheysprefently 
flew, and two old Sqguaws, that confefled Vanunttenoo , alias Canunchat 
(thofe chief Sachims ufually changing their names at every great Dance, | 
and by that name of JVanunttenoo was he then known), was not far off; 
which welcom News put'new Life into the wearied Soldiers, that had . 
travelled hard many days, and met with no Booty’ tillnow y efpecially, 
when it was ‘confirmed by Intelligence the fame inftant, brought in by — 
their Scouts, that they met: with new Tra@ts which brought them’ ia 
view of fome Wigwams not far from Patucker, by fome'called Black- 
frones-River, in one of which the faid Sachim was at that moment diver- 
tizing himfelf, with the'recital of Captain Péerces flaughter,furprized by 
his mena few days before s but the Alarm of the Englifh at that time, 
heard by himfelf, pur*by thatDifcourfe, apalled with the fuddennels 
thereof, as if he had been informed by fecret Trem from Heaven, that — 
now his own turn was come: fo as’ having’but feven men about him, he 
fent up two of thém to the top of the Hill to fe. what the matter was 
but they aftighted with the near approach of the Englifh, at that time 
with great {peed mounted over a fair'Champagn on the other fide of — 
the Hid, ran by, asif they wanted time to tell what they faw 3: prefently :

(with us called the County of York-Shire’), ‘Captain Wincal of Newe- 
chewannic», with fome others, having‘a fympathy for the fuflerings of 
the Neighbours, marched up that way with afinall party of men: In 
his firft skirmith with the Enemy, he chanced ,to lofe two or three of 
his Company 5 the reft being not above eleven in all, as they were

'~ With fach kind of mutual Encounters was the latter part of the year 
fpent betwixt the Indians and the Engli(h from Pafcataqua. River to. 
Kennibeck, from the beginning of Auguft to the end of November, 
wherein many were flain on both fides: in one place, and in anothers of — 
the Englifh in thole parts were flain upward of fifty. The Enemy loft; as 
appeared afterward by their own Confeflion above ninety, partly in the 
forefaid Skirmifhes, and partly in their joyning with the Jadians to the — 
Weftward, whither it is faid, many of them were invited to repair, to — 
help to deftroy the Englith,in hope toenjoy their pofeffions afterwards: 
But God had otherwife determined, who did arife at laft to dave the ©

“ofthe Country, but more efpecially to the care and prudence of the Fia- 
roured Major D. Denifon, the Major General of the whole Colony, va

Gentleman, who by his great infight in, and long Experience of aff 
Martial 4ffaits, wasevery way accomplifhed for the managing that 


‘whole affair ; He had, to eafe the other fide of the Country,drawn out 


a fufficientnumber of Soldiers from the next Countries,to have reduced 
all the Jndians Faftward to their obedience 5 but juft as they were in- 
tended to march up to the Head-quarters of the Ivdians, to fall upon 
them there, wz. to Offapy, and Pigwauchet, about an hundred miles up 


‘into the Ceuntry Northward. i | 
"The Winter detting in fo'fharp and fevere in the beginning of De- 


cember, and latter end of November, it was not poffible to have march- 
eda days journey into the Woods, without hazarding all their lives that 
fhould venture up: The Snowbeing found. generally in thofe Woods 
four foot thick on the 10¢9 of December, fo as it was not poffible. for 
any to have travelled that way , unlefs they carried Rackets under their 
feet, wherewith to walk upon the top of the Snow... This alone confide- 
tation forced them to lay afide their defigns for the prefent, but foon af 
ter it wasdoneto their hands; for the depth of the Snow, and fharpnefs 
of the cold were fo extream, that the J#dians in thofe parts were fo 
pinched therewith, that being Hunger-ftarved, they. began to fue for 
peace, making their Addrefs firft to Major Walderz on that account, by 


‘whofe mediation that whole Body of Jvdéans Eaftward were brought to 


an hopeful conclufion of peace, which was mutually agreed upon;and pot- 
fibly might have remained firm enough to this day, had there not been 
too juftan occafion given for the breaking of the fame by the wicked 
practice of fome lewd perfons, which opened the door, and made way for 
the bringing in all thofe fad Calamities and .mifchiefs that have fince 
fallen upon thofe parts of the Country, as fhall be hereafter de- 
elared, aT | 
Inthe latter end of Fume, 1676, the Indians that had madea general 
Confpiracy againft the Englifh were ftrangely dilperfed, and difpirited, 
{o as they from that time began to feparate one from another, and every 
Natien of them to thift for themfelves, ashath been already mentioned 
in the former patt of this Marrative/ZCanonicus the great Sachim of the 
Narhaganfets, diftrufting the proffers of the Englifh, was flain in the 
Woods by the AZohawks, his Squaw furrendring her felf: by this means 
her Life was fpared. ; i : 
Many of thofe about Lancaffer, and the places acjoyning thereun- 
to, did cunningly endeavour to hide themfelves amongft thofe Indians 
about Pafeataqua, that had newly made their fubmiflion to the En- 
glifh, by M \jor Walderns means, and concluded a peace 5 yet could nei- 
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-. ther difemble their nature and difpoficion paft before from fulpition 
of milchief, nor yet fo artificially conceal their perfons, but they. were 
 eafily.difcerned by fuch as. in former times had any acquaintance with 
the Eaftern Indians. by. way of Trade, or other Converie:.. Whereup-. 
on the Forces newly raifed ia the AZeffachufets . under-the Command 
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s of Captain Wiliam Hathorne,.and Captain fofeph Sil, defigned for the - ‘ 


fubduing of thole Jidians about the River of Aderrimack; and Pafca- 
_ taquay that {till Rood out inHoltility againft the Englifh, meeting with 
thofe under the Command of Major Waldera aforelaid,, and Gapt. Froft 


of Kutary.: It was mutually agreed betwixt.thofe feveral Comman-_ 9 


ders, to feize upon all. thofe Jediaus that at that tine,were met together 
about Major Walderns dwelling at Quechecho, | The Contrivement fuc- 
ceeded according to expestation, and all the faid Jadians, were handtom- 
ly furprized, September ‘6th 1676, without the lols of any perfons lite, 
either Jndian or Englifh, to the number of near-four hundred; by which 
device, after our Forces had them all. in their hands, they. feparated 
thé peaceable-from the perfidious,, that. had been, our Enemies,.during 
the late Troubles: finding about two, hundred involved. inithe former

Thofe who had been always either peaceable and true to the Englifh, 
never intermedling in the quarrel,4s Wannalancet the Sagamore of Penizi-

Befides thele that, were furprifed.at the time aforelaid , there. were 
feveral others, who had been the,chief AGors, that were taken upand 
down in thofe Woods beyond Aferrimack, and to were delivered up to 
Jultice. 5 As. Fol AMonoco, Sagamore Sam, old Ferhro,with fome others, 
as hath been already mentioned, yet young Ferbro brought in forty at 
one time. It was a {pecial-favour from God, fo to order it, that theJz- 
dians aforetaid were fo furprized. for had they continued in-their for- 
mer Rebellion, and had.takemthe opportunity to have joined with the 


Haftern Indians, as fome.of them did a few Months before, they would —

“5 0Some little colouror pretence of injury was alleadged before thofe 
Eattern Indians began their outrage both in the former, as well as in the 
prefent year. ‘The chief Actor or rather the beginner of ail the aforelaid 
~mifchiefs Eaftward, is one Squando, the Sagamore of Saco Indians, 
whole Squaw, asisitaid, was abuled by a rude‘and inditcreet act of fome 
/Englifh Seamen in'the laft Summer, 1675, who either overfet the Ca- 
neo wherein the faid Squaw with het Child were {wimming ina River... 
thereabouts, or elfe to rry whether the Childrén of the Jadians as they 
had heard, could {wim as naturally as any other creatures, wittingly 
caft her Child into the water, but the Sqzaw immediately diving into 
the water after it, fetcht itup fromthe bottom of the River: yet it 
fo falling out that within a while atter the faid Child dyed, ( which it 
might have done if notuch affront had heen offered ) the faid Squanda. 
~ Father of the Child hath been fo provoked thereat, that hé hath ever 
fince tet himfelf to do all the mifchief he can to the Englifh in thofe parts,. 
and was hever as yet lince that time truly willing to be reconciled: Al-. 
though he isfaid to have fent home fome that were taken Captive the laft 
year. Surely if their hearts had nor been fecretly filled with malice and, 
Revenge before, they might have obtained fatisfa€tion for the wrong, 
done at an eafier Rate.More probable it is,that this was only an occafton 
to vent the mifchief they formerly had conceived intheir hearts. | 
There is an injury of an higher nature, mentioned as the ground of 
their quarrel with us, who live about Pemmaquid, and Kenmibecs,

rant to feize any Indians Ealtward, that had been euilty of any Murder 
or {poil done to the Englith in thofe parts , cid moft perfidioufly and 
wickedly entice fome of the Jndians about (ape Sables, who never had 
been in the leat mariner guilty of any injury done to theEnglifh,aboard 
their Vefich,> or elfe fome other way, and thes carried them away to fell 
them for fl.ves; which the Jzdiazs in thole parts look upon as an injury 


done to themfelves, and have alledged it to the Inhabitants of Pemmna-_ 
guid, as one of the principal grounds of their prefent quarrel: Fhe _ 


thing alleadged'istoo true asto matter of Fact, and the perfons that did 
it, were lately committed to prifon in order to their further tryal. Yet 
all thofe Indians do, or may know fall well,that they who didthem that 
wrong, were lyable to due punifhment, (or elle their quarrel might be 
accounted jut, and they confidered as Indians, muft have the more al- 
fowance ) if they could be found ; nor ever were any countenanced: a- 
mongft us, that had done‘them any kindof injury, nor did thofe that 
take vpon them the revenging of the injury, know that they were Inha- 


_bitants of this Country that did the wrong;nor was then ever any order- 


ly complaint made thereoftbut this cannot excufe their perfidioufnefs and 


cruelty. Some other pretences were alleadged by the faid Jadians that 


vet do bear no proportion to the mention of a wrong or injury,vz-be- 
éaufe our Traders were forbidden to fell any Ammunition to any Indians 
whatloever-, which thofe Jzdians fay they cannot live without; yet 
{eeing themfelves, as well as the Weltward indians have fo illimproved, 
that which they had before, there was little Reafon why they fhould 
quarrel withus for felling no more. SREY SREY oF 
Further alfo itis affirmed by fome perfons worthy of credit, that for 
divers years paft have lived in thofe parts, that the Jndtaus thereabouts 


need not have wanted powder or fhot, only they wanted fomething 
wherewith to cloak their malitiousand barbarous practices of late com- 


mitted again uss but there being different opinions about this point, 
we fhall leave it at the prefent.

Before the War with Philip was well ended to theSouthward, there 

was a frefh alarm founded again to the Eaftward ; for on the Eleventh 


_ of Auguft, 1676. The very day before Philip’s heart (that had harboured 
fo many mifchievous and treacherous devices againft the Englifh) was by . 
one of his own Company thot through, did a party of Jzdraas begin theit 


outrages 
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in New-England, from Pafcataqna to Pem 
outrages at Cafco in.a moft perfidious and treacherous manner, killing 
and carrying away Captive to the number of thirty perfons, and burn- 
ing their houfes. among{t whom was the Family of one Anthony Brack: 
et Inhabitant.of ,Ca/co, who was thought to have been killed ; but he 
himfelf with his Wife and one of his Five Children carried away Cap- 


‘tive witha Negro, did happily make an efcape: from their bloody and 
deceitful hands, in AVovember next entuing. - | 


The manner;how Anthony Bracket and his Wife made their efcape was 
very remarkable, and therefore judged worthy to be inferted here, al+ 
though out of due place., The Judians that led them Captive, having 


brought them tothe Northfide of Ca/co Bay , News was brought to the 


faid Jndians of the furprizal of Arrow/fick, houfe in Kennibeck,: withal 


the ftore therein, which did fo rejoyce them, that they made all hafte to 
fhare in the good things there to.be had. Thuseager tobe gone they 
promifed Bracket and his Wife that they fhould have alfo a fhare there- 


nif they would makehafteafter them, bringing along a burthen alot- 


ted to-each of them: The woman haying a little before obferved an 
old Burchin Cazoo lying by the water-fide, hoped it was an opportuni- 
ty Providence offered for their efcape 3 whereupon fhe firft prudently 
asked of the Indians tolet the Negro. their own fervant (at-the fame- 
time carried Captive by them ) help them to carry their burthens, 


which was granted: then the begged of them a piece or two of meat, 


which was not denyed them., Thus being furnifhed with help and pro- 


-vifion, the Jzdians leaving them thus behind to come after with. their 


feveral burthens and a young Child; They could not but look up- 
on itasa Nutus Divinus, to bid them fhift for themfelves: the woman 
alfo-found aneedle and thread in thehonfe,where they ftayd on that fide 
of the Bay, withwhich having mended the Canoo, they ventured to get 
away 3 which profperoufly fucceeded: for in that old Cano they crof- 


-fed-a vvater eight or nine miles broad, and yvhen they came on-the South 


fide of the Bay, they might have been in as much danger of other Indi- 
ans, that had lately been about Black-point, and had takenit; but they 


_yvere nevvly gone: So things on all fides thus concurring to help for-

.Prifon, where he was not over carefully lookt to: he had had hishand 
inthe murther of fundry Englifh, as himfelf confeffed ; not miffing fave 
one in the which he had ditcharged his Gun upon; but becaufe he came © 
in voluntarily, bringing in a woman and five Children of the Englith, | 
who had been carried Captive a [little before, it was queltioned, whe- 
ther his laft aétof fubmiffion might not ballance his former teanfgreffion, 
and therefore was he committed to that, not fodecure a Prifon, tilfhis 
Café might be further conidered of. It is faid that coming to that 
Brackets Houte over night he pulled forth a counterfeited pafs, under the 
hands of fome publick Officers, or men intrufted with that Service, ma- 
king thew of all Friencfhip; butin the morning or foon after, he pulled 
off his V.zour of a friend, and difcovered what he'was, yet granting 
Life to this perfon and his Family, that did not, or conld not refift,which 
he denyed to fome of the Neighbors not far off, who were many of them 
Ailled by this blood Villain and his Partners, pad 
--'There are fore circumftances in the affault of e<xthony Bracvers 
houfe very confiderable, which, becaufe it was the firft outrage com- 
mitted by the Zvdians in this their fecond infurre&tion, 1676, are worthy 
of a more particular remembring, - . 
This Indian forementioned called Simond, after he had efcaped out 
of Prifon at Dover, came up to Caco, and either in the end of uly, ot 
beginning of Azguft, acquainted himfelf with this Axtheny Bracket, 
and oft frequented his houle: Uponthe Ninth of Aaguf, fome of the 
Indians having killed a Cow ot his, the Ixdian Simond coming to his 
Houfe promifed to bring the Indians to him that killed hisCow. Inthe : 
mean time they of the place fent two men to Afajor Walderns at Dover; i: 
to complain of this injury done by the Jadians bur before their return, | 
very early in the morning on the Eleventh of Angufl, Simond with a 
party of Indians came to Anthony Bracket’s houle, and told him there 
were the Ivdians that killed his Cow ; but as foon as they had faid, 
That the Izdians went further into his Houfe and took hold of all the 
Guns they could fee, Authony Bracket asked what was the meaning of 
that 5 Simend prefently replyed, that fo it muit be, asking him withal, 
whither he had rather ferve the Jvdiaus, or be flain by them : -4athony 
Bracket onfwered, that if the Cafe were fo, he would rather chute to 
ferve them, than be killed by them: Siwond replyed, that then they muft 
be bound, which prefently was done. The faid Bracvet,his Wife, and a 
Negro were all bound by the Indians; his Wife had a Brother, who offer- 
ing to refit was killed forthwith, the reft with five Children were led » 
away Prifoners.

Then palling on toorher boufes, catryed away fome of them Captive ep

The day after one George Felt fufpecting the worlt by reafon of a 
fmoak ‘ie -faw on the oppofite fide of the Town, took his wife and Chile 
dreninto.a (noo to fee what the matter was, but when he came near a 
pont of Land not far off, he found feveral of his Neighbours gosds,which 
“made him conclude their Owners were killed, which was a fufficsent 
warning to him likewife to fly for bis Life, which he did to the fame 
Ifland. After they had fundry of them efcaped thither, fome of them 
semembred that they had lef? powder behind them in oze or two places 5 
whereupon they refolved to venture a party of them in the night,partly 
to prevent the Indians from having any Advantage thereof, and partly 
for their own defence if eccafion fhould be; Their Attempt fucceeded well,» 
for they brought away a barrel of powder from one Walles his boufe, and ~ 
likewife a confiderable quantity out of a Chef ina Store-howfe, wherethe — 
Indians had beenranfacking, and had taken things out of the orber end 
of the Chef, yet overlocked the Powder : \n this furprizal of the Plantae — 
sion in Gafco Bays, called Falmouth, there were thirty four perfons kil 
led and carried Captive. ; ats 

That this was not a cafual Attempt, but adefigned plot, it will ap- 
pear, in that juft about the very fametime, the Indians at Kennibeck, 
sade the like Infurrettion, whereby itis concluded, either thatthe In-_ 
dians which efcaped from Dover, flirred them up thereunto, or elfe 
that the faid Indians finding themin a difpofitton tending that way, by 
reafon of fome injuries done them that dwell farther Vorthward, they. 
offered their Service to help firward the defigne. 

Itisto be noted here; that the Indians about Kenuibeck were. per- 
fwaded to continue their former amity with the Exglijh notwithftand- 
ing the report of Philips rifing that year before, and the Owtrages com- 
mitted the /af# Autumne, and winter following, yet which is more , 
they had lately renewed their League with the Exglifh in thofe parts, al- 
though they had often co/nplained to thofe of Pemmaquid, of the inju- 
ry they fuffered, in the withholding from them the Trade of powder, and: 
foot, without which they faid they cannot fubji#; and for want. of 
which it isalleaged by themfelves, that fome of them perifhed the lait 
wsnter. | 

But the Quarrel of late fallen ont betwixt the Englifo, and the !ndi- 
ans about Kennebeck, and Eaffward thereof, beinga matter of great’ 
Confequence ; For the farther fatisfaction of the Reader, it fhallia what. 
follows, be more particularly de{cribed ; it being the duty of every on 
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that pablifhed things of thisnature, to do the right of an Hifforian to 
all forts of perfons, any way concerned in what is made publick, The 
Information was received from a prudent perfox, an Eye and Ear wite 
mefs of all that hapned amongit the faid Indians, both the former and 
prefent year, and one that was of more publick, Concerument in thofe 


Tranfaétions then fome others, therefore may the more heed be given © 


thereto. Mention is already made of what hapned in September, 1675. 
to the Company belonging to 4 Sloop, and two other Boats, that went 
up Cafco Bay to gather Indian Corn , Upon that Accident it is faid, 
divers Indians on the Eajh fide of Kennibeck, River repaired to their Fort 
at Totonnock{ a place uphigher into the Country beyond Kennibeckand 
Shipscot River ) where was an Englifherading honfe. And the Indians 
Eaftward of the faid River, hadas yet done no harm to any of the. £a- 
glifh, yet did (apeaia Sylvanus Davis Agent for Afajor Clarke, and 
(aptain Lake of Bajten, upon thefe Overtwres think it ft to fetch down 
the Powder and Shoe with other goods fromthe faid Trading beufe, tele 
ling the Indians, by the Meffenger fent up,:he would have them come 
down and live below in that River, to take off jesloufics, and that he 
would then fupply them with what was needful. 

But the cAfeffenger told them, in Cafe they would not come down, 
and deliver upthneiwArms, the Englifh would killthem, He that fen: 
deth.a Meffenger by the hand of a Foil faith Solomon, eutteth off the feet 
and drinketh d:mmage ; This Meflage was delivered by bim that went, 
as was cunfeffed by himfelf, who putitinto his mouth, or whether it 
was devizedin his own heart, itconcerns not us now to enquire, but the 
dammage that fide of the Country hath been made to drink, thereby, is 
not eafy to recount ; for upon this:T breatning CU cffage the Inuians for, 
fooktheir Fore prefently, and went Eafiward, and fent abroad to Fohns 
‘River and to the Sea fide to get allthe Indians they could together to 
‘come up Penobfcot Rever. 

A Gentlemow whoat that time lived at Pemmaquid, a kind, of Su 
‘perintendent overthe Affairs of that place,confidering the fad fare things 
were running intos laboured to obtain a‘P arly with the faid Indians, er 
fome of them, which after much trouble and colt, he did accomplith. 
Burin the meantime; Cachwas the violence ufed by fome refractory 
Engli{h in thofe parts, that they could fcarce be reflrained from offering 
violence tothe perfons hefent upias M ff ngers,or others: thatdived quaecdy 
‘amongit them, anddid alfoasviolcn ier themfelues. to. oppote hime

felf, of any_othéers thataCted with more moderation, chen the relt-;. pra- 
‘vefling agacnf chem, asthofe who fargai Lup plyed the: Indians, with

Powder and Shot, and faid they would kill any Indianthey met; others. 
at CMonhiggan offered five peund for every Indian that fhould be 
brought, yet would not thefe perfons that were /o violent againit the In 
dians in their difcourfe, be perfwaded upon any Terms, then, or afters 
ward, to goonttofight againft the Indians in an orderly way; as ap= 
peared both by theirSecurity in not flanding better upon their guard, 
and by their /udden flight afterward, running away like a Flock, of 
Sheep, atthe barkizg-of any little dog : Things being in this poffure, 
what couldbe expected but a prefene warr with the Indians, although as 
ft feems, there were few or none like to be found, willing to undertake 
~~ it, or ficto manageit inthofe parts. However, the perfon aforefaid, 
| underitanding, the General Court at Boftowhadappointed a Counfelof. 
Warr at Kennibeck, applyed himfelfto them, laying before them the 
de[perate effate things were falling into ; whereupon they iffued out. 
warrants to reftrain all manner of perfons from medling with the Indi-  ~ 
ans without farther order, which within few days fhould behad. Inthe 
mean time the Sachems of the Indians meet at Pemmaquid, where, afs 
ter many complaints made of the bard dealing of the Englifhin Kennie — 
beck,River, they came to Tearms of Peace, promifing to keep true 
Friendthip with the Englifh; and to hinder the Amonofcog gan: Indians. 
from medling with the Englifh, if by any meansthey covld, and alfo 
to return peaceably inthe Spring of the year. This Geatlemaa afore- 
faid, having a long time waited to go to Bojfon ; was willing to take 
the opportunity of the prefent Winter, hoping things were now. pretty 
well fetled in thofe parts betwixt the Indians and the Englifh ; found 
foon after,that he was cited thither to Anfwer fome Complaints( though 
made without ground )for felling Powder.and Shot tothe Indians con- * 
trary to Order. Tak 
“\ But thofe falfe opinions being eafily. blown away by his own appea- 
rance at Bo/fon, and fo having difpatched his occafions there, he return- 
“ed before the winter was over to Pewmagquid, where hearing of a Vef-

‘a marker, the whichhe had many ffroug Reafons to believe ( it being 
‘no hard matter to furprizemany fuch, that fulpecting by fraud, would. 
eafily be enticed aboard aVefeel to trade, or may be to drink: Liquor )

‘bear, feeing thofe Jndians were at peace with ws,and likewife tothe ndi-

_ efcape out of the houfe, and prefently paffed into a Field of Indian Corn, 
whereby fhe might the better avoid the danger of any purfuer, and fo 
ran crofs over the land that night ces or twelve males,to give themnotice 
that lived at Ship/cot River: itis faid that after the got out, fhe heard — 
_anoyze in the houfe, asif they were fighting or feufliag within doors but 
fhe did not count it wifdom to go back to fee what the matter was,know- — 
ing enough before of their Villanys, how well foever ber J4rs, ( that 
was more verfed in the Trade of the Indians) might think of them, Thofe 
of Ship{cot taking this warwéng éfcaped away as foon as they could,leav- 
ing their Cattle and their dwellings as a Prey to the Indians. What 
befel Afaffer Hammond and bis Family is not yet certainly known : 
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‘Reports palt up and down, that fome who came down the River after- 
wards, faw fome of the dead ftripped upon the Bank of the Rever, which 
makes us fear the worft, concerning all the reit ; for certainly the whole 
Family fixteen in Number, were all at that time either killed, or carryed 
away Captive, none fave the maid aforefaid, being known to make any 
other efcape, to saform their Friends like Fobs Adeffengers, what befel 
the reft of the Family. gE Fon te 
The Indians having in this manner furprized Mr. Hammonds honfe, 
they paffed down the River the fame night ; bur going by another honfe, _ 
medled not with the people, only turned their (anos a drift, that 
they might not finde means afterwards to efcape themfelves , or help. 
others foto do: pofibly their chiefaim being at Arow/ick, boxe, they 
would not, for fear of being difcovered, make any Attempt upon any 
place near by : wherefore eLuguft the fourteenth very early in the morn: 
ing, having inthe aight, or before breakof day pafied over on to the 
Iftand called eAvow/ick, feveral of them undifcovered lay hid inder 
the aforefaid houfe behinde a great Rock near adjoyning, tillthe Sea- 
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Sentinel was gone off from his place, ( who went off it feems fooner 


than was Reafon,confidering the danger ) when prefently fome Indians 
fallowed him in, atthe Fort gute, ( as fome report ) while others of 
them immediately [eized the Port holes thereof, and fhot down all they 
faw pafing up and down within the Wails, and fo in a little time he- 
came AMdajters of the Fort, and all that was within it : Capraia Lakg 
Cjoynt Owner with Adayr Clark of the whole Ifland) hearing the 
bufjle that was below, betwixt the J ndians and thofe that belonged ro the 
place, was frrangely furprixed, yet bimfelf with Captain Sylvanus Da- 
visand two more, underitanding thatthe Jndians had feized the Fort, 
and kiled divers of the Englifh, apprehending it bootle/s, or rather heart- 


lefstoftay, as not be ng able to fland upon their guard, or make any reft-- 


fiance, made a fhift to find fome paflage out at a back door, whereby 
they efcaped to the warer-fide,where they found a Cazoo,into which they 
all entered and made away toward another J/lind near by : this was not 
done fo fecretly but the Indians difcermed them befors they were gone 
farr ; four of them therefore hafted after thofe that had efcaped, in ano- 
ther Canoo,and coming within fher, difcharged their Guns upon them, 
whereby Sylvanus Davis was forely wennded, yet making haft, as ge- 
nerally they ufe to do that fly for their lives, timor addiait alas, they 
gota fhore before the Jndians overtook them.It is faid they were firange- 
ly difpirited, or elfe they might eafily have defended themfelves againtt 
their purfuers » But when once mens hearts are funk with fear and d:/- 
couragement, upon a fudden furprizal,it is hard to buey them up,to make 
any competent refiftance : Capt. Davis being fadly wounded, could 
neither truft to his degs to fly, nor yet make ufe of his bands to fight, yet 
was firangely preferved , Providence directing him to go into rhe Cleft of 
a Rockhard by the place, where he firft landed ; The Jndiang by the 


glittering of the Suz beamsin theit Eyes as they came a fhore, did not 
“difcern him ; fo as lying hid under the Covert of the band of Provi- 


dence, for two days, he at laft crawleda little about the water fide, till 
he found a Cenoo, whereby he efcaped away with his Life, much adoe, 
The othertwomen, were better foot men, and parting from Captain 
Lake made their efcape tenor a dozen mile, to the further end of the 
Ifland, and fo efcaped from the Jndians,till they found means to get offs 
poor Captain Lake,that a few hoars before, flept quietly in his “ALanfion 
houfe, furrounded witha ftrong Fortification, defended with many Sout- 
diers, isnow forced to fly away with none to attend bim, And as the 
Awful hand of Divine Providence ordered things, was as fome fay, par- 
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fied by fuch Indians as were meer ftrangers tothe place, that knew not 
the Mafters from the man, by one of whom he was (hor dawz, as is fup- 
“pofed, foonafterhis coming afhore, Licur. Davis heard two Guns, 
_ by which was thought, and foon after was known foto be by an Indian 
which fince hath'confelled to Captain Davis that he thot him that day 
Arowfick.was taken, which he intended not to have done, but that he 
held up bis Piftol againit him, whereas if he had but asked quarter, he 
thould have had his Life. Caprain Lake wasflain at that time, although © 
many hopes were for fome time maintained, that he was taken alive, 
and kept with other Captives, among't the Indians ; And ‘tis faid the ~ 
Indians of thofe parts did not intend to kill him, if they could have help- 
ed jt: Butit was known, thathi bat was feen upon an Indians herd 
not long after, which made his Friends conclude what had befallen — 
the Owner, that good man, who might Inmpbatically be fo termed in 
diftinétion from them ‘that may truly be called Fu/? men, and no 
more : For it feems according to the jaf? efgreement betwixt him-. 
felf and his part-owner of eArowfick, Ifland, it was not his turn this year. 
to have been upon the place, but fuch was bu goodnefs, that he yielded 
tothe defire of his Friend and partner, as in his room and fread to 
take upon himfelf that fervicein this time of danger , it is hoped his. 
soodnefs in future time will not be forgotten by fuch as were any way 
concerned therein, orhad eAdvantagethereby. = 

This Ifland ( called Arow/ick from an Indian fo named, that formerly 
poffeffed it, and of whom it was purchafed by one Mr.Richaras who ~~ 
fold it to Captain Lake and —Major Clark) lyes up ten miles withinthe 
mouth of Kennibeck, River ; it is fome miles tz length, and contain- © | 
eth many-thonfand e4eres of very good Land + where meadow and aratle 
ground ate in a good preportiox well fuited together , within the Fort 
aforefaid were many convenient buildings for feveral Offices, as well 
for wares and Trading, ashabitation : fix feveral Edifices are faid to 
have been there erected. The Warehoufe at that time was well fur- 
nifeed with all forts of goods ; befides a «dill and other e4ccommo- 
dations, and dwellings within a mle of the Fort and Adanfion houfe 
fome of whofe Inhabitants hardly made their efeape, upon the firyt fur- 
prizal of the Fort. a 

All which confidered, the lofs that befelthe Proprietours at the fur- 
prizal of this Iftand feems to be very great, valued at -many thoufands : 
but thofe that were the Owners with others of Jate times, have found in 
their own Experience, what Solomon faid of old,. There a Tipe to get, 
and aTimetoloofe, a Time tokcep, anda Time tocaft away; 4 lege i 
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“breakdown, as wellas.aTime to buildup. The perfons killed and taken 
at Kenziveck, bothat Mr. Hammonds, andat rowfick, are faid tobe 
fifty three. 4 Tre Wh oho ta wee 7 

Upon the Report of this fad difa fer, all the Plantations of the Englih 
in thofe parts were foon after left, andforfaken-by degrees, All the reit 
of the Inhabitants of Kennibeck, River, Shipscot: River, Sagade-beck, 
Damanicottee, fearing to be ferved in the fame kind, fled to the Iflands 
of Cape-bonawagan and Damorils Cove. ! : 

- On the fecond day at night aPoft was fent to Pemmaquid to inform 
them of what had hapned, who being but eight or tex men, were mind- 
edto goto the Iiland called Afoshig gon, having fecured the bejt of their 
goods, but the wind taking them fhort, they were forced to turn into 
Damorils Cove, where they found Mr. Wawal, and Mr. (elcot, there 
they laboured two days to fettle a Garrifon; But partly by the muti- 
noufnefs of the people, and partly by the wane of provifiox nothing could 
be done to fecure the Ifland, fo that it was prefently deferted: From 
thence they went to ALonhiggon, refolving there to tarry till they 
heard from Bojlon, from whence Mr, Colicot, and Mr. Wawel promi- 
fed todo their utmoft endeavour tofend help. There they fetled three 
Guards, and appointed five and twenty to watch every might, not know- 
ing but that the Indidns mightcome every hour. But continuing there 
a Fort-night,and finding no relief like to come; and feeing all the Coun- 
try burned round about, (For after they had gotten‘all that could be 
faved from Pemmaquid, they fawallthe other Ilands, Windgins, (or- 
bins found, New-Harbour, Pemmaquidallonfirein two hours tlme) 
then confidering what.was belt tobe done, they foundno Boats could 
be fext to fea for fear of weakning the Ifland, and that moft of thofe that 
were uponthe Iiland, were Strangers, Coafters, and fuch as came from 
_ the ALayne, and were ready tobe gone upon every occafion,they laid an 
Imbargoe fot one weeks time ; after whicha Letter was received from 
Major Clark,, defiring their Ajiffance for enquiring after Capt. Lake 
sf alive, faving whatcould be had at Keamsbeck, &c, but intimating 
nothing of any-helpliketo come, befides thofe that brought the Letter 
told them, it was in vain to expect any help from Boffon. lt being quetti- 
oned there, what they had todo with thofe parts, upon which the In- 
habitants confidered, thatif they fhouldtarry there, and fpend all their 
Provifion, and neither be able to goto Sea, nor yettolive, or be fafe a 
foore for want of help, ‘it were better for them to remove, while the 
bad fomething left co live upon, and feck imployment elfe where; fo by 
— Confent they refolved forthwith to 5 sake ies bier and what hey 
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had faved of their goods to fome place of Security, fo they took the firjt 
opportunity to fer fayle, fome for Pafeataqua, fome for Bofton, and {ome 
for Salem, at one of which three places they all fafely arrived. | 
Having thus efcaped at firit as Lot out of Sodom, but not counting 
themfelves fafe in that Zoar, where for a little while they made fhitc 
to hide their heads, till they might efcape to fome furcr place, there 
waiting for better times, when they may with peace and quietnefsreturn 
to their former habitations, or feck [ome other elfe where, | 
“. When the fore/aid Expleits were done bythe Indians in and about. 
Cafto Bay, feveral of the Englifh removed to Fewels I fland,where they 
hoped to bemore fecure from the Indians, but their barbarous Enemy. 
finding fo little Reffiftance made againft them on the main Land, a con-. 
fiderable party of them came with their Canoos to deftroy that J/land al- - 
fo, abourthree weeks.af.er the aforementioned mifchiefs, . 
There was a fortifyed houfe upon the fasd Ifland, where the Englith 
that either kept upon the Ifland, or re payred thither, hoped to have 
- fecured themfelves. But at that time when the Indians aflaulted the 
place, many of the Eng lifh were abfent, few left in the Garrifon , but 
women and Childrens {ome were gone to other places to fetch Indian 
Gorn, others were zn 4 Boat imployed about Fijh, amongit whom was - 
one Richard Pots withewo more; The wife of the faid Pots was wafhing 
by the water fide, where the was furprived with her Children, and car-. - 
ryed away in fight of her kusband, who was nota little diftreffed with that 
fad fpettacle, but was not able to afford any Relief either to wife or Chil- | 
dren, although one of the Children efpying his Father in his boat, ran 
into the warer, calling out for help, but an Indian rea after bim ta catch 
him up; the poor man ina great Agony being within half fhor, was about 
_ tohave fired upon the Indian, but then fearing he might wound bis Child 
which the Villain had laid hold of, he forbore, rather fuffering him tobe 
carryed away alive, then be expofed to fo manifeft danger of ha Life, or 
Limbs, by thooting at the Indian. ‘ 
Itis faid that fome of the Indians were killed by them in the Garrifon : 
They {peak of a Lad that at one thot killed two or three of them, fome 
uns were found afterwards under the Fort, which wete fuppofed to 
have belonged to fome of the Zndians that were killed, Some that were — 
abread when the Fort wasaflaulted, de/perately broke in through the Jn- 
dians, whereby at the laft, many of the people were preferved : fome 
fying away from Fewels Ifland in aCanoo toward Richmond Ifland, met 
witha Kereh, to which they made known the difrefs the People were 
in,who thereupon went tothe place,and took in ail the People they phi 
| 3 there, 
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feveral perfous fuid to be killed and carryed away at that time, wz.three

are (uppofed to be yetalive, though in the Enemies power. 


Frou thence they went to Spurwinks, where they affaulted one place.

could not run, bid himfelf in a.garden of Cubbazedfo as be wasnot found,, 
yet was very near them, for he over heard feveral queftions, they asked.

Within a while after, or much a- 
bout that fame time, another fad Accident befel fix or feven of them 
that belonged to Cafco. For upontherwenry third of September fome 
perfons that belonged to 4 Sloop and # Schallop that were preffed inte the 
Service ( one Reafon of which was to prevent their{tragling, they: 
being perfons that belonged to thofe parts about (u/co ) were over 
defirous to fave fome of their Provifium, to whichend they firft made 
their Addre(sto Captain Halborne, ( under whom they were ordered to. 
ferve) defiring they might be releafed ; the Capraia told them he could 


notdoit, butdefired them to have patience fora while, they told him, . 
thatrhey mat and would go, elfe their Families mut ffarve at home >. 


The Captain toldthem further of the danger, and bid them not ftir at 


their peril: However they would go, andfoon after wentto ALownt= 


joyes Iflandtofetch (heep, waere they landed feven men, but the Indi- 
ans prefently fet upon them, they prefently betook themfelves to the 
Ruines of a ftone bonfe, where they defended themfelves as. long as 
they could; but at lat they were all dzfroyea either with /fowes caf in 
nponthem, or elfe with the Enemies {hat, except ones, who, though at 
the firltit was hoped his woundsswere not mortal, yet foon after dyed 
thereof,amongtt thefe was one George Felt much lamented,who hadbeen 
more active then any man in thofe parrs again{i the Indians, butat the 
laft he loft bis own Life among them, inthis too de/perate an Adventure, 

The Indians growing more bold by thefe Attempts in. thofe remote 
places,drew down nearer towards Pa/cataquz,for not long after a party 
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there, and carryed them of toa place.of more fafery. Yet were there: 
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—ofthem came upon Cape Nidduck, where they killed and cavryed away 
all the Inhabitants of a few fcattcring houfes, tothe number of fevenia 
all, and fuch was their Salvage Cruelsy exercifedinthis place, as is not 
 ufually heard of, for having dafhed out the brains of a poor woman that 
_ gave fuck, they nayled the young Child to the dead vody of its mother, 
“which was found fucking in that rweful manner, when the People’ - 
_eame tothe place. Theday before a man and his wife were killed b 
them at Wells, andtwo men more foonafter. Onthe twelfth of Ottober 
~ following, near av: bundred of the Indians made an A@ault upon Black, 
_ point, all the Inhabitants being gathered into ove fortzfyed place upon that 
: pointswhich a few hands might have defended againit all the Indianson 
that fide of the Country. Butasitfeems, onecalled CMagg was the ~ 
Leader of the Indians ; one that had from a Childbeen well acquainted 
“with the Evglijh, andhad lived fome years in Englifh Families, who 
though a cunning Fellow, andhad prevailed much in his Attempts, yet 
_at this time fhewed more Courtefy to the Exgli(s,then according to for- 
ger Outrages could be expected from any of thofe barbarous mifcre- 
ants ,and was willing to make offer of a Treaty to Mr. Feffelia,chief of 
‘the Garrifon, te whom the faid: 4Zug¢ promifed liberty for all that 
were there, to.depart with there goods upon the furrender of the place: 
The faid Foffelsz reports,that when he came back from his treating with 
Mugg, that all the People were fled away out of the Garrifon, having _ 
carryed away their goods by water before his return , infomuch that — 
‘having none but his Aoufhold fervants to ftand by him, he was capable. 
to make no Refiftance, and fo furrendred, | 
When People have once been frighted with Reports and Senfe of 
danger, they are ready tofly away likea Hart before th® Hunter or 
his Hounds ; one of the Inhabitants of the place affirmed he faw az. 
- ebundred and fifty Indians, which was more by an hundred than any body 
--elfe ever faw near the Fort. But whena placeisdefignedto Ruine, C- 
very thing they take in hand fhall tend that way. — 
The lofs of Black point was accompanyed with another fad Acct- 
dent, that fell out about the fame time at Richmonds Ifland, For young 
Mr. Fryer with fome others at Pa/cataqua ,to whom it feemed grie- 
‘vous that the Indians fhould make all that Spoyle in every place in thofe 
farther Plantations ventured upon the great Importunity of A.Ghendal 
with a Ketch to try what they could fave of fuch.things that the Indi- 
ans had left. But things were fo ordered, that before they had_ladex 
their Ketcb,coming too near the Stage head,they prefently found them- 
fLelvesindanger of a furprizal , for part of their Company per ai 
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fhore, were fezed by the Indians, or in daager thereof,whom theywere | Age hae 
not willing to leave behinde ; and befides the wind blowing in hard up- Hj eee 
onthem,they could net get out of the Harbour,but were forced to abide 
the danger.of an Affaule.

It proved eMortal unto him, within a few days after ; he being by a 

firange eAccident brought home to his Fathers houje at the great I/land 
in Pafcaraqua, Mr, Fryer being thus wounded, the relt of the Com- 

pany defended themfelves fora while with much Courage and Refo- 

lution, till they were brought to the fad choice of falling into the hands-« 
of one of thefe three bad Matters, the Fire, the water, or the Barbarons : 

Heathen, to whomat laft they thought it beft to yield, in hope of liber- 

yy afterwards, at leaft of lengthning out their lives a little longer, for 

the Indians had manned out a Canoo with feverat hands to ent their Ca- 
ble, and others ftood ready: within the defence of the ftage head to fire - 
upon any one that {tired in the Kereh,by which means the Veflel (af- 
ter the Cable was cut) foon drovea fhore ; and then was it threatned to > 
be prefently burned, if they did not all yeild, to which they all at laft-. 
confented, 

The Indians how barbarous foever in their own nature, yet civilly: . 
intreated their Prifoners, and upon farther difcourfe fent one or two of - 
_ them to Pafcataqua, to give them there an opportunity to Ranfome 
their Friends. The perfons fent home to procurea Ranfome, were to 
return with fuch a quantity of goods as the Jndians had defired, by fuch 
_ aprecife time : but they that brought the things for their Ranfome 
_ Coming a day or two before thetime, when thofe that fent them were 
“gone up the River at Black poiat, and not returned, . Some other Indi. - 
ans waiting for fuchan opportunity feiztd the goods, at leaft that parts” | 
whichthey moft defired, and through miftake, killing one of the three. - i. 
‘men that brought them, difmiffed the other two, without return of the - | 
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| -Prifoners as was expected. ig 

As to what hapned afterward, weare yet much inthe dark, and'for- i 
| the prefent.can write but by guefs : for within a few days. af- .¢§ 
| ter the return of er. Ghendal., and the other man that went to - eo 
_ catry the Ranfome, before November-1, Adugg himfelf came to Pafca- \ : 
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one of the Prifoners along with him complaining that without bw 
knowledge fome of the Indians bad feized what was fent for the Ranfome 
of the reit,promifing upon hw Fairb,that he would make good his word 
for the fending home all the Prifoners , and offered alfoin the Name of 
the other Indians, to confirm a mew Peace with the Englifh for the fu- 
ture: The Afaj.r General of the Ma ffachufers Colony was then at Pa{- 
catagua but not willing to Tranfact a matter of thag nature and mo- 


ment by his fole Authority,ordered the faid Adugg ( fuppofedto be the 


chief Leader of the Indians ) to be carryed down to Bojfon to the Go- 
vernour and Council there, taconclude the bufinefs, with whom he foon ° 
after agreed upon a firm Peace withthe Exylejb of the Adaffachufers in 
the Name of Madeckawando, the chief ofall the Indians im she Eaftern 
parts about Penobfcot engaging alfoto remain himfelf, as be/fage aboard 
the Veffel (in which he was feat home from Boffow November the 21 th: 
following ) until the Prifoners (which are faid to be fifty or fixty that they - 
have {till in their hands ) be fent home, and the reft of the Articles per- 
formed, The Ive of which we as yet wait to bear in Gods_-good time. - 
this 12h. of December following, 1676. when they there have made an 
end of the reckoning, tis hoped we may have our rightagain, — 
There are two principal e4éborsamong the Indians that have‘all a- 
Jong promoted thefe defignes amongitthem, one named Squando, Sa- 
gamore of Saco, and the forementioned A¢adocawando, the chief Com- 
> sander of the Indians Eeftward about Penobfect, who are faid to be, by 
them that know them, a firange kinde of moralized Salvages. Grave 
and Serious intheir Speech and Carriage,and not without fome fhew of 
a kind of Religion, which no doubt but they have learned from the Prince 
of darkne/s,( by the help of fome papif in thofe parts )tkat can Trans- 
orm bimfelf intoan Angel of Light; under that thape, the better to car- - 


ry on the defignes of his Kingdome. Jt is faid alfo, they pretend to _ 


have received fome Uifions and Revelations, by which they have been 
commanded to worfhip the great God, and not to work, on the Lords day. 


We know where that Fountain hath its Rife, that fendeth forth at the — 


fame place fweet and bitter waters, and from whence their hearts are ine 
fpired, that joyn blefling of God, with curfing and killing his Servants. 

It is reported by fome that came lately from thofe parts, that the In- 
dians there do as yet refufe to have any peace with the Exglijh,and will 


not as yet return any of our Captive Friends, till God fpeak to the — 


forefaid Exthufiafts, that are ther Leaders, that they fhould wo longer 
make warr with us, and the like.

Uponthe firit Report of thofe Devaffations and Spcyls that had been 
maade by Fire and Swordin thofe Eastern Plantations, It was judg- 
ed neceflary to fend fome Forces that way to put a tiop unto the current 
of thofe Outrages, before the Remainders of the Southeru Indians 
could have opportunity to_joyn with them : To that.end about an 
hundred and thirty Englifh, with forty Indians were difpatched away 
into thofe parts, under the Command of Captain William Hatherne, 
Captain Syl, and Captain Hunting, who were to joyne with fuch as 
could be raifed in thofe parts, under AZajor Waldern, and Captain 
Froff: After they had furprized the Indians that flocked into thofe pargg; 


(as was Related before ) which was done upon September the 618. ° 
1676. Captain Hathorne who was Commander in chief, marched the 


Forces bythe Sea-fide towards Cafco ; For at that time they were upon 
fomedemurre, whether to March directly toward Offapy, and Pig- 
wauchet, where the head Quarters of the Enemy was fuppofed to be, 
or elfe to march directly toward Ca/co Bay, where they heard parties 
of the Enemy were daily /poyling the Plantations of the Englifhs; At the 
laft it was judged moft Expedient, to try ifthey could not meet with 
fome parties of the Enemy amongift thofe ‘Plantations near the Sea- 
fide, by that means at Jait to prevent them from doing more mifchief 
if they could not finde an‘opportunity to fall upon fome of them, and 


_deftroy them: But their time was not yet come, nor.wereall the Defala- 


tions as yet aceomplifhed, which-God had a purpofe to bring about by 
theirmeans. Fornotwithitanding there was‘a fujficiéut, Force to, have 
{uppreffed all the numbers of the Enemy, if they had beenmany more

than they were; yet being emboldened and grown fubtile by their former. 
fucceffes, they had fo difperfed themfelves all about the woods in thofe 
parts, that when our Forces were in one place, they would be in ano-. © 
ther, andfo did much mifchief thereabouts, while our Souldiers were 
ont after. them : Forafter they had by feveral ftepsinten days. time got. 
ten to Calco, from Newchewannick( about the ezg beh of Septemberyibey. 
marched to Wells,and from Wells to Winter Harbour, and fo from thence 
to Black poiat.they paffled by water, and then arrived at Ga/co Bay,

Nidduck, and yet efcaped away when they had done. :

‘butzwo;one of which foon after he was taken, was let go, by the § 
Treachery or Carelefsnefs of them.that held him. For when our For- 
ces were come within a few miles of the higher fide of (a/¢o Bay, fome 
of our Natick Indian feouts going in Company with the Indians under 
Blind Will, (aSagamore of Pafcataqua, who went in. Company with 
eight ofhis men, fappofed to be good Pilots for the places more Eaft-.. 
gard ) met with fome of the Enemy, and laid hold of a couple of them; _ 
uftice was done upon one of them, ,the other, although he was led by 
io of Blind Wills Indians, they made a fhift to der ga, who efcaping 
“away,got over a River, and gave notice to. the Indians who were on 
the other fide,& were heard but alittle before threfhing tn a Bare that. 
belonged to one Axthony Bracket, ( whom they had lately furprized.) 
Another difappointment our Forces met withal about the fame time,.. 
for when Captain Hathoru wasup at Cafco Bay with his Souldiers, he 
neger could come up with the Indians, either through want of Skill in 
them that were his Scowts, or rather want of Faithfulnefs in one that. 
fhould have been bis guide, who had gothis living by Trading with the 
‘Indians, therefore fcemed unwilling to have the Brood of them de- 
ftroyed as was known afterwards, and by. that means @ party of: 
the Enemy efcaped the hands of our Souldiers : Yet it pleafed God at 
one timesto bring the Forlorne of our Forces upon a patty of the Ene= 
my, who efpying the Englifh, prefently fled away into the-woods, like 
fo many wild Dear; yet one of them, vz. that fF. Sampfon who had 
been of the Company, that killed Robjnfon the year before, was by the

Special hand of Divine Fuftice, fuffered to fall, by fome of our Forces: 
- He was a very lufty, ftout man, andone that was armed with /feveral 
forts of Weapons, but there is no weapon fhall defend them, whom death 
hath a Commaiffion to deftroy ; There ts no Razfomein that War,: 
~The reit of the Indians that were {cattered about Ca/co Bay, having 
difcovered our Forces, made their efcape : But, we hope their time 
is fhort, and that God will find fome way to cut off the blomdy and de- 
ceitful Enemies of his People, and not fufferthem tolive ont balf their 
Ga on is : , . 
(oe by one fuch Accident or other, our Souldiers could not meet with 
any of them that had done all the mifchief about thofe parts, And while 
‘our Forces lay about Cafco Bay ; a fmall party of the Enemy came 
down upon the Borders of the Townof Wells, where they layin Am- 
bujh near a Garrifon houfe, at oneend of the Town, and thot down 
Mr. Fames Gouge from his horfe, September the twenty fourth, being 
. Lords day, ashe was going home from the eAMetting ; and then knocked 
down bw wife, giving her feveral wounds with their Hatchets about the 
head, of which fhe dyed within three days after. 

The next day September the twenty fifth, the fame party being not 
above fevenin number went toward York, and furprized (ape Nid- 
dackin a barbarous manner, killing mott of the poor people belonging 
thereunto: Some of their Neighbours hearing.of the Guns,came to their 
. Refcue : The Indians being on the further fide of a River, dared them 
tocome over and fight with them man to man: uling feveral Reproach- 
ful Tearmsto them, making a Shot atthem alfo, which fome of the 
Company-not being able tobear, did veryrefolutely adventure.through 
_the River afterthem; but they were not willing to. try the valoar of 
the Englifh ; when they perceived they found 2 way to pafs over the Ri- 
ver upon them, but returned back towards Wells ; where they. killed a- 
nother, one George Farrow, September the twenty feventh,ashe was too 
carelefsly venturing to his houfe without any Company : Thefe things 
hapned while our Forces, were at Ca/co,, where they, tarryed feven\or 
eight days. And hearing of thefe Outrages committed in: fome. of 
thofe places which they left behind them ; and not béing able to. meet 


_, with any of them inthe place were they were, they returned back to- 


_ward Wells, and York ; but the Indians.were efcaped away into. the 
woods after their Companions, before they came there.: Our Souldiers 
_ having thus fpent much time and painsin.a fruitlefs Expeditiqn.toward 
Cafco, they refolved toventure another march after them, upstowards 
» Offapy,fuppofing they might by that time.be drawn homeward toward 
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‘their Winter Quarters , or elfe, that they might deftroy what they had |

‘For foon after our Forces were returned back from Cafce, news+*was 
“brought of the furpriaal of Black, pomt, on the twelfth of Ofober, as 
was mentioned before ; which notwithitanding, It was judged more ad- t 
‘yifeable to venture and proceed on with the Expedition toward Offapy, 
“( whether it was fuppofed by this time, the greateft number of them 
“were retired ) rather then to return back again to recover Black point, 
~wheré'was nothing to be expected but an empty Fort, and fome defert- 
ed houfes, which it feems the Indians had forfaken by that time. ) 
©° And befides that other Forees were about the fame time ordered.to ree 
pair thither, futficient for the repairing & fecuring of the place;with what. 
“elfe was left remaining from the hands of the Exemy,Andlikewifefeve- 
ral Souldiers were ordered to Garrifon the Townsthereabouts, to pre- 
“yenéthem from making any further Affault upon them.

Things were fo ordered by the good Providence of Goa, that the faid 
Veffels arrived fafely at Penobfcor inthe beginning of the next month, 
where they found the faid A¢adockawando, who was ready to confirm 
and make good the Articles of the Peace concluded at Boffon by his 
Agent in bis Name ; And was willing alfo to deliver all the Prifoners 
that were then in his Power, or under his Command, which were but 
two, who were taken in the Veffel at Richmonds Ifland , the twelfth of 
Oétober lait. “The faid Afugg likewife being fenfible of the Obliga- 
tion he lay under, to make good his word, did venture to go up himfelt to 
another Plantation of the Indians, where was fuppofed fome more of 
the Englifh Prifoners were, to fee whether he could obtain their Re- © 
leafe, as alfo to per/wade with the reft of the Indians thereabouts to joyn . 
in the confirmation of the Peace; \tappeared to the perfons belonging © 
‘tothe Veilels, thatthe faid Adugg went with fome Reluttancy, as fear- 
ing the Indians he was going amongit, would either kill him, or keep 
him Prifoner ; To which end, he ordered the Commanders belonging to 
the Veffels to tarry for him, about rhree days, Ox fourat the mofr, affu-

Pastor of the Church at Ip/witch,a 
Town within the AZaffachufets Furisdiction.) who had all the time of 
his Sons (privity together with his friends wrestled with God in their 
daily Prayers for his Releafe, and accordingly he was with the more 
py received by his friends, asan e4n/wer and Return of their prayers. 
The faid young man had lived with (Mr. Fryer, Merchant of Ports- 
mouth for fome years before, and had been oft ac Sea with Adr. Fames 
Fryer the eldeft Son of the faid AZerchant, and who had after much 
Experience of bs Fasthfulnefs, dexterity, and Courage on all fuch Ac- 
compts, borne him fo much Refpedt, that when he was urged by his Fa- 
ther-to goalong with Afr, Ghendal, as was faid before, he would not 
venture unlefs his Friend Thomas (obbet would goalong with him; the 
which Service he only for his Friencs fake accepted , which proveda fa-: 
tal eAdventureto Mr. Fames Fryer , and might have done to the other 
alfo,had not God otherwife di/pofed of him, having, asis hoped, mere 
Service for him in the Land of the living. Amongitall the prifoners at 
that time taken, the faid Thomas Cobbet feemed to have had the hardest 
portion: For befides the defperate dangers that he efcaped, before he 
wastaken, Firjf, by a bedlec, thot through his Wa/?-Coar, Secondly, by 
adrunken Indian, who hada kuifeat his Throat to cut it, when his 
hunds were bound; when the Indians came to {hare the prifoners amongtt 
them, he fell into the hands of one of the ruggeddeft Fellows, by whom 
within a few days afterbis furpriZal, he was earryed firlt fiom Black, 
point, to Shipfeor River in the Ketch, whichthe Indians made them to 
Say! for them, into the fasd River, from thence hé was forced to travel

unto, bychange of dyet, or other account, he could-expect no other

After the end of the aime weeks ,. the Indian whomhe was to ferve, 
had fpent all his powder, whereupon on the fudden he took up 4 Refolx- 
fion to fend his young man down to Pencb{cor to Afounfier Cafteen to 
procure more powder to kill Adooje and Dear, which it feems isall their 
way of living at Mount Defart, The Indians was certainly over ruled 
by Divine providence in fending his Captive down thither , for a few 
days before, as it feems, after the Indians in that place, had been pow- ™ 
awing together, hetold him, that there were twa Englifh Veffels then 
come into Pemmaquid, or Penobfcot, which proved fo indeed : yet was 
it not minded by him furely, when he fent bes Captive thither for pows 
der, for it proved the means of his efcape , which his Pateroon might ea- 
fily have conjectured, if ithad not been hid from him. As foon as he 
Arrived at Peaob/cor, he met with Afugg, who prefently faluted him by | 
the Name of Mr. Cobber, and taking him By the hand, told him, he had 
been at his Fathers boufe,( which was Vovember the firft or fecond before, 
ashe pafled through Jp/witch to Bofton ) and had promifed to fend him- 
home, fo foon ashe returned, eMadockawando taking notice of what

all his Senfes were fuddenly benummed, fo as he felldown upon the Snow, 
not being able to ftir hand or foot, and had without doubt there perifh- 
ed ina little time,but that the Indians he was going along with, mifing 
bim, prefently ran abcut the woods to feek, him, and when they found 
him, they were either fo prtzful to him, or fo careful of their own good, 
asnot to caf awaya likely young man, from whom they expected ei- 
ther much fervice, or agood Ranfome, for want of a little Care, and pains 
te preferve his life; wherefore, taking him upon their fhoulders, they 
carryed him into the wext Wigwam, foas he foon after revived, and 
came to bimfelf again, without any farther mifchief, 

At another time, the Sulvage Villain whofe Prifoner he was, fo long. 
ashe had firowg Liquor, for five diys. together was fo drunk, that he 
waslike afurious mad Beaft , fo as none durit come nearhim, his 
Squaws he almolt braimedinone of thofe drunken fits, 

The faid Tomas was forced to get out of his fight into the woods all 
thatnight, for fear of being mifchiefed by him. Where making a fire 
he kepthimfelfalive: The Squaws being by Gods fpecial Providence 
fo tnclined to pity, that they came to him daily with Wittuals, by which 
means he was atthat time alfo preferved : All which put together, 
makes his Deliverance che more Remarkable,as an Anfwer of prayer. 

As for the Keff of the Prifoners,( which are faid to be fifty or fixty ) 
They were left withthem who firit furprized them at Kenaibeck, and 
Ship{cor River : The Women are imployed it fcems to fow and make 
Garments for them ; They having plundered much Enghifh goods at 
ef rowfick, They are fo much elevated with their late fucceffes , in fpoyl- 
ing fo many ofthe Exglifh habstations, that they feemnotvery ready to 
hearkento Tearms of peace, as their Sagamere Aadockawando doth de- 
fire: Nor arethe Exgli{b able to come wear them with any of their For- 
ces this Winter feafon, inregard both of the Remotene/s of the place, and 
flarpnefs of the Cold, which ufes to be extream in thofe parts : How their 
hearts may be ewclined in the following year, or whatthe Englifh may 
be enabled to do again? them, is known unto God only, on Whom We dee 
fire to wait for a comfortable Iffue of thefe cur Troubles, But until they 
have fpent allthe plaxder that is taken, itisnodoubt, but they will 
feem averfe from having peace ; Asotherstothe Weffward did, ‘whofe 
hearts were bardued again{t all proffers of that nature, till they were de- 
ftroyed;, Poflibly fome Remnants of them that efcaped in thofe other 

parts, are gor bisher amongft thefe, and do animate thom all they can in

( but then 4 Prifoner with the Indians, ) made an efcape fromthe Indi- 
ans, and fo got over Ca/co Bay, and then to Black point, from thence he 
was conveighed to Pa/cataqua foon after, and then to Bo/fon. 
The manner of bisefeape, ashe reports was this: He was imployed 
by the Indians to threfh Corm at a Barna little lower in the River than. 
the place where the Indians commonly kept, being tru‘ted alone,togoand = 
come of bimfelf, becaufe there was no fufpition of any coming to carry = © 
him away, or feeming poffibility to get away without being difcovered,he 
found means to plot with another young max, who was fent to lock hor 
fes; whofe flefh it feems is by thofe wild Salvages, preferred before the. 
bef? Beef, fo as having their choice of bor, they took what they liked 
bef? ; And this being the Imployment of the young man, he had the fit- 
ter opportunity when he was in the woods to make any Comtrivance to 
getaway. Thus being refolved upon their defigne, they privided ne- 
ceffaries accordingly, and fent facha Meflenger home to their Majters,as 
might occafion them notto expect them very foon that night ; Thus 
refolved , they marched away, as {oon as ever they pergeived the Coa/f 
wasclear, Andhaving provided a Canoo accordingly fit for the de- 
figne, by the help of itthey got over the waters, -by which they were 
to pafs, which were not frozen ; And in the neghe time turned into a - 
Swampe, where they might mckea fire to keep them from frarving with 
the Cold, without being difcerned 5 So as within two or three days they 
recovered the Fert, and Garrifox at black point, from whence they were 
foon conveighed to Boffon, 
This Francu Card made this Relation of matters when he came to 
Bofton, vit. thatthe Prifoners which he left behind were well, and 
not much mifufed, only put todothe Servile work, about the Indians :- 
wo mult it needs be with Chriffians, when put not only to fojourne, but 
to ferve inthofe Tents of Kedar, Such of the women as were gifted at 
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kuittiag and Sewing, were improved to make ftockings and garm ents for 
their Pureroons :Soas it feems the Weare boufe at Arowfick’ furnifheds 
them with Cloth, Sruff, and Linnen, and the Inhabitants ferved for Ar-

were any of the Wejtera Indians, unlefs Simon and Andrew, that for= 
merly efcaped out of Dover Prijon : Although it was before apprehen- 
ded there were multitudes of them flocked thither, |

Now the beit place to/and men is in Cafco ‘Bay, and in Kennibeck. 
River, the one place being eighe miles, the other about fourteen miles 
from the Fort where U was kept : Andif the Army do not go now 
with fpeed, they willbe gone forty miles farther up in the Country ; 
at the firft taking of me they carryed me up toTaconer,. and the men 
coming down they brought meand two men more down for fear of 
our killing their women and Children, forthey kept their Women and 
Children at Taconet all the Summer. As foon as the warm weather doth fet 
in, they do intend to go away to Taconer, and there to buildzwo Forts, 
3 for there is their fifhing places, and planting yround, Squando doth in- 

form them that God doth {peak to him, and doth tell him that God 
hath left our Watton to them to deffroy, and the Indians do take it for a 
Truth all that he doth tell them; becaufe they have met with xo e4f- 
front, Now Mugg the Rogue, he being come again to the Fort, he 
doth make his Brags and laughs atthe Englifh, and faith that he hath 
found the way to burn Boffo, and doth make Laughter at your kinde 
Entertainment, they make their brags now they do intend to-rzke 
Ueffels, andfotogotoall the fjhing Iflands ; and fo to drive all the 
Country before them, fo reckoning to be a great Number in the fpring: 
there isa great many Indians at Canada that have not been out this 
Summer, both of Keanibeck and Damara/coggin, therefore a great ma: 
ny ofthefe Indians at Kennibeck'do intend to go to Canada in tke 
‘Spring to them. And they do give Gifts both of Caprsves,and of Goods 
tothe Ezfern Indians, tohave them to go out withthem; but as yet 
donot know what they will do. “For Adadockawando and Squando are 
of feveral Judgments, and fo have parted, and AZadockawando doth 
pretend love to the Englith, they do ufe our Englith Captives as civilly 
as we canexpect by fucha People.

Rod or two from the place, for better Circumfpettion, he efpyed the 
point of a Lance from under-aboard, bid there, as were other Arms near 
by fora Treacherous defigne that was intherr mindes foon after,upon the 
receiving there/? of the pay, to have been putin Execution. . Where- 
upon. Mayr Waldern tookup the Lance, and came towards them, 
charging them with Falfhood and Treachery, for hiding weapous jult by,

nearby, and ran away withthem, Capraim Frojhfeized.an Indian called 
Megunnaway, a Notorious Rogue, ( that had-beenin Atms at; Canxetts- 
-cut lat. June, at the Falls, and faw that brave and Refolute Captain 
Turner when he wasflain about gree River ; and helped to kill, Thomas 
Bracket at Cafco, Anguft laft.)And with the he!p of Lieutenant Nutter, 
according to the AZajors Order carryed, him aboard, while himfelf 
fearching about farther found chree Guns hidiin a Cow-hox/e juteat hand,

to return home towards Boffon, where they arrived March the Eleventh, - 
1676.77. having firtt putin at Portsmouth ; Bringing along with them 
_ the bones, tather the body of Captain Lake,perfervedentire and whole and 
free from patrefaétion by the coldnefs of the long winter, fo as it was 
- when found by the difcretion of one that was near him when he was 
- flain, eafily difcernedto be his, by fuch es had kxown him before. 
It is hoped by thofe that returned, the Enemies are by this Encounter 
of the Englith fo feattered and broken, that they will not be able to rally 
_ again {addenly, or make any after attempt, if the prefent Advantage 
be ferioufly purfued, And thus have our Enemies themfelves many-of 
. them fallen into the pit, which they have been digging for others,

Ifit be here Objected, that the fame or like Calamities have befallen

complained of; It may as eafily be Anfwered, and that from the obfer- 
vation of Heathen themfelves, that in fuch publick Calamities, itis not 
eafy to diftinguifh between the good and the bad, fepe Die/piter, cratus 
incefto addjait integrum. The Righteous many times have an equal 
fhare with the wicked. In thefe Cafes faith Solomon, all things come 
altke to all, nomanknaoweth love or hatred by all that 1s before him: The 
Confufed Events of worldly Affairs, are oft times fo limited and re- 
{trained by the holy hand and wife Providence of God, that it is hard to 
find a difference,therefore concerning fuch places, which may be thought 
not touched with the gust of the forementioned mifcarriages, yet have

If any fuch have as yet efcaped their hands, to be fure they-have been - 
Threatned, as if they had been before others,particularly lookt.u ponby - 
them, asthe Objeét of their Revenge, which makes fome moderate per - 
fons fear, that thofe men have either themfelves offended in that kind, . 
or elfehave connived at others under them, to carry onthe Trafick. - 
with the Indians, by fuch waysand means, that have been as well offen: 


five to God, as znjurieus to thofe they have Traded with, 
In the fecond place, touching the various Succefs we have met with. 


al, in our feveral Encounters with the Indians, Vittory and Conqueft did. 
for along time feem to frand Neuter, and our condition and Warfare 
fot much unlike the Conflict between [frael and Amalekin the Wil: - 
_~ dernefs, nor can it be-denyed but that our Enemies for a time had great 
Succefs in their Outrages, Providence as it were feeming to offer them . 
Opportunities of doing us much mifchief, when wecould find none of © 
taking jajt Revenge: Things of that nature being ftrangely either hid 
from the Eyes of the Leaders, or elfe the weather hath fo fallen out: 
as that it was vot poffible for our men to have purfued them : Al- - 
though both the Commanders and Souldiers, fent forth from all the three - 


Colonyes, have joyatly and feverally purfued their Advantages, with 


sncredible haXard and diligence, and with as Inviacible Courage as . 


ordinarily hath been found amongft men. But as it is faid . the 


Battle isnot always tothe frrong, nor the race to the fwift, but Time ~ 
and Chance hath ftrangely interpofed to the prolonging of our mife- - 


ries, and the hardning and embeldning of our Enemies : Much 
of our difappointments , and the lofs of many of our Forces ens 


gaging with them, mutt be impured in a great meafure to our mens. 
unacquaintednefs with the manner of rheir fighting, they doing moft - 


of their mifchiefs, ‘either by Ambufhments, fudden furprizals, or over- 


matching fome of our fmall Companyes with greater numbers, - ha=. 


ving had many times fix or feven to one: Poflibly alfo many of our 
Overthrows have proceeded from our too'much Confidence in our own 
weapons, Courage and Afartial Difcipline ( Not making Allowance for 


the difference of Times, when they before engaged us, only with Bows - 
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cand Arrows, but now came to fight us with our ows weapons ») which 
hath proved no fmall Advantage to our Enemies,& difadvantagetoour — 


felves; or elfe to the diftance of our Towns one from the other, fo as 
ofttimes they were deftroyed,orin danger thereof, before any notice 
wastaken.of their danger, . If that be a fure Rule whereby. Valoar is to’ 
he judged, pls animi, eft inferents periculum quam propulfanti, {¢. that 
there ig more Courage feen in the ef faylants, than in the Defendants; 
a few: of our men have frequently defeaded themfelves againit multz- 


‘tudes of them, unlefs atfach times when providerice feemed as it were 


+o trouble rhe Wheels of our Adotions, and fight againft us, fo as ordina- 
sily our people ufed not to want Courage: For at Lancafler where they 
feemed to have had the greatelt Caufe of boajiing for their Succefs in 
any Affauie( although it -were fince known, that they had five hundred 
fighting men when they aflaulted that {mall Town of about fijty Fami- 
lyes ) yet were they able to furprize but.ove garrifonboufe, Which net- 
ther was fenced round, nor were the Defendaais able to ply their fhot 
behind it, but fo asthe Enemy came to the very walls, and Roof on the 
back fide with theit Fuel, or elfe they had never been able to have dif- 
pofleffed the Inhabitants. The fame Indians within awhile after, had 
not been able to have done the mifchief at Groxton which they did, 
had not a Garrifon been uuadvifedly as it were delivered into their 
hands. Jn one word they were more beholding to their perfidious Sub- 
tlety and. Falfhood, or to the Advantage of Seafon, place, and Number 
than any Valour or Cowrage in all their Victoryess thewing only a Bel- 
luine Rage and fiercene/s, when they had an opportunity in their hands 
to deftroy or do mifchief, For foon after when the time of Ven- 
geance was come, and God feemed to own the Caufe-of his people, a 
‘wall handful of our men hath furprized hundreds of theirs, ashath been 
already declared in the Varrative. The Difpenfations of the Al- 
mighty have been very awful towards us, foralong time, not feeming 
to go forth without Armies, not helping usin defending our felves, ot 


defeating of our Enemies, as ifhe had a purpofe and defigne to bring , 


a fharp fcourge upon us, by that means to humble ws, and prove us, and 
then (as we trutt ) to dows good in our latter ead: acting therein as wife 
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Parents that after they have corrected their chilaren , to caft the Rod into — 


the Fire. For our Enemies tothe Souhward , were in the beginning 
of thefe Troubles, poffeffed of many goodly Havens, many rich and 


Fertile places, as at Adount- Hope, and all along the Narrhaganfie — 


Country. Butare by this occafion,( quarrelling with us without caufe) 
shemfelves in a manner all deftroyed by the fpecial hand of God, and 


their 

















their Pofterity quite rected out, as were the Pequots before them, where- 
by it may be gathered as we hope, that God is making way to fettle a 
better people in theirrooms, and in their {tead ; when the whole frame 
of Gods Counfels, and purpofes are put together, and accomplifhed by 
the Iflues of his Providence, it will, no doubt, appear a work very beau- 
tiful in its Seafon, not only for the glory of the e4urhor but for the gaod 
and benefit of his people, that are concerned therein. 


Something of that nature hath been obferved by fome Fudsctous per- 
fonsinreferenceto the prefent Calamities, of which fomething hath 
already been publifhed to the World, concerning which I have nothing 
to add, only that fome fuch things have been affirmed by credible per- 
fons, as prefages of what hath lately come to pafs. The woyfe of Guns 
is affirmed by many, to have been heard in the e4yre , in fundry places 
not many years before; Concerning which the Judicious Reader may 
take what notice he pleafeth, Although I-would not be too forward in 
obtruding uncertain Reports-upon the belief of the far diftant Reader, 
efpecially confidering how much the-world hath oft been abufed with 
faife Coyne of the like nature. | 

But for other prediltions of the prefent Calamities, fome wife men 
have thought it not unworthy to be communicarcd to Pofteruy what hath 
been obferved amongft the Indians themfelves, asif either God himfelf 
had left fome Jmpreffioz on the mtnds of fome of them this way, or that 
by fome ferange Injtint or other, they had fome Reafon to forbode the 
Troubles now begun, although not yet ended, fed dabit Deus his qnoque 
finem, in his own time. 

There was within the compafs of the laft feven years now current a 
Sagamore about Kiltary, or the North-Eaft fide of Pafcataqua River, 
called Rouls, or Rokes: who lying very fick, and bedrid, ( being an 
ald manyhe expected fome of the Englifh,that had feazed upon his land, 
fiould have fhewn him that Civility, as tohave given him a vsfit in his 
et ged Infirmityes , andficknefs, \tmatters not much, whether it wag 
totally neglected or not ; to be fure at the lait, he fent for the chef of the 
Town, and defired a favour of them, viz, that though he might,as he faid, 
challenge all the Plantation for his own,where they dwelt, that yet they 
would pleafe to fell or give bim afmall Tratt of Land, poliibly an bun- 

~ dred or io of eLéres, and withal defired it might be Recorded in the 
Town Book, asa publick eA, that fo hu Children which he left behind, 
might not be turned out, like Vagabonds, as deftitute of an habitation 
amongét, or near the Englifh, gates this asthe Reafon; That he ste! 
there 
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there would fhortly fal out a War between the Indians andthe Eng: 


lith all over the Country, and thatthe Indians at the firlt fhould prevail, 
and do much mifchief to the Englifh, and kéll many of them; But after: 
thethird year, or after three years, all the Indians which fo did, fhould 
be rooted ont., and utterly deftroyed. a} ya eke

they have had aétually any band in out Sufferings, either infligating of 


our Ene mies, or fecretly and underhand fupplying them with necefs. 


faries wherewith to carry on their defigne againit us, without who/e a/- 


fiftance, it is fuppofed they could hardly thus long have held out. It is - 


no queftion but there are thofe in the world, that fay etha, atthe (alae 


mities of our Sion, and that like Edom in Ferufalems day, cry, Rafe it, | 


Rafe it, even tothe Foundation thereof : Butfor our neat Neighbours, 
whether Dutch or French, their defigne in their feveral Plantations, 
being folely, or principally Trade, anda knowing that as formerly they had, 


fo may they ffl bave more benefit, and eddvantage by our Commerce. 


and Trafickthan by our Ruine; it feems therefore not fo probable, that 
they fhould promote or defigne Cuch a wicked end to themfelves,much lefs 
that they fhould. joyz with Pagan Infidels therein 5 more Charity we 


judge is due to them that profe/s the Chriftian, Name, whatever Errow 3 


or Superstition their Religion or worfhip may be blinded with. 
We may wellconceive that either of them would not be much un- 
willing to part with any thing they have to fell for Beaver, nor would 


they very fcrupuloufly enquire what the Indians do with their powder, 


provided they could get their payfor at, no more than the Cutler did,to 
know (as the tale goes ) what the Cutpurfe did with the knife he made 
him: But that purpofely cither of them have furnifhed our Enemies 
with means to do Us mifchief, we are not forward to believe. 

Asfor the French at Cannada they, live at too great a diftance to 
have much Commerce with our Enemies: And befides they are not 
themfelves fo fecure of the Indians they deal with as to be forward to 


fet them again{t others, left thereby they come to learn the wean 
; "Ta 
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“fall uponthemfelves. And befides it hath been affirmed by fome of 


their own Nation, that not long fince were there, and pafled home this 
“way, that they are more affraid of Attempts from hence, than we have 
- caufe to be from them. shy : 
Other Reports pofibly have beentaken up concerning us, as if we 

‘ were divided in our Counfels and were too tenacious of our goods, and 
readier to keep them for our Enemies, than prudently tolay out what 
was neceflary for our own defence and prefervation : no queftion but 
“many fuch Rumoursas thefe have taken place, in the minds of fome ; 
-But it is hoped that fuch as are wife and fertous, will not give too much 
to finifter Reports tillthey are rightly enformed. Greater Unity of minde 
in things of fucha nature, hath feldome been found amongft men, that 
might all along have been obferved here. Jf in any thing propounded 
for the better carrying on the war again{t the /ndians, there hath been 
fome difference of apprehenfion either from the feeming Impoffibility and 
Arduoufnefs ofthe Attempt, or difficulty of the Seafon; it never occa- 
fioned the lear Remora of the Aétion , though in things of the greatelt 
moment. Nor wasthere ever any difficulty in the disburfing what was 
aeceffary forcarrying onthe Affairs of the War, how chargeable foever 
and Expenfive it hath been found, The fcarcity of Coyne hath occaffon- 


ed alittle Trouble in fome prefent Exigent, otherwife no Reafon hath. 


been given of any jut complaint this way, But it being the ufual Loe of 
them that are molt forely afflitted of God, tobe moft deeply cenfured of 

men, but we muftexpect to pafs through Evil as well as.good Report. 
 Poffibly alfo fome may here take notice of avery diftinguifhing Pro- 
widence inthefe our late Troubles, in that this Rod of affisttion hath 
feemed not to lyin an equal proportion upon the body-of the people of 
New-England; which is no new thing to obferve in Calamities of this 
nature; wherein it is very ordinary for thofe parts of a Country that lye 
next bordering upon the (oaft of the common Enemy tobe moft obnoxs- 
ons to their Incurfiins , andto-be more frequently then others harneffed 
thereby As hath been the Cafe of us here in thefe parts of the Earth, ever 
fince the firft planting thereof: The great numbers of the Salvages  be- 
ing /wept away by fome unufual mortalityinall thofe places, where the 
body of the people that came over hither, fir/t feated themfelves; fo as 
they were not folyable totheir Injuryes and Infolencies, ag thofe were, 
who not long after werecalled to plant the more remoter parts of the 
Country, where were greater numbers of them left. Which was the occa- 
fion that the {aid Colony of Connetticat wasthen forely afflétted with. the 
“‘Pequods at their firft planting, when above thirty of them fell into mE 
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hands’ of thofe cruel mifcreants, they bordering next or near upon 
them, foasthey had an opportunity to affault them in their firft At. 


tempt for planting that fide of the Country, as fometimes Amalek did 
unto Ifrael of old, Further alfo it may be confidered, that our Brethren 


of Conneéticut have had no {mall part of this prefent tryal, in that they 
-have been neceflarily called to lend their afliitance to the other Colonyes, 
- which they have upon all occafions ( to their honour be it fpoken ) moit 
readily and freely done,not only by their e-4rtscles of Confideration,but 


as they were of neceffity con:trained in common prudence for their own 
fafety todo, jam proximus ardet Ucalegon : he that will not help to 
quench the fire kindled in his Neighbours houfe may juiily fear to leofe 
hisown., Itmay truly be faid alfo, that they have had their turn in like 
troubles.at the firj? hand, their Fleeces being only watred witha like 
bloody fhowre, when the ground all about was dey 5 a8 now the contrary 
hath feemed to fall out. To be fhort we are all but one Polztical body, 
which ought to be feafible of the Sorrows that befell any particular mem- 


bers thereof: we all came over into thofe parts of ed merica, with one and’ 


the fame end and aim, viz. to enjoy the liberty of the Gofpel in unity 
and peace, and to advance the Kingdome of our Lord Fefus Corift, and 
being in our firit fetling ,( by the wife Providence of God ) farther dif- 
pofed upon the Sea Coajts and Rivers, then was at firit intended, fo that 
we could not according to our defire communicate, in our Geverament 
and Furifdittion, and being likewife where we live, encompafled with 
people of feveral Nations , which may prove injurious, as they have for- 
merly committed Infolencies, and Outrages vpon feveral of our Plantati-, 


ons, we were necellitated to exter into a Confeciation amongit our felves: 


for mutual help and frrengch in fuch concernments as have now fallen out, 
as is expreffed in the Pretace to the Articles of Confideration, agreed up- 
on May twenty ninth, 1643. , ; ie 

In the laft place,upon the confideration of thefe late Uproars amongit 
the Indians, fome may be like to enquire, whatis become of the Con- 
wer fion of the Natives, io much famed abroad, and what progre/s the 
Gofpel bath made amongit them, fearing (as wellthey may ) itis like to 
be not a little ob/truéted hereby. It may probably be fuppofed, that the 


Pious endeavours of fome to preach the Gofpel amongit feveral of the. 
_dndian Natives, hath given the firft occafion of the Quarrel, as ufually 


it hath donein the world. Butthat Oppofition meeting with no detrer 
Suecefs inthe Southern parts, than the Ruine of thofe that made the fir/ 
Rebekion again us, Satan hath lately changed himfelf ite an Angel of 
Light, under that fhape, making this his /a/? Actempt, tothe Eaftward.

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For the chief Leader of thofe Indians is a Sagamore called Squando,who> 
hath (as is faid by them that lately efcaped from their hands familiar: 


Conver fe with the Prince of Darkyefs, though under the notion of a good 


‘Deity, putting him upon afurm of Religion, and forbidding any aéts of: 
Crueliy and murther to be ufed againit any they oppofe, if they be wil 


ling to yield,and in that way promi'ing great Succe/sto his Followers; what” 
‘the [flues of his proceedings willbe, God only knows,and a little time: 
may difcover : But for thofe that before thefe troubles have profeffedly 
owned the Chriftian Name, many of them have. given wotable proof of 
their fixcerity, by fighting againit their,and our Enemies,and have been : 


very fuccefsful in thetr Endeavours. as wellthefeinthe upper parts of.

tiles,to convert men, Firlt,from Salvage Paganif{me, thento Chriftsani- 
_. ty. Itiscommonly faid that the Turks will not admit a Few to become 
a Mahometan, tillhe hath firft turned Chriftian ; To be fure we rare- 
ly find any Gentil Nation turned Chrijffian before they became Hue — 
mane, Divine Providence hath improved the Roman Sword to make. 
way for the Scepter of the Gofpel of Peace, ‘That Civility that is found 
amongft the Watsves of this Country, hath hitherto been carryed on. 
and obtained, only by the gentle means of Courte/y, Familiarity, and 
fuch like civel- behaviour, which in other places was never yet attended 
with any eminent fuccefs that way. It feems fome Religious Gentlemen. 
in Virginia, had great hopes of the Conver fion of the Indians to Chrifti- 
-antty, alittle before the ALaffzere there; The means principally ufed 
“by them.was Familiarity and kindnefs: One Mr. Thorps well reputed =~ 
for Religion, and in Command, one of the principal in Virgina, did 
fo truly affect the Converfion of the Indians there,that whofoever under 
him did them the leaf? difpleafure,were punithed feverely. He thought 
nothing too dear for them: And tocontenttbem inall things, e caufed 
many Exglifh Maftives to be killedy and would have taken a Courfe to 
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have /ufficiently tamed. thereft. He conferred often. with their great 
Sachem about Religion, and madehim confe/s that the Englifh mans 
; | oy God 
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God was better than the Indians : This Gentleman out of his good mean~ - 


ing was fo full of Confidence and void of Sufpition,thathe would never 


believe any hurt of them, ‘till he felt their cruel hands imbruedin bis oven .. 
blood they barbaroufly murthering him amongt the ret. Mr. Stockaia a. 
ferious and judicious Atinifter in Virginia,& pious alfo,for ought is here - 
of his Life,at that time when-all things were fo profperous there, & the - 
Salvages were thought to be at the point of Converfion,apainft the Opi- . 
nions of all others, both Goverzours and Council, wrote his mind to the - 


Coanciland Company in England about this point in thefe words, 


“For the Converfion of the Salvages,! wonder you ufe not the means: - 


‘I confefs you fay well to have them converted by fair means, but they 
“fcorn toackowledge it; Asfor the gifts beftowed on them, they de- 


“vour them, and fo they would the givers if they could : Many have en- - 
* deavoured by kindnefs to convert them, yet find nothing from them, . 


“butderifion and Ridiculous Anfwers: Wehave fent Boyes among them 


‘to learn their Language, but they retutn worfe than they went: But 
“Lam no Statesman, nor love 1 to meddle with any thing but my. . 
‘Books ; But I can findno probability, by this Courfe to draw them - 
"to goodnefs: And Iam perfwaded if Wars and Minerva go hand - 
- “inhand, they will effect more good in az bon than thofe Verbal Afer= 


* curians in their lives: Adding that there will be no hope of their Con- 


*-verfion till their Prée/?s ( poflibly he meant their Powaws ) be removed -

When fome of Pocaffes Indians in Plimouth Iurisditlion had profeffed . 
their Service to Captaix Church; as they were in purfuit of the Indians . 
our Enemies, one ofthe faid Indians from the top of ax bill difcerned a . 


Company of Wigwams, where thofethey wentto fcek, had taken up 
their Stations,. he called to his Capeain, and pointing to one of the outers. 


molt Wigwams, toldhim that was hi Fathers Wigwam, and ask’d ifhe. - 
mult now go and kill his Father ; No faith Captain Church, do but thew - 


me where he is and I will deal-with bim, do you fall upon fome others s 
to which the faid Indian only replyed in broken Englith ; That very 


good {peak whereby their natwral per fidion{nefseven to their nearest Re-- 


dateons may be obferved, which makes their Treachery towards us their 
Forreign Neighbours, the lefs to be wondred at. And therefore till they 


be reduced to more Civility, fome wife men are ready to fear Religion 


willnot take much place amongft the body of them.
